Courses  for 
Fall  are  listed 

Regularly  employed  San  Fran- 
cisco teachers  are  required,  by 
Board  of  Education  policy,  to  satis- 
factorily complete  six  semester 
units  of  acceptable  work  in  order 
to  advance  from  one  salary  "in- 
crement block"  to  another. 

Teachers  in  San  Francisco  Pub- 
lic Schools  have  abundant  oppor- 
tunities for  further  studies,  how- 
ever, because  of  the  District-spon- 
sored In-service  Training  Program; 
and  the  late  afternoon,  evening  and 
week-end  courses  provided  by 
many  Bay  Area  institutions  of 
higher  learning. 

In-service  program 

Dr.  Lester  Steig,  salary  coordin- 
ator of  the  SFUSD,  has  compiled 
a  list  of  the  in-service  courses 
which  will  be  available  to  teachers 
in  the  District. 

Teachers  of  the  District  will  have 
the  benefit  of  over  500  university 
and  college  courses  plus  non-col- 
lege in-service  courses  offered  by 
the  SFUSD  during  the  Fall  term. 

Courses  are  designed  with  the 
viewpoint  of  furnishing  teachers 
and  administrators  with  the  new- 
est techniques  and  information  in 
various  subject  areas. 

Increment  and  classification 
credits  are  given  for  in-service 
courses  satisfactorily  completed. 
,  Prior  to  starting  the  in-service 
course  or  any  other  college  or  uni- 
versity course  for  salary  credit,  the 
teacher  should  file  an  "application 
for  approval"  form  with  Dr.  Steig.

Enrollment  procedures  outlined 


Coordinator  of  Child  Welfare, 
Dr.  John  L.  Roberts,  has  outlined 
the  following  enrollment  proced- 
ures for  the  opening  of  the  Fall 
19^3  school  semester. 

School  Lists 

The  principal  of  each  school  will 
send  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
not  later  than  September  25,  1963 
the  complete  enrollment  by  classes 
as  of  September  18,  1963  on  the 
class  list  forms.  (Stock  No.  13-100- 
40  on  the  Printed  Forms  Supplies 
Term  Requisition. 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and 
type  or  write  plainly  in  ink.  Do  not 
use  nicknames.  If  a  teacher  has 
more  than  one  grade,  list  separate- 
ly. List  complete  addresses  for 
children  living  in  projects — build- 
ing, section,  and  apartment  num- 
bers. For  children  living  in  apart- 
ment houses,  rooming  houses,  and 
hotels,  list  apartment  or  room 
number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils 
who  actually  have  been  in  attend- 
ance at  some  time  since  September 
4,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transferred  or  who  have  left 
without  transfer  before  September 
18.  Add  to  the  list  and  DOUBLE 
STAR  the  names  of  any  pupils  who 
have  not  been  in  attendance  dur- 
ing this  period  but  who  had  regis- 
tered previously  and  whose  absence 
because  of  sickness  you  have  veri- 
fied. In  order  to  keep  records 
correct,  any  pupil  who  returns  to 
school  after  September  18th,  or 
enters  after  that  date,  should  be 
reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Attend- 
ance at  once  either  by  a  transfer,  if 
he  has  one,  or  by  an  Entered  With- 
out Transfer  slip. 

Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate 
check-up  of  all  pupils  who  have  left 
school  may  be  made,  principals  are 
asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors 
of  Attendance,  not  later  than  Sep- 
tember 25th,  a  Left  Without  Trans- 
fer slip  for  every  child  who  was  on 
the  school  roll  on  June  14th,  but 
who  has  not  registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils 
who  leave  school  for  any  reason 
without  taking  a  transfer  to  an- 
other school  should  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  Supervisor  of  At- 
tendance as  Left  Without  Transfer. 
Date  of  leaving  should  be  indicated 
on  the  slip.  Before  reporting  these 
pupils  as  Left  Without  Transfer 
they  should  be  checked  as  carefully 
as  possible  by  the  school,  and  when 
reported,  the  Left  Without  Trans- 
fer should  have  as  much  informa- 


tion as  possible  for  the  Supervisor 
of  Attendance. 
Birthdate  Data  Requested 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be 
checked  immediately  principals  are 
requested  to  send  at  once  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  Registration 
of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new  pupils 
entering  San  Francisco  Schools  for 
the  first  time  and  for  all  pupils 
entering  kindergarten.  If  parent 
does  not  fill  out  one  of  these,  the 
teacher  should  prepare  the  blank 
from  data  on  the  permanent  card. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation: the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon.  If  a  birth 
certificate  is  not  available,  a  hospi- 
tal certificate,  baptismal  certifi- 
cate, passport,  affidavit  of  parent 
or  guardian,  or  an  official  notifica- 
tion or  certification  of  the  birth 
registration  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  may  be  used. 
Please  note  that  a  hospital  certifi- 
cate is  now  acceptable  verification. 
The  method  of  verification  should 
be  indicated  by  initials  of  person 
enrolling  pupils. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten,  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  December  2, 
1958  (4  years  and  9  months).  All 
entrants  into  the  first  grade  must 
be  born  not  later  than  December  2, 
1957  (5  years  and  9  months) . 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to  the 
kindergarten  or  first  grade  of  a 
school.  Therefore,  no  child  may  be 
admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without  ac- 
ceptable verification  as  noted 
above. 


PROFESSIONAL 
ORGANIZATIONS 

The  Board  of  Education  at  its 
meeting    September    14,     1937, 
adopted  the  following  rule : 
Rule   No.   74C:   Membership   in 
Professional  Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of 
the  Board  of  Education  shall  have 
complete  freedom  in  selecting  the  pro- 
fessional organizations  which  they  may 
wish  to  join,  without  coercion  of  any 
kind  from  any  administrative  officer  or 
other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to 
any  teacher  organization  in  the  schools 
shall  be  fully  and  unreservedly  extend- 
ed to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure 
by  any  principal  or  other  administra- 
tive officer  or  other  school  employee  to 
influence  any  teacher  to  join  or  refrain 
from  joining  any  organization  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  unprofesional  conduct. 
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Elementary  school 
reports  are  due 

Elementary  principals  are  re- 
minded that  quintuplicate  copies  of 
classification  reports  for  elemen- 
tary schools  are  due  on  Monday, 
September  16,  1963,  in  the  office  of 
the  Bureau  of  Personnel,  135  Van 
Ness  Avenue. 

In  typing  classifications,  school 
clerks  are  requested  to : 

1.  Note  in  parenthesis,  the  maiden 
names  of  teachers  who  have  mar- 
ried within  the  past  two  years. 

2.  Enter,  under  kindergarten  en- 
rollment, those  eligible  for  first 
grade  in  February  1964,  and  those 
not  eligible  for  first  grade,  showing 
total  enrollment  in  total  column. 

3.  Enter  the  names  of  all  teachers 
who  are  on  the  faculty  rolls  — 
Regulars,  Probationers,  and  Long- 
term  Substitutes.  Be  sure  to  place 
long-term  substitutes  on  right-hand 
side  in  comments  column  opposite 
names  of  the  teachers  on  leave. 

4.  Put  special  classes  at  the  end  of 
the  list  of  regular  classes. 

5.  In  schools  where  a  Compensa- 
tory class  has  been  established, 
place  the  name  of  the  teacher  last 
on  the  list  of  teachers.  Do  not  num- 
ber this  class.  The  teacher's  name 
will  appear  twice  on  your  classifi- 
cation; one  in  the  regular  position 
—  on  leave  —  and  again  at  the  end 
as  SCEP  (Superintendent's  Com- 
pensatory Education  Program) . 

6.  Put  Principals,  Assistant  Prin- 
cipals and  Clerks  at  the  end  of  the 
report.  Do  not  number  these  names. 

7.  Indicate  in  comments  column, 
kind  of  room  used  for  classes  other 
than  classrooms  and  give  capacity 
(auditorium,  book  room,  assistant 
principal's  room,  library,  etc.) 

8.  Indicate  the  teacher  who  serves 
in  the  absence  of  Principal  or  As- 
sistant Principal  (T.S.A.P.)  and 
Paid  Yard  Teacher  (P.Y.T.)

Failing  to  complete  the  required 
units  in  the  allotted  time  will  cause 
the  teacher  to  lose  the  normal 
salary  increments  until  such  unit 
requirements  have  been  fulfilled. 

Teachers  who  have  reached  their 
fifty-seventh  birthday  are  exempt 
from  these  requirements. 

In-service  courses  satisfy  incre- 
ment requirements  in  the  SFUSD 
as  well  as  offer  educational  experi- 
ences. 

However,  non-college  in-service 
units  are  usable  as  credit  only 
within  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  and  are  not  trans- 
ferable to  other  school  districts. 

College  Credit  Program 

Teachers  seeking  to  satisfy  in- 
crement requirements,  or  the  fur- 
therance of  post-graduate  study, 
will  find  District's  system  of  course 
notification  advantageous. 

At  one  time  an  attempt  was 
made  in  the  Superintendent's  Bul- 
letin to  publish  a  comprehensive 
list  of  courses  offered  by  the  lead- 
ing Bay  Area  institutions  of  higher 
learning.  However,  these  lists  were 
not  always  complete  due  to  the 
inability  to  publish  all  courses 
offered. 

To  make  it  easier  for  the  indi- 
vidual teacher  in  each  school,  Dr.

On  Wednesday,  September  18th 
at  8:15  p.m.  at  Morrison  Auditor- 
ium, California  Academy  of  Sci- 
ences, Mr.  Philip  Ferry  will  speak 
on  "Mexico:  Land  of  Pyramids". 

The  early  Mexicans  were  avid 
pyramid  builders.  Through  their 
archaeological  legacy,  a  fascinat- 
ing story  of  centuries  of  warfare, 
conquest,  and  the  imposition  of  one 
culture  upon  another  is  revealed. 
Far  to  the  south  of  us,  we  find  pyr- 
amids of  all  shapes  and  sizes  — 
round,  square,  half-round,  half- 
square;  some  one,  three,  five  stor- 
ies in  height;  some  plain  and  un- 
adorned, others  lavishly  decorated 
with  beautiful  sculptural  design. 
Some  of  them  show  evidence  of 
reconstruction  by  as  many  as  six 
diffierent  peoples.

Marina  again  leads  savings  program 


Library  opens  new 
business  branch 

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors has  given  the  necessary 
final  approval  of  138  Kearny  Street 
as  the  new  location  of  the  public 
library's  business  branch. 

Since  April,  when  this  branch 
was  forced  to  move  from  the  now 
demolished  building  at  551  Market 
Street,  services  have  been  handled 
out  of  the  Main  Library. 

The  new  address,  adjacent  to 
Fosters  Restaurant  on  the  east  side 
of  Kearny  at  Sutter,  has  6000  sq. 
ft.  on  the  street  floor  and  a  2000 
sq.  ft.  mezzanine.  A  library  spokes- 
man expressed  hope  that  the 
branch  would  be  in  operation  soon.

November  conference  on  Mental  Health 


"Mental  Health  in  the  Classroom" 
will  be  examined  in  a  conference 
scheduled  this  fall  by  the  faculty 
of  the  University  of  California 
School  of  Medicine,  University  Ex- 
tension, and  the  School  Health 
Committee  for  the  California  Medi- 
cal Association.  The  program  is 
scheduled  November  9-11  at  the 
U.  C.  San  Francisco  Medical  Cen- 
ter. 

The  conference  staff  will  be  U.  C. 
medical  faculty  and  guest  speakers 
from  other  institutions.  Their  lec- 
tures will  be  supplemented  by  open 
forums  and  discussions  to  provide 
further  study  in  areas  of  particu- 
lar interest. 

The  program  opens  with  an  ex- 
amination of  the  complexities  chil- 
dren bring  to  school.  Lecture  and 
discussion  topics  cover  family  in- 
teractions and  expectation,  cultural 
differences,  developmental  factors 
in  education,  learning  difficulties, 
emotional  reactions  to  physical 
health  problems,  and  peer  pres- 
sures. 


A  special  feature  of  the  confer- 
ence is  an  interdisciplinary  study 
of  two  cases  referred  to  the  Medi- 
cal Center  because  of  problems  in 
learning  and  behavior.  Individuals 
from  the  children's  school  and  com- 
munity will  join  with  specialists  on 
the  conference  staff  to  consider  the 
backgrounds  of  the  problems  and 
potential  solutions. 

Lectures  will  also  be  devoted  to 
the  problems  of  teachers  —  their 
expectations  and  the  demands  they 
face  from  the  community,  the  ad- 
ministration, and  the  educational 
system.  Sources  of  stress  for  class- 
room teachers  will  be  explored 
through  a  series  of  sketches  drama- 
tizing incidents  with  children  and 
parents,  administrators  and  mem- 
bers of  other  professions.  The  situ- 
ations will  then  be  discussed  by  a 
panel  of  individuals  concerned  with 
various  aspects  of  education  and 
mental  health.

Opportunities 
Center  opens  at 
Hunters  Point 

A  San  Francisco  program  to 
train  youths  for  jobs  and  help  find 
work  for  them  is  now  getting  un- 
der way  in  the  Hunters  Point  - 
Bayview  area  with  the  opening  of 
a  Youth  Opportunities  Center. 

The  program,  financed  by  a 
$650,000  Ford  Foundation  grant 
over  three  years  and  by  federal 
funds,  is  designed  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Committee  on  Youth  as  an 
"all-out"  drive  "to  raise  the  em- 
ployment potential  of  minority 
group  youth." 

A  major  phase  of  the  project  is 
to  induce  the  area's  1500  to  2000 
young  men  and  women  in  the  15- 
21  year  age  bracket  to  complete 
their  high  school  education,  at 
least,  and  to  prepare  them  for  jobs. 

Lewis  G.  Watts,  former  Execu- 
tive Director  of  the  Seattle  Urban 
League,  has  been  named  Director 
of  the  project.  Until  he  finishes  his 
work  at  Brandeis  University,  Mr. 
Herman  Gallegos  is  Acting  Direc- 
tor and  will  later  become  Associate 
Director. 
Major  participant 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  is  a  major  participant  in 
this  project.  The  money  allotted  to 
the  School  District  is  $60,000  for 
the  first  year,  $64,960  for  the  sec- 
ond, and  $68,980  for  the  third. 

This  fund  will  provide  the  super- 
visor, teachers,  and  counseling 
service.

Human  Relations  course  on  KPIX 


"Cities  and  Negroes",  a  special 
course  designed  to  provide  an  un- 
derstanding of  the  implications  and 
problems  arising  from  large-scale 
migrations  of  Negroes  to  Northern 
and  Western  cities,  will  be  present- 
ed this  fall  by  San  Francisco  State 
College's  Extension  Division  over 
KPIX  (Channel  5)  Television  facil- 
ities. 

Instructor  for  "Cities  and  Ne- 
groes" is  Frank  Quinn,  formerly 
Executive  Director  of  the  Council 
for  Civic  Unity  of  San  Francisco. 
"We  will  begin  with  a  consideration 
of  the  theory  of  dominant-minority 
relations  in  the  United  States", 
said  Mr.  Quinn,  "this  should  clarify 
the  significance  of  particular  events 
and  will  also  avoid  the  common 
practice  of  segregating  the  history 
and  social  situation  of  Negroes 
from  other  minority  groups.  We 
then  will  consider  the  history  of 
Negroes  from  the  Colonial  period 
to  the  present  day,  contrasting  the 
changing  relationships  between 
Negroes  and  Whites  so  that  we 
may  better  understand  the  turbu- 
lent picture  presented  today.  The 
last  half  of  the  course  will  be  a 
survey  of  the  present;  the  socio- 
economic status  of  Negroes  and 
the  currents  of  social  movements. 
Our  scope  will  be  national  although 
we  will  focus  upon  California  and 
the  Bay  Area  as  concrete  examples 
of  the  impact  of  changing  inter- 
groups  relations.  .  .  ." 

Appearing  as  guest  lecturers 
will  be  a  number  of  experts  — 
anthropologists,  sociologists,  law- 
yers —  as  well  as  representatives 
of  organizations  which  are  part  of 
the  social  movements  of  Negroes 
and  other  ethnic  groups  in  cities 
today  —  NAACP,  CORE,  churches, 
nationalist  groups. 


The  course  may  be  taken  for 
three  units  of  college  credit  in 
Sociology  e  199,  by  students  paying 
a  $30.00  registration  fee  at  the 
College's  Downtown  Center,  540 
Powell  Street.  A  complete  syllabus, 
indicating  the  topic  and  readings 
for  each  class  plus  an  extensive 
bibliography  will  be  provided  regis- 
tered students. 

Classes  will  be  shown  each  week- 
day over  KPIX  at  6:30  a.m.,  from 
September  23  through  January  17. 
Four  Saturday  morning  seminars 
will  be  held  at  the  Downtown  Cen- 
ter College  on  October  5,  Novem- 
ber 2,  December  7  and  January  18. 
Students  enrolled  for  credit  will 
also  be  required  to  submit  a  term 
paper,  and  take  an  examination  on 
assigned  readings. 

Mr.  Quinn  will  return  from 
Washington,  D.C.  for  the  four  sem- 
inars. The  remainder  of  the  pro- 
grams will  be  video-taped.  Mr. 
Quinn  has  taken  a  Federal  position.

A  Brief  Course  in  Mathematics  on  KQED 


Beginning  Tuesday,  October  1, 
KQED  will  present  "A  Brief  Course 
in  Mathematics  for  Elementary 
School  Teachers".  Each  of  the 
series  will  be  a  30  minute  film  tele- 
cast three  times  a  week:  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays  at  8  a.m.  and  Wed- 
nesdays at  4  p.m.  The  same  film  is 
programmed  for  any  one  week  to 
allow  for  a  flexible  schedule  in 
viewing. 

The  film  series  will  run  for  28 
consecutive  weeks  and  will  offer  a 
sequential  development  of  elemen- 
tary school  mathematics  from  pre- 
number  concepts  to  the  structure 
of  the  real  number  system.  Lectur- 
er for  the  series,  which  was  pro- 
duced by  the  School  Mathematics 
Study  Group  with  financial  assist- 
ance from  the  National  Science 
Foundation,  is  Professor  H.  Stew- 
art Moredock,  Chairman,  Division 
of  Science  and  Mathematics,  Sac- 
ramento State  College.  Jack  Abad 
of  Abraham  Lincoln  High  School 
was  on  leave  of  absence  from  the 
San  Francisco  School  District  last 
spring  to  act  as  assistant  to  the 
producer  for  the  films. 


Assistant  Superintendent  of  the 
Elementary  Division,  Miss  Tennes- 
see Kent,  has  made  arrangements 
for  about  300  elementary  school 
teachers  in  the  District  to  take  this 
course  for  in-service  credit.  Mrs.

Dr.  Cobb  to  direct  Human  Relations 


On  October  1,  1963,  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Education  ap- 
pointed Dr.  William  L.  Cobb,  prin- 
cipal of  Emerson  Elementary 
School,  as  the  District's  first  Hu- 
man Relations  Officer  with  the 
rank  and  salary  of  an  assistant 
superintendent. 

Dr.  Cobb  was  selected  by  Dr. 
Harold  Spears,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  after  interviewing  over  40 
candidates  throughout  the  United 
States  in  a  personnel  action  which 
makes  San  Francisco  unique  in 
having  a  position  of  this  rank  dedi- 
cated to  the  problem  of  human 
relations.  Dr.  Cobb  did  not  apply 
for  the  position. 

The  criteria  for  the  person  se- 
lected for  the  position  was  the  six 
points  recommended  by  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion in  April  of  1963. 
Job  criteria 

Dr.  Spears  has  emphasized  that 
Dr.  Cobb  will  attempt  to  imple- 
ment those  recommendations : 

1.  To  centralize  efforts  to  solve 
questions  arising  from  ethnic  dif- 
ferences. 

2.  Formulate  means  whereby  the 
activities  of  parents,  teachers,  civ- 


ic, labor  and  business  groups  and 
municipal  authorities  can  be  har- 
monized and  channeled  into  effec- 
tive programs  for  minority  youth. 

3.  To  keep  abreast  of  research 
and  successful  programs,  instruc- 
tional and  in  the  area  of  Human 
Relations,  both  within  the  District 
and  elsewhere.  To  disseminate  such 
information  throughout  the  school 
system. 

4.  To  concern  himself  with  the 
human  relations  aspects  of  instruc- 
tion as  they  relate  to  textbooks, 
intramural  student  activities,  mo- 
tivation, staff  attitudes  and  under- 
standings. 

5.  To  devise  means  for  the  har- 
monious reception  of  children  who 
are  bused  or  transferred  into 
schools  away  from  their  own  neigh- 
borhoods. Similarly  to  work  with 
the  guidance  staff  and  faculties  in 
planning  for  the  reception,  orienta- 
tion and  placement  of  in-migrant 
students. 

6.  To  assume  such  other  duties 
in  this  field  as  may  be  required.

Special  education  fellowship  announced 


Mr.  C.  W.  Watson,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Special  Education,  Cal- 
ifornia State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, 721  Capitol  Avenue,  Sacra- 
mento 14,  California,  has  announc- 
ed a  graduate  fellowship  available 
to  train  leadership  personnel  in  the 
education  of  mentally  retarded 
children. 

The  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation will  award  one  graduate 
fellowship  for  the  academic  year 
1964-65  under  Section  2  of  Public 
Law  85-926.  This  fellowship  financ- 
ed by  the  Federal  Government,  is 
designed  to  train  persons  engaged 
(or  preparing  to  engage)  in  em- 
ployment as  supervisors  or  direct- 
ors of  special  education  programs 
for  mentally  retarded  pupils  in 
state,  county  or  local  school  sys- 
tems. 

The  fellow  selected  will  receive 
a  basic  grant  of  $2,000  if  in  his  first 


graduate  year  of  study,  $2,400  if  in 
his  second  year  or  $2,800  if  in  his 
third  year,  plus  $400  for  each  de- 
pendent. In  addition,  the  institution 
which  he  is  attending  will  receive 
a  supporting  grant  to  cover  tuition 
and  fees. 

Fellowships  are  for  full-time 
graduate  study  and  awarded  for 
the  academic  year.  They  may  be 
renewed,  but  an  individual  may 
not  receive  fellowships  under  this 
program  totaling  more  than  three 
academic  years.  Fellowships  must 
be  used  to  work  toward  a  specific 
degree,  professional  diploma  or 
official  certification. 

Copies  of  the  criteria  for  selec- 
tion of  candidates  and  application 
forms  are  available  from  the  Bur- 
eau of  Special  Education.  Interest- 
ed persons  are  urged  to  apply  for

Policies,  SF  Bd.  of  Ed.,  P  6134, 
Art.  6,  paragraph  6  and  7. 

6.  "Pupils  shall  not  be  required  to 
purchase  any  textbooks,  supplement- 
ary books,  or  instructional  materials 
for  use  in  the  schools." 

7.  "The  teacher  shall  not  in  any  way 
solicit  pupils  for  the  purchase  of 
supplementary  materials  which  would 
be  used  in  any  regular  course  of 
study  subject  for  which  credit  is 
given." 

Education  Code  Section  9255 
provides  that  "any  city,  county, 
city  and  county,  or  district  su- 
perintendent of  schools  or  any 
principal  of  any  elementary  or 
secondary  school  under  his 
charge,  who  refuses  or  neglects 
to  require  the  use  of  the  series 
of  the  textbooks  prescribed  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education  or 
who  shall  require  any  pupil,  ex- 
cept pupils  in  classes  for  adults 
or  junior  colleges,  to  purchase 
any  supplementary  book  or  books 
for  the  pupils'  use  in  the  schools 
is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor".

Correct  filing 
of  injury  reports 

The  "Report  of  Injury"  form  pre- 
pared in  the  schools  and  forwarded 
to  the  administrative  offices  within 
48  hours  after  an  injury  to  a  stu- 
dent, provides  a  space  for  the  name 
of  the  "Teacher  in  Charge"  and  a 
space  for  signature  by  the  "Teach- 
er reporting  Injury  or  Teacher  in 
Charge."  The  form  also  contains  a 
space  for  "Names  of  Witnesses." 
The  names  of  teachers,  if  any,  who 
actually  witnessed  the  incident 
should  be  included  in  the  space  des- 
ignated. 


Policy-Administration  manuals  issued 


Board  of  Education  Policy  and 
Administration  Manuals  have  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  all  Board  of 
Education  members;  school  and 
central  office  administrators;  pro- 
fessional and  employee  organiza- 
tion officers;  parent  group  officers; 
and  administrators  of  cooperating 
City  and  State  agencies.  They  have 
been  numbered  and  assigned  to  one 
particular  office  or  organization 
and  should  remain  in  the  office  to 
which  they  have  been  assigned 
when  there  is  a  change  in  person- 
nel. 

The  above  -  mentioned  Manuals 
were  approved  for  distribution 
by  the  Board  of  Education  at 
its  meeting  of  February  26, 
1963.  Once  a  policy  has  been  adopt- 
ed by  the  Board  of  Education,  or 
an  administrative  regulation  ap- 
proved by  the  Superintendent,  the 
secretary  maintaining  these  Man- 
uals in  the  Legal  Adviser's  office 
will  send  copies  on  to  holders  to 
be  inserted  in  the  respective  binder 
in  numerical  order  under  the  arti- 
cle designated.  When  a  policy  or 


regulation  is  amended  or  discarded, 
you  will  be  so  notified.  The  loose- 
leaf  binder  makes  it  an  easy  task 
to  remove  and  destroy  the  old 
policy  or  regulation  and  file  the 
new  one  in  its  place.  Each  office 
should  have  one  person  assigned  to 
keep  these  Manuals  up  to  date  so 
that  they  may  serve  their  proper 
function. 

The  administrative  organization 
of  the  district  may  be  found  on 
pages  2301  and  2301.1,  where  you 
will  find  the  proper  title  of  the 
administrator,  the  division,  bureau, 
or  department. 

Since  these  Manuals  were  as- 
sembled, certain  changes  in  nom- 
enclature have  been  made.  All  non- 
certificated  employees  will  here- 
after be  known  as  "classified"  em- 
ployees. The  janitorial  staff  in  the 
schools  will  be  known  as  the  "cus- 
todial staff"  and  the  employees  as 
"school  custodians."  These  terms 
should  be  used  in  referring  to 
these  employees  hereafter,  even 
though  the  changes  do  not  appear 
in  the  Manuals. 


Safety  glasses  available  to  personnel 


School  employees  may  purchase 
safety  glasses  through  their  de- 
partment at  considerable  saving.  In 
most  cases,  the  cost  of  the  glasses, 
plus  the  frames  is  less  than  half  of 
the  usual  price.  Classified  and  pro- 
fessional personnel  who  normally 
wear  glasses  should  purchase  those 
of  the  safety  type  if,  in  the  regular 
course  of  their  work,  they  have 
more  than  the  usual  risk  to  their 
glasses. 

Prices  will  differ  slightly,  de- 
pending upon  the  frame  selected 
and  whether  or  not  tint  or  color  is 
desired  by  the  employee.  The  aver- 
age cost  of  safety  prescription 
glasses  will  range  from  $7.50  to 
$9.50  per  pair  for  single  vision  and 
$11.50  to  $16.00  for  bifocals.  Should 
tint  or  color  be  prescribed,  an  ad- 


ditional charge  of  $1.50  per  pair 
for  single  vision  and  $2.00  for  bi- 
focals applies.  These  prescription 
safety  glasses  include  a  case. 

If  an  employee  wishes  to  order 
safety  glasses  please  telephone 
the  Classified  Personnel  Office  and 
the  required  prescription  form  will 
be  sent.  The  employee's  occulist  or 
optician  fills  out  the  form  with  the 
proper  prescription,  and  the  form 
is  then  returned  to  the  Classified 
Personnel  Office,  Room  102,  so  that 
the  correct  price  from  the  manu- 
facturer can  be  determined.  When 
the  price  is  determined,  the  em- 
ployee is  informed  and  he  remits  a 
postal  money  order  or  cashier's 
check  in  the  correct  amount.

Lundgren  tells  of  exp 

by  Leonard  Lundgren 

(Mr.  Lundgren  is  a  teacher  and  depart- 
ment chairman  of  Social  Studies  at 
Luther  Burbank  Junior  High  School, 
San  Francisco.) 

It  was  an  interesting  and  educa- 
tional eight  weeks  in  Greece  during 
the  summer  of  1963  when  I  was  a 
Fulbright  scholar  attending  a  sem- 
inar in  Greek  History.  Nineteen 
secondary  school  teachers  of  an- 
cient, medieval,  and  world  history, 
from  various  parts  of  the  United 
States,  participated  in  this  seminar 
which  was  made  possible  by  the 
Mutual  Educational  and  Cultural 
Exchange  Act  of  1961  (Fulbright- 
Hays  Act).  The  teachers  were  se- 
lected by  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Scholarships  to  participate  in  the 
educational  exchange  program  of 
the  Department  of  State.  This 
seminar  was  administered  by  the 
director  and  staff  of  the  U.  S. 
Educational  Foundation  in  Greece. 
Transportation  to  and  from  and  in- 
side Greece  (including  insurance) 
was  covered  by  the  grant.  Room 
and  meals  were  borne  by  the 
grantee. 

The  seminar  provided  direct  con- 
tact with  the  geographic  area  of 
important  happenings  in  Greek 
history  and  gave  renewed  interest 


enences  on  summer 

to  us  and  further  understanding  of 
Greece.  Lectures  and  research  add- 
ed to  the  academic  pursuits  at  the 
American  School  of  Classical  Stud- 
ies in  Athens.  Each  member  of  the 
seminar  was  required  to  give  two 
reports,  delivered  at  the  site  of  the 
subject  chosen.  My  reports  were 
"The  Myths  of  Olympia"  (given  at 
the  temple  of  Zeus,  Olympia),  and 
"Delos  and  the  Delian  League" 
(given  on  the  island  of  Delos). 
Modern  Athens,  which  has  one- 
fourth  of  the  Greek  population  in 
its  metropolitan  area,  is  a  beautiful 
capital  city  in  a  booming  economy. 
Here  English  is  rapidly  becoming 
the  second  language  for  the  Greeks. 
With  five  weeks  in  Athens  and 
three  weeks  traveling  through 
most  of  Greece,  we  were  able  to 
carry  back  to  our  classrooms  fresh 
impressions  of  contemporary  Greek 
life  and  thought,  and  their  rela- 
tionship to  the  life  of  the  ancient 
world. 

Ancient  Hellas,  composed  of  in- 
dependent city  states,  is  today  the 
crowned  republic  of  Greece,  racing 
its  way  onward  in  the  twentieth 
century  of  the  Christian  Era.  Al- 
though the  achievements  of  Greece 
in  classical  times  are  a  legacy  to 
civilization,  it  was  her  love  of  lib-

erty  that  was  her  crowning  glory. 
As  the  Greek  city  states  were  able 
to  repel  the  Persian  might  in  the 
fifth  century  B.C.,  modern  Greece 
was  able  to  give  the  first  crushing 
defeat  to  the  Facists  in  World  War 
II,  and  to  win  its  struggle  against 
the  Communists  after  World  War 
II.  Today  Greece  is  firmly  commit- 
ted to  the  West  in  NATO,  commit- 
ted to  democracy  through  the  exer- 
cise of  freedom.  During  the  Middle 
Ages  the  term  "Greek"  was  mis- 
used, and  because  Greece  with  its 
capital  at  Constantinople  claimed 
to  be  the  sole  survivor  of  the  Ro- 
man Empire,  the  Greeks  referred 
to  themselves  as  Roman  and  called 
Westerners  Latin.  Today,  however, 
because  of  his  ancient  heritage  and 
modern  achievements,  the  modern 
Greek  is  proud  to  be  called  a 
Greek.

Rate  of  drop-out 
is  increasing 

One  out  of  three  of  the  nation's 
youth  drops  out  of  school  before 
completing  high  school. 

If  the  current  rate  continues, 
7.5  million  youths  will  drop  out  of 
school  during  this  decade. 

Technological  changes  are  dimin- 
ishing the  number  of  jobs  for  the 
unskilled;  it  is  estimated  that  only 
5  percent  of  the  total  labor  force 
will  be  engaged  in  unskilled  jobs 
during  the  next  decade. 

The  rate  of  unemployment 
among  boys  who  have  dropped  out 
of  school  is  three  times  higher  than 
among  high  school  graduates.

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Retirement 
plans  need  to 
be  made  now 

Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  personnel 
coordinator,  announces  that  those 
teachers  who  anticipate  retirement 
at  the  close  of  the  fall  semester, 
1963-64,  should  initiate  action  in 
the  near  future  in  order  that  re- 
tirement payment  may  not  be  de- 
layed unnecessarily. 

It  is  suggested  that  teachers 
seeking  to  initiate  retirement  pro- 
ceedings should,  if  possible,  submit 
a  letter  to  such  effect  by  December 
15,  1963. 

Suggested  Procedure 

Suggestions  outlined  for  teachers 
in  handling  retirement  problems 
are  as  follows: 

(1)  Submit  a  letter  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator  indicating  your 
intention  to  retire,  and  the  pro- 
posed date  of  retirement.  Copies  of 
this  letter  should  be  submitted  to 
the  appropriate  assistant  superin- 
tendent. 

(2)  Write  to  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement  System,  721  Capitol 
Avenue,  Sacramento,  California, 
notifying  that  office  of  your  inten- 
tion to  retire  and  requesting  the 
necessary  forms. 

(3)  Notifying  the  City  Em- 
ployees' Retirement  System,  450 
McAllister  Street,  of  your  intention 
to  retire. 

(4)  Requests  from  both  the  state 
and  city  retirement  systems  for  as- 
sistance in  determining  which  re- 
tirement program  will  be  most  ad- 
vantageous in  your  circumstances. 

(5)  If  you  determine  that  the 
State  Retirement  System  will  pro- 
vide greater  benefits  in  your  case, 
you  should  submit  a  letter  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator  resigning 
from  the  school  district.  This  is 
necessary  in  order  that  you  may 
withdraw  your  funds  from  the 
local  retirement  system  for  deposit 
in  the  state  Retirement  System. 

(6)  Submit  the  required  forms 
early  in  order  to  expedite  action 
in  each  retirement  system. 

Because  processing  of  applica- 
tions takes  some  time,  it  is  impor- 
tant that  they  be  submitted  suffici- 
ently in  advance  to  enable  a  proper 
consideration  period,  and  to  be  sure 
first  retirement  check  is  received 
on  time.

The  following  guidelines  for  ad- 
ministration of  teachers'  attend- 
ance at  professional  meetings  has 
been  announced  by  Mr.  Joseph  P. 
McElligott,  Chief,  Division  of  Fis- 
cal Control. 

For  this  first  year,  trips  will  be 
approved  on  the  basis  of  individual 
justification.  This  first  year's  ex- 
perience may  indicate  a  method  of 
making  equitable  allocations  of  the 
funds  to  cover  an  entire  year. 

Subject  to  budgetary  limitations, 
approval  will  be  given  to  the  meet- 
ings best  calculated  to  benefit  the 
schools  and  the  pupils  of  the  school 
district.  Following  the  regular  pro- 
cedure, the  Board  of  Education 
gives  the  final  authorization  by 
adopting  the  resolution  recommend- 
ed by  the  Superintendent.  Only  un- 
der exceptional  circumstances  will 
approval  be  given  to  meetings  out- 
side the  State  of  California. 

Teachers  requesting  authoriza- 
tion to  make  such  trips  should  sub- 
mit their  requests  at  least  one 
month  in  advance  of  the  authoriz- 
ing Board  meeting.  (This  normally 
means  a  deadline  of  six  weeks  prior 
to  date  of  conference.)  Requests 
should  be  sent  to  the  Chief,  Divi- 
sion of  Fiscal  Control. 

Following  regular  procedure,  a 
teacher,  after  attending  a  confer- 
ence, will  submit  a  brief  report  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  meeting 
along  with  his  expense  account.

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Auto  Trainer 
project  underway 

Twelve  AAA  Auto  Trainers  are 
being  used  by  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  on  an  ex- 
perimental basis  in  the  driver  train- 
ing program  this  school  year.  The 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education 
and  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation have  given  approval  to  the 
pilot  study  which  is  being  conduct- 
ed at  Balboa  High  School. 

The  Trainers  have  realistic,  full- 
size  controls  which  enable  the  stu- 
dent to  control  the  speed  and  direc- 
tion of  a  miniature  car  which 
travels  along  a  roadway  painted  on 
a  moving  belt.  The  actions  of  the 
student  are  reflected  in  the  move- 
ment of  the  miniature  car.  The 
steering  wheel  is  connected  direct- 
ly to  the  front  wheels  of  the  car. 
If  the  road  curves  to  the  right  or 
left,  the  student  must  turn  the 
wheel  in  the  proper  direction,  at 
the  proper  time  and  the  right 
amount. 

In  practicing  how  to  park  a  car, 
the  student  sees  each  error  he 
makes  immediately,  and  can  take 
the  necessary  corrective  action, 
whether  it  is  steering,  decelerating, 
braking  or  stopping. 

Skills  taught 

Some  of  the  other  skills  that  can 
be  taught  with  the  Trainer  are 
starting  and  stopping,  up-shifting 
and  down-shifting,  parking,  and 
steering  while  going  forward  or 
backing. 

Studies  made  by  the  AAA  with 
the  Auto  Trainer  indicate  that 
about  12  hours  of  practice  on  the 


Students  working  on  the  trainer  can   learn  starting,  stopping,  up-shifting,  down- 
shifting, parking,  and  steering  while  going  forward  or  backwards. 


Trainer  can  be  substituted  for  the 
first  half  of  the  actual  behind-the- 
wheel  training  on  the  road  in  driv- 
ing training  courses. 

Experimental  Study 

The  purpose  of  the  experimental 
study  in  the  San  Francisco  School 
District  is  to  determine  if  students 
trained  in  a  program  involving  the 


AAA  Auto  Trainer  will  have  the 
same  driving  ability  as  those  train- 
ed by  the  present  dual-control 
method  in  which  the  Trainer  is  not 
used. 

The  experimental  study  is  under 
the  direction  of  Harold  Weeks,  Di- 
rector of  Research,  and  Robert 
Perussina,  Head,  Driver  Training 
Department. 

31,000  trained 

The  Driver  Training  Department 
has  trained  over  31,000  students 
since  its  inception  in  1949.  During 
the  1962-63  school  year,  3994  stu- 
dents were  trained  by  twenty  full 
time  instructors  and  forty-eight 
part-time  instructors  in  the  after- 
school  and  Saturday  program. 

Recent  legislation  enacted  in 
Sacramento  provides  that  all  stu- 
dents in  the  public  schools  that 
offer  Driver  Training,  must  com- 
plete the  course  as  a  prerequisite 
in  applying  for  a  drivers  license 
before  the  age  of  18.  This  law  will 
become  effective  this  fall.

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Rodin  exhibit 

at  Legion  of  Honor 

The  great  exhibition  of  Rodin's 
work — the  most  definitive  one  ever 
held  of  the  celebrated  French 
sculptor's  masterpieces  —  opened 
at  the  California  Palace  of  the  Le- 
gion of  Honor  on  October  18  and 
will  continue  until  December  8. 
The  Legion  of  Honor  Museum  is 
co-sponsor  of  the  exhibition  with 
the  Museum  of  Art  in  New  York, 
at  which  institution  it  was  shown 
preceding  the  presentation  of  the 
great  assemblage  of  more  than  100 
works  in  San  Francisco. 

When  Rodin  died  in  1917  at  the 
age  of  77,  he  was  the  most  famous 
artist  of  his  time  —  internationally 
acclaimed  and  honored,  sought  af- 
ter for  commissions,  widely  exhibit- 
ed, and  extravagantly  admired  by 
a  wide  public  which  included  ar- 
tists, critics,  writers,  scholars  and 
statesmen.  In  this  country  his 
sculpture  had  been  shown  for  years 
and  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art  had  established  a  Rodin  col- 
lection and  made  the  artist  an  hon- 
orary fellow  for  life. 

On  the  west  coast,  Rodin's  great- 
est single  patron  was  Mrs.  Adolph 
B.  Spreckels  who,  impressed  by  ex- 
amples of  Rodin's  sculpture  shown 
at  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition 
in  1915,  had  gone  to  the  extreme 
of  pawning  her  jewels  to  acquire 
the  notable  collection  of  the  sculp- 
tor's work  which  is  today  housed 
in  the  California  Palace  of  the  Le- 
gion of  Honor  —  a  collection,  by 
the  way,  which  ranks  as  one  of  the 
three  most  important  assemblages 
of  Rodins  in  the  world.

Cantin,  Cantin 
and  Page  were  the  architects.  The 
school  was  built  from  1956  Bond 
funds. 


Forty -seven 
on  advance 
placement  list 

Forty-seven  high  school  seniors 
passed  Advanced  Placement  exam- 
inations in  the  spring  of  1963,  earn- 
ing scores  that  make  them  eligible 
to  receive  college  credit  at  entrance 
in  the  colleges  where  they  enrolled. 
Advanced  Placement  examinations 
are  provided  by  the  College  En- 
trance Examination  Board  and  ad- 
ministered at  the  respective 
schools.  Subjects  in  which  San 
Francisco  students  took  examina- 
tions include  American  History, 
European  History,  English,  Mathe- 
matics, Biology,  Chemistry,  French, 
German,  Latin,  and  Spanish.

Eleven  students 
from  this  class  took  the  examina- 
tion, and  all  eleven  earned  scores 
in  the  top  three  of  the  five  marking 
categories.  Of  students  taking  the 
same  examination  nationally,  64%, 
as  compared  with  Balboa's  100%, 
placed  in  the  top  three  marking 
groups. 


Navy  presents 
model  submarine

newest  nuclear  powered  Polaris 
submarine,  the  U.S.S.  Abraham 
Lincoln,  has  been  presented  to  the 
San  Francisco's  Abraham  Lincoln 
High  School  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy.

The  scale  model  is  cut  away  in 
parts,  showing  the  nuclear  reactor 
that  powers  the  vessel  and  its  sup- 
ply of  Polaris  missiles.

From  the  spring  semester  to  the 
fall  semester  1963,  the  gain  in  for- 
eign language  enrollment  has  been 
3,577  students  or  26.3%.  The  larg- 
est gain  is  in  the  elementary 
schools  —  2,097  students  or  59.6%. 
Elementary 

The  implications  of  this  increase 
are  not  so  unusual  as  appear  at 
first  glance.  The  elementary  for- 
eign language  enrollment  in  grade 
6  is  3,295.  These  are  the  students 
who  will  move  into  the  junior  high 
schools  in  spring  1963  and  fall  1964. 
The  two  instructional  divisions 
most  concerned  with  this  question 
at  the  present  time  —  elementary 
and  junior  high  school  —  are  work- 
ing together  to  articulate  the  pro- 
grams in  French  and  Spanish.  As 
a  result  of  this  planning  San  Fran- 
cisco students  will  be  assured  of  a 
continuing  program  in  the  foreign 
languages. 

The  elementary  program  which 
utilizes  the  voices  of  native  speak- 
ers on  television  and  on  recordings 
will  give  the  student  sound  basic 
training  in  pronunciation  that  is 
native  or  near-native  in  proficiency. 

The  presentation  by  the  class- 
room teacher  and  on  the  television 
program  of  the  structural  content 
and  the  vocabulary  of  the  elemen- 
tary course  is  deliberately  paced  to 
provide  the  students  with  complete 
security  in  manipulating  the  for- 
eign language. 
Junior  High  Schools 

When  the  students  move  into  the 
junior  high  school,  foreign  lan- 
guage is  offered  in  the  seventh 
grade  on  three-day  one  semester 
two-day  one  semester  schedule. 
Several  junior  high  schools  (A.  P. 
Giannini,  Aptos,  Luther  Burbank, 
Roosevelt)  are  piloting  7th  grade 
foreign  language  classes  in  French 
and  Spanish.  These  classes  are  us- 
ing the  same  instructional  mater- 
ials (Level  I)  that  are  used  in  the 
ninth  or  tenth  grade  beginning 
classes.  The  program  for  the  sev- 
enth and  eighth  grade  classes  al- 
lows a  student  to  proceed  to  Level 
II  (formerly  second  year)  in  grade 
nine. 

One  of  the  major  areas  of  inter- 


est during  the  1963-64  school  year 
is  the  articulation  between  elemen- 
tary classes  and  junior  high  school 
classes.  School  administrators  and 
foreign  language  teachers  are  meet- 
ing regularly  to  accomplish  a 
smooth  transition  from  the  sixth 
grade  foreign  language  classes  to 
the  seventh  grade  foreign  language 
classes. 

Implications  for  the  Senior  High 
School  Foreign  Language  Programs 

Students  who  begin  the  study  of 
a  foreign  language  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools  and  proceed  through 
junior  and  senior  high  school  for- 
eign language  study  will  have  com- 
pleted, by  the  end  of  the  junior 
year,  the  course  content  formerly 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  senior 
year. 

What  does  this  imply  in  the 
curriculum? 

For  college  entrance,  the  gram- 
mar and  syntax  will  be  mastered 
and,  in  addition,  the  student  will  be 


able  to  function  within  the  foreign 
language.  He  will  not  have  to  think 
in  English  and  be  constantly 
"translating",  at  least  mentally, 
into  the  second  language.  The 
criticism  levelled  many  times  at 
former  programs  was  that  after 
two  or  three  years  there  was  lim- 
ited oral  control  of  the  foreign 
language  and  the  pronunciation 
and  word  order  were  often  colored 
by  the  native  language  (English). 
With  the  early  beginning  of  the 
study  of  foreign  languages  this 
oral  control  is  well  established  be- 
fore the  student  starts  the  more 
formal  study  of  the  language  in 
the  seventh  grade. 

The  senior  year  in  high  school 
may  be  devoted  to  an  advanced 
placement  program,  Level  V,  which 
will  be  geared  to  the  content  and 
pace  of  a  college  class.

District  has  a  well  organized  plan 
for  developing  the  optimum  utili- 
zation of  laboratory  facilities  in 
each  division.  In  the  elementary 
schools  the  laboratory  experience 
is  provided  by  listening  corner  kits 
with  headphones.  Practice  sessions 
are  scheduled  in  which  students 
work  with  recorded  lessons  and 
drills,  with  native  voices  for  models 
to  imitate.  The  teacher  drills  the 
material  in  the  classroom  after  it 
has  been  presented  on  the  tele- 
vision. 

Language  Laboratories 

During  the  year  the  District  pro- 
gram for  language  laboratories  in 
the  secondary  schools  provides  for 
23  additional  Level  I  laboratories. 
There  will  be  one  in  each  of  the  15 
junior  high  schools  and  8  senior 
high  schools.  The  expenditure  for 
these  installations  is  in  excess  of 
$27,000;  one-half  of  this  amount  is 
provided  under  Title  III  of  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act. 
These  additional  laboratories  will 
be  completed  and  operative  during 
the  current  school  year.  In  the 
senior  high  schools,  five  present 
Level  I  installations  will  be  con- 
verted to  Level  II.  The  total  cost 
of  this  conversion  is  estimated  at 
$16,000  and  the  NDEA  funds  will 
cover  one-half  of  this  project  also. 

With  the  increase  in  college  en- 
rollment in  foreign  languages  many 
collegiate  institutions  are  relying 
on  commercially  developed  tests 
for  placement.  Students  should  be 
able  to  take  these  tests  under  lab- 
oratory conditions  as  sections  of 
the  testing  materials  are  broadcast 
from  recorded  scripts. 

School  personnel  throughout  the 
District  are  actively  working  on 
articulation  in  the  foreign  lan- 
guages. With  the  study  and  dis- 
cussions being  devoted  to  this 
question  during  the  present  school 
year,  SFUSD  will  be  well  prepared 
to  move  ahead  in  1965.

Each  public  elementary,  junior 
and  senior  high  school,  as  well  as 
Dr.  Harold  Spears,  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  received  a  12"xl6"  gold 
and  color-etch  reproduction  of  the 
flag  raising  at  Iwo  Jima  in  a  recent 
special  ceremony  held  by  the  Ex- 
change Club  of  San  Francisco. 

The  most  famous  of  war-time 
pictures  was  taken  by  Joe  Rosen- 
thal, then  an  Associated  Press 
photographer  and  now  with  The 
Chronicle,  on  February  23,  1945, 
four  days  after  the  Marines  landed 
at   Iwo   Jima.    Three    of   the   five 


Marines  and  a  sailor  who  raised 
the  flag  on  546-foot  Mount  Suri- 
bachi  were  killed  that  day. 

The  dramatic  action  of  the  fam- 
ous event  has  been  preserved  for 
posterity  by  a  magnificent  bronze 
memorial  at  Arlington,  Virginia. 

The  Exchange  Club  is  the  largest 
service  club  in  the  United  States 
devoted  to  education,  youth  and 
ideals  of  patriotism.  There  are  four 
branch  clubs  in  San  Francisco.  The 
Mission  Branch  sponsored  a  "Free- 
dom Shrine"  which  is  now  located 
at  Mission  High  School.

Higher  Score 

Applicants  who  took  the  Nation- 
al Teacher  Examinations  in  1961, 
1962,  or  1963,  may  submit  official 
evidence  of  those  scores  in  lieu  of 
scores  on  the  1964  test  administra- 
tion. However,  such  applicants  may 
take  the  1964  examinations  in  an 
attempt  to  improve  their  scores, 
and  may  submit  the  higher  of  the 
scores.  Scores  on  optional  examin- 
ations taken  at  the  same  time  as 
the  Common  Examination  must  be 
used  if  available,  but  scores  for 
different  years  may  be  combined  if 
the  optional  was  not  taken  coinci- 
dentally  with  the  Common  Exam- 
inations.

To  the  Staff 
of  the  District 

The  deep  significance  of  the 
untimely  death  of  our  President 
has  touched  all  of  us,  pupils  as 
well  as  teachers  and  staff. 

As  we  heard  the  sincere  ex- 
pressions of  the  tragedy  over 
the  TV  and  radio,  and  read 
them  in  the  press,  each  of  us, 
no  doubt,  made  his  own  state- 
ment to  himself. 

In  my  own  case,  on  the  Fri- 
day, after  Mr.  Kennedy's  death 
was  officially  announced,  the 
first  reaction  was  —  certainly 
this  sacrifice  should  bring  hu- 
mility to  extremists. 

The  excellent  background  cov- 
erage given  by  the  communica- 
tion agencies  to  the  sad  period 
from  the  22nd  of  November  to 
the  25th  of  November,  repre- 
sented a  rededication  to  the 
principles  on  which  our  nation 
was  founded.  Business  and  sci- 
ence came  to  a  halt  long  enough 
to  enable  us  all  to  review  the 
lesson  of  the  fundamentals  of 
American  life,  and  —  in  turn  — 
to  rededicate  ourselves  to  the 
basic  principles. 

If  I  were  back  as  a  teacher 
of  American  history,  where  I 
started  in  this  school  business, 
I'd  certainly  take  advantage  of 
the  instructional  advantage 
given  by  this  great  tragedy, 
the  assassination  of  our  Presi- 
dent.

The  following  information  on 
foreign  languages  is  extracted  from 
sections  7604  and  7700  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  for  the  benefit  of 
teachers  and  administrators. 

Section  7604:  Notwithstanding 
other  provisions  of  this  section  to 
the  contrary,  a  foreign  language 
or  languages  may  but  is  not  re- 
quired to  be  included  in  the  course 
of  study  in  the  elementary  schools 
until  June  30,  1965,  and  on  and 
after  July  1,  1965,  such  course  of 
study  shall  include  a  foreign  lan- 
guage or  languages  beginning  not 
later  than  Grade  6,  and  continuing 
through  Grade  6  or  8,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

(The  selection  of  the  language 
or  languages  to  be  taught  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  local  Board 
of  Education). 

Section  7604:  Except  as  else- 
where provided  in  this  code,  the 
rules,  regulations,  and  criteria 
adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, under  this  section,  shall 
limit  exemptions  or  exclusion  of 
pupils  to  those  included  in  the  fol- 
lowing categories: 

(1)  Those  who  are  mentally  re- 
tarded as  defined  by  Sections  6902 
and  6903  of  this  code. 

(2)  Those  whose  native  tongue 
is  a  foreign  language  and  who  are 


not  proficient  in  the  English  lan- 
guage. 

(3)  Those  having  a  high  priority 
need  for  remedial  reading. 

(4)  Those  who  have  been  found 
to  be  unable  to  benefit  by  such  in- 
struction. 

(5)  Those  who  are  enrolled  in 
private  courses  of  foreign  language 
instruction  which  are  at  least 
equivalent  to  the  courses  in  foreign 
language  given  in  the  pubilc 
schools. 

The  Legislature  here  declares 
that  it  is  the  policy  of  the  State  to 
foster  and  encourage  foreign  lan- 
guage programs  in  the  elementary 
and  secondary  schools  by  which  the 
children  of  this  State  learn  to 
speak  and  write  foreign  languages 
with  facility  in  order  that  they  be 
adequately  prepared  to  undertake 
their  duties  as  American  citizens 
in  a  world  in  which  the  ability  to 
communicate  with  peoples  of  other 
countries  in  their  own  tongue  is 
of  ever-increasing  importance. 

Section  7700:  In  addition,  the 
course  of  study  for  grades  7  and 
8  of  a  junior  high  school  shall  meet 
the  requirements  for  instruction  in 
a  foreign  language  or  languages 
prescribed  by  Section  7604  for 
grades  7  and  8  of  an  elementary 
school.

Shortly  after  the  beginning  of 
each  school  term  principals  are  re- 
quested to  send  birthdate  data  to 
the  Attendance  Bureau.  Several 
principals  have  requested  that  the 
notice  be  placed  in  The  Bulletin  prior 
to  the  close  of  the  term  in  order 
that  the  process  may  be  facilitated 
at  the  opening  of  school.  This  no- 
tice, then,  applies  to  registration 
for  February,  1964. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation: the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon.  If  a  birth 
certificate  is  no  available,  a  hospi- 
tal certificate,  baptismal  certificate, 
passport,  affidavit  of  parent  or 
guardian,  or  an  official  notification 
or  certification  of  the  birth  regis- 
tration from  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  may  be  used.  Please 


note  that  a  hospital  certificate  is 
now  acceptable  verification.  The 
method  of  verification  should  be 
indicated  by  initials  of  person  en- 
rolling pupils. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten,  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  May  2,  1959 
4  years  and  9  months) .  All  entrants 
into  the  first  grade  must  be  born 
not  later  than  May  2,  1958  ( 5  years 
and  9  months). 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to  the 
kindergarten  or  first  grade  of  a 
school.  Therefore,  no  child  may  be 
admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without  ac- 
ceptable verification  as  noted 
above.

New  sick  leave 
rule  for  injuries 

The  1963  Legislature  made  a 
change  in  the  use  of  sick  leave  by 
a  teacher  injured  while  on  duty,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  teacher  injured 
at  Balboa  High  School  while  on 
noon  patrol. 

The  first  60  school  days  that  the 
teacher  is  out  of  school  will  not 
count  against  the  teacher's  sick 
leave,  and  the  teacher  will  receive 
full  salary.  From  the  end  of  the 
60  day  period  the  regular  sick  leave 
rules  will  apply. 

All  days  absent  for  injuries  of 
this  type  will  count  for  salary  in- 
crement purposes. 


X-RAYS  REQUIRED 

All  District  employees  with- 
out exception  must  have  a  tu- 
berculin examination  when  em- 
ployed and  every  two  years 
thereafter  in  order  to  comply 
with  Education  Code  Sec.  12915. 

The  Legal  Advisor  of  the 
Board  of  Education  has  stated 
that  the  provisions  of  this  law 
are  mandatory  and  compliance 
is  a  condition  of  continued  em- 
ployment. 

Continued  failure  to  comply 
could  lead  to  dismissal.

Former  Deputy  Superintendent 
of  Schools  John  F.  Brady  died  on 
December  16,  1963  at  the  age  of 
77. 

Mr.  Brady  worked  in  the  School 
System  for  45  years,  the  last  20  of 
them  as  deputy  superintendent.  He

was  born  in  San  Francisco  on  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1886.  His  father  was  a 
police  sergeant. 

His  teaching  career  began  at 
Humboldt  Evening  High  School  in 
1911    teaching    math.    Mr.    Brady 


then  transferred  to  Galileo  in  1922, 
and  became  principal  of  the  Galileo 
Evening  School  in  1925. 

In  1928  he  became  principal  of 
Everett  Junior  High,  and  in  1936 
appointed  Chief  Deputy  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

In  1945  Mr.  Brady  became  the 
business  chief  of  the  District  until 
his  retirement  in  1956  at  the  age 
of  70. 

Mr.  Brady  is  an  alumnus  of  the 
Lincoln  Grammar  School,  once  lo- 
cated at  Fifth  and  Market.  He 
graduated  from  St.  Marys'  College 
in  1906;  from  The  University  of 
California  in  1909;  and  from  Hast- 
ing College  of  Law  in  1910.  He 
practiced  law  in  San  Francisco  for 
nearly  twelve  years. 

Mr.  Brady  was  the  statewide 
president  of  the  California  Teach- 
ers Association  for  seven  consecu- 
tive terms.  He  was  co-author  of 
the  basic  state  law  on  teacher  ten- 
ure, sick  leave  and  sabbatical 
leave. 

He  was  an  elected  member  of  the 
City  Employees'  Retirement  Serv- 
ice Board  from  1927  to  1956,  served 
as  its  president  for  20  years,  and 
helped  to  write  the  city  retirement 
law.

Last  August,  Mayor  George 
Christopher  proclaimed  a  'Yugo- 
slav Relief  Week"  and  a  citizens' 
committee  under  the  chairmanship 
of  George  Killion,  accepted  gifts  of 
money  for  the  destroyed  city. 

However,  as  there  was  to  be  no 
fund  raising  in  the  schools,  the 
participation  of  the  children  was 
through  the  Junior  Red  Cross,  fol- 
lowing the  usual  pattern  of  pro- 
jects with  foreign  countries. 

Friendship  kits 

The  local  Junior  Red  Cross,  un- 
der the  sponsorship  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross  Golden  Gate  Chap- 
ter, conducted  a  classroom-orient- 
ed project  in  San  Francisco  public, 
private,  and  parochial  schools  from 
November  12,  1963  to  December  12, 
1963  to  collect  a  series  of  friendship 
gift  kits  to  replace  many  of  the 
small  school  items  lost  in  the 
quake. 

Approximately  3,000  of  these  kits, 
from  86  participating  schools,  are 
now  being  checked  at  Red  Cross 
Headquarters  and  being  prepared 
for  shipment  at  the  end  of  January 
on  a  Yugoslav  ship  without  cost. 

The  kits  contain  such  items  as 
a  knitted  cap  (see  cut  above), 
socks,  pencils,  crayons,  pads  of 
paper,  games,  and  several  addition- 
al school  items.  Each  child  will  re- 
ceive an  entire  kit. 

The  Red  Cross  prepared  a  series 
of  curriculum  materials  and  a  pam- 
phlet, for  all  levels,  to  add  to  the 
value  of  the  projects.

Institutes  for 
summer  of  1964 

Four  Summer  Institutes  in  the 
Humanities  for  public  senior  high 
school  teachers  and  public  school 
administrators  sponsored  by  The 
John  Hay  Fellows  Program  will  be 
held  July  2  to  August  1,  1964. 

Nature  of  Program 

Approximately  170  public  senior 
high  school  teachers  and  70  public 
school  administrators  will  be  par- 
ticipants in  the  four  Summer  Insti- 
tutes in  the  Humanities.  Each  par- 
ticipant will  take  a  morning  semi- 
nar, concerned  with  the  reading 
and  discussion  of  several  significant 
books.  In  addition,  each  participant 
will  take  one  or  two  afternoon 
courses  in  limited  aspects  of  litera- 
ture, history  or  philosophy.  There 
will  be  special  work  in  music  and 
art.  Full  use  will  be  made  of  the 
cultural  opportunities  in  each  area. 
The  Institutes  will  not  provide  col- 
lege credit. 

Purpose 

These  Summer  Institutes  in  the 
Humanities  enable  a  number  of 
public  senior  high  school  teachers: 
and  public  school  administrators 
to  study  in  the  humanities  for  a 
month  with  a  view  to  enriching 
their  teaching  and  to  stimulating 
creative,  imaginative  contributions 
to  American  Education. 

Participants 

For  1964  thirty-six  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  have  been 
selected  for  participation  in  the 
John  Hay  Fellows  Program.  Appli- 
cations will  be  welcomed  from  Cali- 
fornia. 

Location

Social  Change 
course  starts 
February  19 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District,  under  the  guidance  of  Dr. 
William  L.  Cobb,  Assistant  Super- 
intendent for  Human  Relations, 
will  launch  an  extensive  human  re- 
lations in-service  course  for  its 
teachers  and  administrators  begin- 
ning on  February  19,  1964.  The  15- 
meeting  course  will  carry  the  title, 
"Social  Change:  Implications  for 
Teaching  and  Learning." 

Each  session  will  last  from  4  p.m. 
to   6   p.m.   All  meeting   days   are 
Wednesday. 
Course  Content 

Since  the  beginning  of  World 
War  II  there  has  been  increased 
migration  from  rural  districts  and 
small  towns  to  large  urban  centers. 
This  movement  of  people  has  been 
paralleled  by  inter  and  intra  city 
mobility  as  well  as  a  movement  of 
persons  from  metropolitan  areas 
to  the  suburbs. 

This  movement  of  people  has  had 
strong  impacts  on  public  education. 
This  Human  Relations  in-service 
course  will  attempt  to  "spotlight" 
the  social  changes  effected  by  this 
mobility  and,  through  strong  lead- 
ership, indicate  to  school  people 
the  teaching  practicalities  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  implications  of 
the  social  changes. 

Among  other  things,  the  course 
will  attempt  to  provide  some  in- 
sights into  such  questions  as  the 
following:  What  are  some  of  the 
identifiable  sub-cultures  of  minor- 
ity groups?,  What  are  some  of  the 
contrasts  between  value  patterns 
of  various  socio-economic  groups 
in  our  society?,  What  are  the  ef- 
fects of  prejudice  on  majority  and 
minority  group  children?,  and 
What  understandings  should  teach- 
ers have  in  order  to  recognize, 
understand,  and  counteract  the  ef- 
fects of  prejudice  in  pupils? 
Places  of  Meeting 

Section  meetings  will  be  held  at 
Benjamin  Franklin,  Portola,  Ever- 
ett, and  A.  P.  Giannini  junior  high 
schools  and  meetings  of  combined 
sections  will  be  held  at  Polytechnic 
High  School.

Dr.  John  Roberts, 
Coordinator  Child  Welfare,  has  re- 
ported that  of  969  contacts  made, 
619  returned  to  school.  Of  these, 
357  enrolled  in  the  senior  high 
schools.

U.  S.  Office  of  Education  statistics 


A  record  of  40.2  million  pupils 
were  enrolled  in  public  elementary 
and  secondary  schools  in  the  Fall 
of  1963,  according  to  the  U.  S. 
Office  of  Education  in  a  report  just 
released. 

This  represents  an  increase  of 
1.5  million  over  the  1962  total.  (An 
estimated  6.7  million  additional 
students  are  enrolled  in  non-public 
schools.) 

Totals  were  obtained  in  a  tenth 
annual  Fall  survey  conducted  in 
cooperation  with  State  departments 
of  education.  The  survey  also 
showed : 

Approximately  1,576,000  full  and 
part-time  public  school  teachers, 
an  increase  of  69,000  or  4.5  percent 
over  1962. 

About  83,000  full-time  public 
school  teachers  —  5.3  percent  of 
the  total  teaching  staff  —  failed  to 
meet  full  State  certification  stan- 
dards. 

Public  high  schools  graduated 
1,711,000  in  1962-63,  71  percent  of 
the  number  that  entered  the  ninth 
grade  four  years  earlier. 


The  number  of  school  districts — 
31,700  —  is  about  half  the  number 
reported  10  years  ago.  Of  the  total 
districts  in  1963,  3,900  do  not  oper- 
ate schools  but  pay  tuition  for  stu- 
dents who  attend  schools  in  ad- 
jacent districts. 

The  "survey  shows  that  enroll- 
ments in  high  schools  are  increas- 
ing at  a  greater  rate  than  in  ele- 
mentary schools.  There  were  25.8 
million  in  elementary  schools,  a 
2.2  percent  increase.  Secondary 
school  enrollments  rose  6.8  percent 
to  14.4  million,  and  are  attributed 
to  the  large  number  of  post  war 
babies  now  of  high  school  age. 

There  were  908,500  teachers  at 
the  elementary  school  level  and 
667,500  at  the  secondary.  Gains 
were  2.5  percent  in  elementary 
schools  and  7.4  percent  in  second- 
ary schools. 

Accreditation  of  teachers,  it  was 
explained,  varies  according  to  State 
standards  and  precludes  State-by- 
State  comparisons.  Most  States 
permit  the  employment  of  teachers 
with  substandard  credentials  be- 
cause of  the  shortage  of  fully  qual- 
ified teachers.

Principals1  Meetings 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the 
Board  of  Education  rules  and 
regulations  relative  to  the  days 
to  be  used  by  school  principals 
for  calling  teachers'  meetings: 

Section  4.  The  Principal  shall  call  teach- 
ers' meetings  after  school  hours  on  the 
first  or  third  Tuesday  of  each  school 
month,  or  both,  and  at  such  other  times, 
as  in  his  judgment,  seems  necessary. 
Except  in  cases  of  emergency  the  Princi- 
pal shall  avoid  calling  teachers'  meetings 
during  school  hours.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  a  teacher  to  attend  all  teachers'  meet- 
ings called  by  the  Principal  unless  excused 
by  him.  Principals  shall  see  that  teachers 
attend  meetings  to  which  they  are  called 
by  supervisors,  directors,  or  assistant  su- 
perintendents.

Area  math  tournament  held  at  Mission 


Mission  High  School  was  host 
again  for  the  traditional  Junior 
High  School  Mathematics  Contest 
between  the  four  schools:  Everett, 
Horace  Mann,  James  Lick,  and  Pel- 
ton  Jr.  High.  Mr.  Vahack  Harou- 
tunian,  department  head  at  Mission 
High  School,  was  responsible  for 
guiding  the  Mission  High  School 
student  contest  committee  in  con- 
structing and  administering  the  ex- 
aminations. 

On  December  15,  Mission  math 
students  administered  the  first 
phase  of  the  contest  by  conducting 
comprehensive  examinations  in 
mathematics  in  each  of  the  four 
junior  high  schools.

On  that  day 
the  36  junior  high  school  students, 
with  their  faculty  sponsors,  came 
to  Mission  High  School  for  the  final 
examination. 

Each  student  competed  in  a 
speed  test,  a  puzzle  problem  ses- 
sion, and  then  presented  a  "chalk 
talk"  on  some  area  of  mathematics 
which  he  had  investigated  inde- 
pendently. Mission  students  acted 
as  judges  and  scorekeepers  to  eval- 
uate the  contestants,  and  winners 
of  each  grade  level  were  selected 
from  each  school  to  receive  medals. 
The  grand  winners  of  each  grade 
level  received  gold  cups  and  the 
highest  school  received  a  large 
trophy.  Each  of  the  semi-finalists 
received  a  certificate  of  merit.

"Increment  blocks"  mentioned  in 
paragraph  two  of  the  story  is  de- 
fined as  a  period  of  time. 

Teachers  on  Classification  I 
should  complete  six  units  every 
three  years. 

Teachers  on  Classification  II 
should  complete  six  units  during  a 
four  year  period. 

Teachers  on  Classification  III 
have  five  complete  school  years  to 
complete  six  units. 

Failing  to  complete  the  required 
units  in  the  allotted  time  will  cause 
the  teacher  to  lose  the  normal 
salary  increments  until  such  unit 
requirements  have  been  fulfilled. 

Teachers  who  have  reached  their 
fifty-seventh  birthday  are  exempt 
from  these  requirements'. 

However,  non-college  in-service 
units  are  usable  as  credit  only 
within  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  and  are  not  trans- 
ferable to  other  school  districts. 

College  Credit  Program 

At  one  time  an  attempt  was 
made  in  the  Superintendents  Bul- 
letin to  publish  a  comprehensive 
list  of  courses  offered  by  the  lead- 
ing Bay  Area  institutions  of  higher 
learning.  However,  these  lists  were 
not  always  complete,  due  to  the 
inability  to  publish  all  courses  of- 
fered. 

To  make  it  easier  for  the  individ- 
ual teacher  in  each  school,  Dr. 
Steig's  office  has  sent  packets  of 
college  course  bulletins  to  the  prin- 
cipals of  each  school.  In  the  pack- 
ets are  bulletins  from  The  Univer- 
sity of  California  at  Berkeley  and 
the  U.  C.  Extension,  University  of 
San  Francisco,  Stanford  University, 
San  Francisco  College  for  Women, 
and  San  Francisco  State  College.

KPIX-TV  to

The  increasing  significance  of  the 
position  of  the  Junior  College  in 
California  has  recently  been  high- 
lighted by  the  strong  climb  in  the 
percentage  of  students  accommo- 
dated under  the  Master  Plan. 

Difficulties  in  securing  employ- 
ment after  high  school  graduation 
has  also  resulted  in  a  greater  pro- 
portion going  to  Junior  College.

School  lists 

The  principal  of  each  school  will 
send  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
not  later  than  February  24,  1964 
the  complete  enrollment  by  classes 
as  of  February  17,  1964  on  the  class 
list  forms.  (Stock  No.  13-100-40  on 
the  Printed  Forms  Supplies  Term 
Requisition). 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and 
type  or  write  plainly  in  ink.  Do  not 
use  nicknames.  If  a  teacher  has 
more  than  one  grade,  list  separate- 
ly. List  complete  addresses  for  chil- 
dren living  in  projects  —  building, 
section,  and  apartment  numbers. 
For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels, 
list  apartment  or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils 
who  actually  have  been  in  attend- 
ance at  some  time  since  February 
3,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transferred  or  who  have  left 
without  transfer  before  February 
17.  Add  to  the  list  and  double  star 
the  names  of  any  pupils  who  have 
not  been  in  attendance  during  this 
period  but  who  had  registered  pre- 
viously and  whose  absence  because 
of  sickness  you  have  verified.  In 
order  to  keep  records  correct,  any 
child  who  returns  to  school  after 
February  17,  or  enters  after  that 
date,  should  be  reported  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  at  once 
either  by  a  transfer,  if  he  has  one, 
or  by  an  Entered  Without  Transfer 
slip. 

Birthdate  data  requested 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be 
checked  immediately,  principals  are 
requested  to  send  at  once  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  Registration 
of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new  pupils 
entering  San  Francisco  schools  for 
the  first  time  and  for  all  pupils 
entering  kindergarten.  If  parent 
does  not  fill  out  one  of  these,  the 
teacher  should  prepare  the  blank 
from  data  on  the  permanent  card. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation: the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon.  If  a  birth 
certificate  is  not  available,  a  hos- 
pital certificate,  baptismal  certifi- 
cate, passport,  affidavit  of  parent 
or  guardian,  or  an  official  notifica- 
tion or  certification  of  the  birth 
registration  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  may  be  used.  The 
method  of  verification  should  be 
indicated  by  initials  of  persons  en- 
rolling pupils. 


In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  May  2,  1959 
(4  years  and  9  months).  All  en- 
trants into  the  first  grade  must  be 
born  not  later  than  May  2,  1958 
(5  years  and  9  months). 

Under  Section  16008  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of 
a  school.  Therefore,  no  child  may 
be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten 
or  first  grade  of  a  school  without 
acceptable  verification  as  noted 
above. 

Left  without  transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate 
check-up  of  all  pupils  who  have  left 
school  may  be  made,  principals  are 
asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors 
of  Attendance,  not  later  than  Feb- 
ruary 24,  a  Left  Without  Transfer 
slip  for  every  child  who  was  on  the 
school  roll  on  January  30th,  but 
who  has  not  registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils 
who  leave  school  for  any  reason 
without  taking  a  transfer  to  an- 
other school  should  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  Supervisor  of  At- 
tendance as  Left  Without  Transfer. 
Date  of  leaving  should  be  indicated 
on  the  slip.  Before  reporting  these 
pupils  as  Left  Without  Transfer 
they  should  be  checked  as  carefully 
as  possible  by  the  school,  and  when 
reported  the  Left  Without  Tranfer 
should  have  as  much  information 
as  possible  for  the  Superivsor  of 
Attendance. 


0   Teacher-author 

The  January  1964  issue  of  "The 
English  Journal",  the  high  school 
organ  of  the  National  Council  of 
the  Teachers  of  English,  has  pub- 
lished an  article  by  Anna  Lou 
Klein,  teacher  at  Mission  High 
School.  The  article  is  entitled  "Ex- 
pository Writing  for  Amateurs."  It 
outlines  six  sequential  lessons  in 
composition.  Though  this  course  in 
expository  writing  was  originally 
designed  for  tenth  graders,  it  has 
been  used  successfully  at  Mission 
in  all  grades.

In  typing  classifications,  school 
clerks  are  requested  to  read  care- 
fully the  instructions  on  back  of 
classifications. 

1.  Note  in  parenthesis  the  maid- 
en names  of  teachers  who  have 
married  within  the  past  two  years. 
Designate  Mr.,  Mrs.  or  Miss.  Note 
how  half-grades  are  enclosed  in 
brackets. 

2.  Enter  under  kindergarten  en- 
rollment those  eligible  for  first 
grade  in  September  1964,  and  those 
not  eligible  for  first  grade,  showing 
total  enrollment  in  proper  column. 

3.  Enter  the  names  of  all  teach- 
ers who  are  on  the  faculty  rolls  — 
Regulars,  Probationers,  and  Long- 
term  Substitutes.  Be  sure  to  place 
long-term  substitutes  on  right- 
hand  side  in  comments  column  op- 
posite names  of  the  teachers  on 
leave. 

4.  Put  special  classes  at  the  end 
of  the  list  of  regular  classes. 

5.  In  schools  where  a  compensa- 
tory class  has  been  established, 
place  the  name  of  the  teacher  last 
on  the  list  of  teachers.  Do  not 
number  this  class.  The  regular 
teacher's  name  will  appear  twice 
on  your  classification;  once  in  the 
regular  position  —  on  leave  —  and 
again  at  the  end  as  SCEP  (Super- 
intendent's Compensatory  Educa- 
tion Program.) 

6.  Put  Principals,  Assistant  Prin- 
cipals and  Clerks  at  the  end  of  the 
report.  Do  not  number  these  names. 

7.  Remember  that  class  size 
should  approximate  26  for  Grade 
1;  31  for  Grades  2  and  3;  34  for 
Grades  4,  5,  6. 

8.  Indicate  in  comments  column, 
rooms  that  are  not  standard  class- 
rooms. Give  capacities  and  pecu- 
liarities of  rooms,  i.e.,  auditorium, 
bookroom,  Assistant  Principal's 
room,  library,  teachers'  lounge,  ac- 
tivity room,  manual  arts  room, 
bungalows,  etc. 

9.  Indicate  the  teacher  who 
served  in  the  absence  of  Principal 
or  Assistant  Principal  (T.S.A.P.) 
and  Paid  Yard  Teacher  (P.Y.T.) 

10.  Where  children  are  being 
sent  by  bus  to  another  school,  give 
name  of  receiving  school,  and  num- 
ber of  children  at  each  half-grade 
level. 

It  is  most  important  that  these 
classifications  be  submitted  on  the 
due  date.

Mathematics 
project  at 
State  College 

Beginning  in  February  1964  and 
continuing  for  one  year,  selected 
students  and  teachers  from  five 
San  Francisco  high  schools  will 
participate  in  a  mathematics  pro- 
gram sponsored  by  the  National 
Science  Foundation  and  offered 
through  the  cooperative  efforts  of 
the  University  of  California,  San 
Francisco  State  College,  and  St.

Student  candidates  from  five  Dis- 
trict high  schools  will  be  nominated 
and  then  screened  so  that  alto- 
gether about  five  teachers  and  25 
students  will  be  participating  from 
San  Francisco. 

Students  and  teachers  will  at- 
tend bi-weekly  lectures  at  the 
State  College  campus.  Each  lecture 
will  be  on  some  selected  topic  in 
mathematics  and  will  be  designed 
to  carry  the  student  to  the  point 
that  he  can  complete  assigned 
problems  that  will  reinforce  his 
learning.

A  bulletin  board  is  to  be  made 
available  in  each  school  for  posting 
of  information  by  all  employee  or- 
ganizations. Such  material  need 
not  contain  an  "Approved  for 
Posting"  stamp. 

Through  the  Central  Office  de- 
livery service,  teachers  organiza- 
tions have  the  privilege  of  one  de- 
livery a  month  of  material  to  the 
schools,  as  indicated  in  the  existing 
regulation: 

All  organizations  of  school  employees 
may  use  school  delivery  service  once 
a  month  for  transmitting  notices  to 
employees.  Such  materials  shall  be 
presented  for  delivery  clearly  address- 
ed to  each  school,  properly  packaged 
or  sealed  in  envelopes,  and  with  a 
completed  approval  form  for  delivery 
and  attached  sample  on  file.  The 
Superintendent  assumes  no  responsi- 
bility for  the  content  of  such  material. 


Exceptions  (when  all  schools  re- 
ceive same  amount) :  (a)  When  one 
copy  of  a  notice  goes  to  each 
school,  the  organization  may  bring 
the  notice  in  bulk  without  address 
of  school  on  the  notice,  (b)  If  sev- 
eral are  to  be  sent  to  each  school, 
the  number  of  notices  to  be  sent 
should  be  counted  and  stapled  to- 
gether. Again  do  not  address  the 
counted  bundles. 

A  second  delivery  a  month  will 
be  made  available  to  an  organiza- 
tion, such  service  to  be  rendered 
after  the  receipt  of  the  materials 
at  the  convenience  of  the  Office. 

Employee  organizations  may  dis- 
tribute material  to  the  schools 
through  the  official  delivery  or 
their  own  representatives.  Copies 
of  all  material  taken  directly  to 
the  school  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  principal  for  his  information 
prior  to  distribution. 

Distributing  Questionnaires 

Any  School  District  employee 
organization    desiring    to    submit 


the  nature  of  the  questionnaire  it 
shall  be  distributed  to  employees 
through  school  facilities.  The  name 
of  the  organization  submitting  the 
questionnaire  must  be  clearly  indi- 
cated, with  the  following  statement 
appearing  at  the  top  of  the  first 
page  of  the  questionnaire :

submitted  by  either  the  Superintend- 
ent's Office  or  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. Consequently,  a  teacher's  re- 
sponse is  optional.

The  questionnaire  shall  reflect 
the  welfare  of  the  School  System 
as  a  whole,  adhering  to  professional 
ethics  both  in  make-up  and  tabula- 
tion of  results.

Plans  need  to 
be  made  now 
for  retirement 

Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  personnel 
coordinator,  announces  that  those 
teachers  who  anticipate  retirement 
at  the  close  of  the  school  year, 
1963-1964,  should  initiate  action  in 
the  near  future  in  order  that  re- 
tirement payment  may  not  be  de- 
layed unnecessarily.  It  is  suggest- 
ed that  teachers  seeking  to  initiate 
retirement  proceedings  should,  if 
possible,  submit  a  letter  to  such 
effect  by  May  15,  1964. 

In  encouraging  such  action,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  has  shown  concern  that 
teachers  make  proper  retirement 
provisions  to  serve  their  own  per- 
sonal welfare. 

Suggested  procedures 

Suggestions  outlined  for  teachers 
in  handling  retirement  problems 
are  as  follows: 

(1)  Submit  a  letter  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator  indicating  your 
intention  to  retire,  and  the  pro- 
posed date  of  retirement.  Copies  of 
this  letter  should  be  submitted  to 
the  appropriate  assistant  superin- 
tendent. 

(2)  Write  to  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement  System,  721  Capitol 
Avenue,  Sacramento,  California, 
notifying  that  office  of  your  inten- 
tion to  retire  and  requesting  the 
necessary  forms. 

(3)  Notify  the  City  Employees' 
Retirement  System,  450  McAlister 
Street,  of  your  intention  to  retire. 

(4)  Request  both  the  state  and 
city  retirement  systems  for  assist- 
ance in  determining  which  retire- 
ment program  will  be  most  advan- 
tageous in  your  circumstances. 

(5)  If  you  determine  that  the 
State  Retirement  System  will  pro- 
vide greater  benefits  in  your  case, 
you  should  submit  a  letter  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator  resigning 
from  the  school  district.  This  is 
necessary  in  order  that  you  may 
withdraw  your  funds  from  the  local 
retirement  system  for  deposit  in 
the  State  Retirement  System. 

(6)  Submit  the  required  forms 
early  in  order  to  expedite  action  in 
each  retirement  system.

Because  processing  of  applica- 
tions takes  some  time,  it  is  im- 
portant that  they  be  submitted 
sufficiently  in  advance  to  enable  a 
proper  consideration  period,  and  to 
be  sure  first  retirement  check  is 
received  on  time.

The  special  collection  including 
Italian  manuscripts,  early  editions, 
musicography  and  recordings  pre- 
sented to  the  California  State  Col- 
leges by  Frank  V.  De  Bellis,  patron 
of  the  arts,  was  officially  received 
at  San  Francisco  State  College  on 
Sunday,  February  23,  at  a  concert 
of  the  Orchestra  San  Pietro  of 
Naples  held  in  the  Main  Auditor- 
ium of  the  Creative  Arts  Building. 

With  approximately  12,000  vol- 
umes ranging  from  an  1100  A.D. 
"Contemporary  on  the  Gospel"  by 
Saint  Augustine  to  contemporary 
publications,  the  De  Bellis  Collec- 
tion will  be  permanently  housed  at 
the  San  Francisco  State  Library. 
It  includes  a  22,500  archive  of  re- 
corded music,  and  about  5,000 
music  scores  of  early  and  modern 
editions  of  manuscript  music  in 
notation  of  the  14th  through  the 
18th  centuries.

CA,  the  1830  Sutter  YWCA,  the 
Booker  T.  Washington  Community 
Center,  and  Howard  and  Calvary 
Presbyterian  Churches.  A  total  of 
five  study  centers  in  the  Western 
Addition  opened  in  October  1961. 

From  this  beginning  in  the  West- 
ern Addition,  due  to  its  success,  the 
program  has  expanded  to  other 
parts  of  the  City.  At  present  17 
centers,  coordinated  by  SCIP,  are 
operating  in  the  following  dis- 
tricts: Western  Addition,  South  of 
Market,  Inner  Mission.  Potrero 
Hill,  Hunters  Point,  Bayview,  and 
Ocean  View.  In  addition,  four  new 
study  centers  opened  this  fall  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  Ocean  View 
District  Council  and  the  Inner 
City  Council.

The  Reading  Fair  will  be  given 
on  two  separate  days  in  April: 
teaching  techniques  and  materials 
used  in  the  elementary  schools  of 
San  Francisco  will  be  presented 
April  7  at  3:10  at  Lawton  School, 
1570 -31st  Avenue;  teaching  aids 
and  techniques  used  in  the  second- 
ary schools  will  be  demonstrated 
at  Polytechnic  High  School  on  the 
afternoon  of  April  15. 

Elementary 

Demonstrations  of  the  teaching 
of  reading  in  the  elementary  grades 
will  include  examples  of  work  done 
in  kindergarten  with  reading  readi- 
ness, the  multiple  media  approach 
to  reading  in  both  primary  and 
intermediate  grades,  the  use  of 
mechanical  aids — such  as  filmstrip, 
the  tape  recorder,  and  listening 
center  —  at  various  grade  levels, 
reading  in  content  fields  (such  as 
literature,  science,  social  studies), 
and  some  of  the  work  being  done 
by  the  Superintendent's  Compen- 
satory Program. 

Secondary 

The  second  day  of  demonstra- 
tions will  be  devoted  to  reading  in 
the  secondary  schools  and  will 
stress  the  importance  of  the  con- 
tinuation of  reading  improvement. 
These  demonstrations  will  range 
from  remedial  classes  in  junior  and 
senior  high  school  designed  to 
bring  students  who  are  not  reading 
well  up  to  their  grade  level,  to 
examples  of  critical  reading,  a 
senior  course  designed  to  prepare 
college-bound  students  for  the 
kind  of  reading  required  in  college. 
In  addition  to  the  demonstrations, 
there  will  be  several  "Question 
and  Answer"  sessions  on  materials, 
techniques  and  diagnosing  of  read- 
ing problems  conducted  by  San 
Francisco  teachers  who  have  spe- 
cialized in  the  field  of  secondary 
school  reading.

At  its  March  3,  1964  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Education  took  the 
following  action: 

Approved  the  Superintendent's 
recommendation  of  the  following 
resolution:  Resolved:  That  effec- 
tive with  the  commencement  of  the 
1964  fall  semester  the  Board  of 
Education  hereby  adopts  the  fol- 
lowing policies  relative  to  the  ad- 
mission in  the  City  College  of  San 
Francisco  of  qualified  students  who 
are  not  residents  of  California  pur- 
suant to  Senate  Bill  647  (1963 
Statutes) : 

1.  that  qualified  non-residents 
shall  continue  to  be  admitted  as 
students, 

.  ..._2..thatjpursuant to  the  fee  sched- 
ule adopted  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education  for  non-resident  stu- 
dents the  maximum  charge  author- 
ized by  law  shall  be  made  to  for- 
eign students  who  are  still  resi- 
dents of  a  foreign  country  (does 
not  include  students  on  permanent 
immigrant  visas  since  such  stu- 
dents are  exempt  by  law), 

3.  that  all  other  categories  of 
non-resident  students  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  admitted  without 
charge, 

4.  that  students  residing  in  other 
states  who  do  not  qualify  as  resi- 
dents of  California  under  the  pro- 
visions of  S.B.  647  as  implemented 
by   the   California   Administrative 


Code  and  for  whom  the  law  re- 
quires a  charge  to  be  made  shall 
be  admitted  as  students  upon  the 
payment  of  the  maximum  charge 
authorized  by  law. 

(The  fees  will  be  $153  for  15  or 
more  semester  units,  and  $10.20 
per  unit  for  more  than  six  and  less 
than  15  semester  units). 

The  Board  of  Education  author- 
ized the  Superintendent  to  coop- 
erate with  the  Juvenile  Court  and 
related  parties  in  planning  school 
facilities  and  services  for  the  Jun- 
ior Log  Cabin  Ranch  School.  (The 
Board  of  Supervisors  appropriated 
$5000  to  develop  plans  for  the 
facility.  It  is  proposed  that  a  school 
for  handling  100  boys  between  the 
—  ages-of  12_  Cor  -possibly  JUU  and  15 
years  of  age  be  set  up  on  the  coun- 
ty property  at  Log  Cabin  Ranch. 
Plans  call  for  a  full  day  school 
program  rather  than  the  half- 
school,  half-work  program  which 
is  maintained  at  the  present  ranch 
school.  The  School  District  will  be 
asked  to  develop  a  school  program 
involving  some  six  or  seven  full- 
time  teachers  plus  added  super- 
vision of  recreation,  The  proposed 
date  for  the  opening  of  the  junior 
school  is  September,  1965.) 

The  Board  agreed  to  hear  salary 
requests  of  all  teacher  groups  on 
April  21,  1964  and  agreed  on  the 
May  19  meeting  for  the  Board  to 
take  action  in  the  salary  proposals. 


Principles  for  gifted  program  reviewed 


On  November  19,  1963,  Dr. 
Spears,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
presented  a  report  to  the  Board  of 
Education  on  "San  Francisco  Pro- 
grams for  Students  of  High  Mental 
Ability",  under  the  heading  "Prin- 
ciples underlying  programs  for 
students  of  high  ability". 

The  report  cites  the  principles 
listed  below  as  basic  in  conducting 
programs  for  students  of  high 
ability: 

1.  The  aim  of  special  programs 
for  high-ability  students  is  to  pro- 
vide challenging  educational  ex- 
periences that  are  appropriate  to 
the  mental  capacity  of  each  indi- 
vidual student. 

2.  The  regular  school  program 
for  all  students  should  not  be  cur- 
tailed in  any  way  as  a  result  of 
special  attention  to  students  of 
high  ability. 

3.  School  marks  given  superior 
students  in  a  special  program  are 
to  be  determined  in  reference  to 
the  general  school  population  pre- 
paring to  attend  college,  not  in  ref- 
erence to  the  highly  selected  group 


in  the  program.  Marks  earned  in 
the  secondary  school  have  major 
importance  in  college  admission 
and  in  the  awarding  of  scholar- 
ships; hence,  in  fairness  to  the 
superior  student,  he  must  be  able 
to  earn  marks  in  a  special  program 
that  are  as  high  as  those  he  could 
earn  in  a  regular  college  prepara- 
tory class. 

4.  Differences  between  the  regu- 
lar instructional  program  and  any 
program  for  superior  students 
should  be  in  terms  of  depth  and 
richness,  not  mere  quantity  of 
work.  Assignments  should  demand 
greater  insight  and  keener  analysis 
on  the  part  of  the  student,  rather 
than  requiring  him  to  cover  more 
pages  or  work  more  problems. 

5.  Although  programs  for  super- 
ior students  usually  fall  within  the 
pattern  of  normal  school  opera- 
tion, school  faculties  are  encour- 
aged to  use  initiative  in  developing 
special  programs  that  may  depart 
radically  from  established  admin- 
istrative and  curriculum  proced- 
ures.

A  teacher  aide  program  on  a 
possible  District-wide  scale  is  being 
planned  for  next  fall  by  The  San 
Francisco  Education  Auxiliary  ac- 
cording to  co-directors  Mrs.  Andre 
de  Baubigny  and  Mrs.  Richard  A. 
Kunin,  both  former  teachers. 

The  program  began  in  selected 
schools  on  an  experimental  basis 
last  fall  term  after  being  organ- 
ized in  May.  It  now  has  40  par- 
ticipating members. 

The  two  leaders  proposed  the 
Auxiliary  when  they  saw  the  many 
opportunities  for  volunteer  helpers 
as  they,  themselves,  were  doing 
volunteer  work  in  Western  Addi- 
tion schools  last  year  in  the  School 
Community  Improvement  Program 
(SCIP)  backed  by  the  Ford  Foun- 
dation. 

With  the  aid  of  Mr.  Isadore  Piv- 
nick,  Director  of  SCIP,  the  guid- 
lines  for  the  new  group  formed. 
Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Education  Auxiliary  is  to  pro- 
vide volunteer  service  within  the 
San  Francisco  City  Schools  by 
extending  the  teacher's  effective- 
ness through  supplementing  his 
work  in  the  classroom,  assisting 
in  the  duties  of  the  librarian,  and 
acting  as  a  cultural  resource  per- 
son. Special  concentration  has  been 
placed  upon  meeting  the  needs  of 
the  socially  disadvantaged  child. 

The  program  is  based  funda- 
mentally on  three  premises.  First, 
that  a  teacher  in  a  public  school 
can  use  a  dependable,  intelligent 


volunteer  once  or  twice  a  week  to 
relieve  him  of  the  many  non-pro- 
fessional chores.  Secondly,  well- 
educated  volunteers  can  assist  the 
teacher  as  part  of  a  classroom 
team,  i.e.:  testing  a  small  group 
on  vocabulary,  giving  drills  in  num- 
ber combinations,  listening  to  a 
child  read,  etc.  The  third  premise 
is  based  on  the  fact  that  talented 
school  volunteers,  such  as  artists, 
musicians,  writers,  actors,  and 
other  professionals  can  provide 
cultural  enrichment  on  a  regular 
basis. 
Membership 

The  membership  of  the  Auxili- 
ary consists  of  young  women  inter- 
ested in  advancing  the  District  Ed- 
ucational Program.  Each  volunteer 
supplements  but  never  replaces  the 
school's  professional  staff.  The 
S.F.E.A.  is  committed  to  the  prin- 
cipal of  service  without  interfer- 
ence. 

"We  are  now  at  the  stage  where 
plans  are  being  made  for  expan- 
sion of  the  group  to  75  to  100 
members  during  the  summer"  says 
Mrs.  Kunin.  She  adds  that  this 
will  be  internal  recruitment  by 
present  members  of  the  group. 

It  is  the  hope  of  Mrs.  de  Baubig- 
ny and  Mrs.  Kunin  that  these  100 
volunteers  will  be  able  to  serve, 
wherever  sought,  in  all  elementary 
schools  and  to  begin  in  junior  and 
senior  high  schools. 
Board  of  Directors 

A  Board  of  Directors  is  being 
formed  by  the  group  to  help  form- 


ulate future  plans.  In  addition,  an 
Advisory  Board  of  Directors  will 
be  formed  of  citizens  of  San  Fran- 
cisco in  various  professional  areas. 
Future  work 

This  summer  the  Educational 
Auxiliary  members  plan  to  work 
with  "Young  Explorers  Groups"  on 
field  trips  to  "see  San  Francisco". 

A  later  effort  will  go  into  the 
possible  formation  of  after-school 
type  clubs  with  a  "volunteer"  in- 
structor (such  as  an  artist)  plus  a 
school  person. 

The  directors  of  S.F.E.A.  feel  the 
women  of  this  group  can  make  the 
contacts  with  the  cultural  wealth 
of  San  Francisco  and  bring  this 
"wealth"  as  teacher  aides,  to  every 
teacher  or  principal  who  desires  it.

This  report  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the 
division  in  which  the  teacher  serves,  the 
Salary  Coordinator,  and  the  Personnel 
Coordinator  for  approval"

ligation within  the  time  specified 
should  be  made,  inasmuch  as  no 
extension  of  time  can  be  allowed 
by  the  Personnel  Division.

A  junior  college  student  may 
borrow  up  to  a  maximum  of  $800 
covering  a  two-year  period. 

After  completion  of  four  years 
of  higher  education,  application 
may  be  made  for  an  additional 
loan  of  $400  for  the  fifth  year  of 
study  for  a  teaching  credential.

A  one-unit  program  on  "The 
Delinquent  and  the  Schools"  will 
be  presented  April  17-19  by  Uni- 
versity of  California  Extension  at 
the  San  Francisco  Extension  Cen- 
ter.

Blood  bank 
at  city  hall 
on  Thursday 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years, 
municipal  employees  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  become  "Very  Spe- 
cial People"  when  they  donate 
blood  at  the  San  Francisco  City 
Hall.  On  Thursday,  April  30,  from 
8:30  a.m.  to  3:30  p.m.  a  blood 
mobile  unit  from  the  Irwin  Memor- 
ial Blood  Bank  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Medical  Society  will  be  lo- 
cated in  the  Van  Ness  Avenue 
lobby  of  the  City  Hall. 

Everyone  between  the  ages  of 
18  and  60  in  normal  good  health  is 
eligible  to  be  a  volunteer  blood 
donor.  However,  unmarried  persons 
under  21  must  have  the  written 
consent  of  a  parent  or  guardian. 
Blood  donations  may  be  made  to 
the  donor's  own  Blood  Reserve 
Fund,  for  a  special  patient,  lodge, 
church  group  or  in  his  own  name 
for  a  personal  blook  bank  credit. 

Over  5,000  units  of  blood  are 
supplied  monthly  to  58  hospitals  in 
eight  counties  in  Northern  Califor- 
nia served  by  the  blood  bank.  To 
meet  the  constant  increasing  need 
for  more  blood  created  by  an  ex- 
panding population  and  improved 
medical  techniques,  more  blood  do- 
nations are  needed. 

Only  one  out  of  every  40  San 
Franciscans  is  a  blood  donor.  To 
improve  this  level  of  participation, 
the  blood  bank  will  bring  its  mo- 
bile unit  to  city  employees.

Original  building 

Commodore  Stockton  (original 
building),  on  Washington  Street

Annex 

In  1924,  at  a  cost  of  $104,926.37, 
an  annex  was  built  at  954  Wash- 
ington Street  just  across  the  street 
from  the  main  building.  It  has  ten 
classrooms  now  in  use. 

Playground 

In  1947,  at  a  cost  of  $36,918.75,  a 
much  needed  playground  was  add- 
ed to  the  main  building. 

New  addition 

The  1948  Bond  Program  provid- 
ed money  for  a  much-needed  addi- 
tion of  14  classrooms.  This  new 
part  which  changed  the  address  of 
the  school  to  950  Clay  was  finished 
in  1958  at  a  cost  of  $1,935,731.09. 

Child  Care  Center 

The  original  building  is  now  the 
site  of  a  Child  Care  Center,  thus 
providing  a  complete  educational 
plant  for  the  community.

The  following  proclamation  urg- 
ing school  recognition  of  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  school  desegrega- 
tion was  issued  by  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  Max 
Rafferty  on  April  24,  1964: 

"WHEREAS  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia by  law,  regulation,  and  policy 
is  committed  to  seeking  equal  edu- 
cational opportunity  for  all  chil- 
dren of  the  state  regardless  of 
race,  religion,  national  origin,  eth- 
nic background,  or  economic  cir- 
cumstances, and 

WHEREAS  the  Office  of  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction is  clearly  on  record  as 
favoring  the  elimination  of  racial 
segregation  in  all  areas  where  the 
schools  have  authority  and  respon- 
sibility, and 

WHEREAS  May  17,  1964,  marks 
the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  decision  (Brown  vs. 
Board  of  Education)  which  declar- 
ed it  unlawful  to  segregate  children 
in  the  public  schools  on  the  basis 
of  race  or  color,  this  decision  being 
of  profound  social,  educational  and 
historical  significance, 


THEREFORE,  I,  Max  Rafferty, 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion for  the  State  of  California,  do 
proclaim  that  this  important  legal 
milestone  merits  the  attention  of 
the  schools  of  California.  .  .  ." 

The  schools  of  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District,  in  an  ex- 
pression of  their  usual  cooperation 
with  the  office  of  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction, 
and  in  furtherance  of  the  promo- 
tion of  good  human  relations,  join 
with  the  State  Superintendent  in 
calling  to  the  attention  of  their 
pupils  that  Sunday,  May  17,  1964, 
is  the  10th  anniversary  of  this 
significant  legislation  affecting 
public  education. 

Schools  at  the  various  levels  are 
urged  to  give  this  matter  consider- 
ation on  May  15th  in  those  classes 
and  activities  which  naturally  lend 
themselves  to  content  of  this  na- 
ture. Any  extended  attention  to 
this  matter  will  be  determined  by 
the  local  school.

Birthdate  data 
is  requested 

Shortly  after  the  beginning  of 
each  school  term  principals  are  re- 
quested to  send  birthdate  data  to 
the  Attendance  Bureau.  Several 
principals  have  requested  that  the 
notice  be  placed  in  the  bulletin 
prior  to  the  close  of  the  term  in 
order  that  the  process  may  be  facil- 
itated at  the  opening  of  school. 
This  notice,  then,  applies  to  regis- 
tration for  September  1964. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation: the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon.  If  a  birth 
certificate  is.  not  available,  a  hos- 
pital certificate,  baptismal  certifi- 
cate, passport,  affidavit  of  parent 
or  guardian,  or  an  official  notifica- 
tion or  certification  of  the  birth 
registration  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  may  be  used. 
Please  note  that  a  hospital  certifi- 
cate is  now  acceptable  verification. 
The  method  of  verification  should 
be  indicated  by  initials  of  persons 
enrolling  pupils. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten,  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  December 
2,  1959  (4  years  and  9  months).  All 
entrants  into  the  first  grade  must 
be  born  not  later  than  December 
2,  1958  (5  years  and  9  months) . 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code,  the  parent  or  guard- 
ian of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of  a 
school.  Therefore,  no  child  may  be 
admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without 
acceptable  verification  as  noted 
above.

The  16mm  Film  Library  has 
been  open  for  service  every  day  of 
the  work  week,  all  year,  for  some 
15  years;  it  has  never  closed.  Con- 
sequently, within  the  limitations  of 
available  staff,  the  film  library  has 
never  been  thoroughly  inspected. 
Due  to  the  age  of  many  of  the 
prints  in  the  library,  plus  the  ex- 
tremely heavy  use  they  have  re- 
ceived, it  has  become  imperative 
that  every  film  in  the  library  be 
examined  carefully.

May  25,  1964 
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Board  Action 

The  Board  of  Education  took 
the  following  actions  at  its  meet- 
ing on  Tuesday,  May  19,  1964 : 

The  Board  of  Education  granted 
the  certificated  personnel  of  the 
District  a  salary  increase  of  4.75 
per  cent.  In  addition,  the  sabbati- 
cal pay  was  changed  to  100%  of 
salary  for  six  months  or  60%  of 
salary  for  one  year.  The  2%  limit 
of  the  number  of  teachers  on  leave 
still  holds. 

Additional  salary  changes  in- 
clude: (1)  Provision  for  hourly 
teachers  in  the  Adult  and  Voca- 
tional Programs  to  receive  the 
same  rate  of  pay  as  the  regular 
hourly  teachers.  (2)  Granted  the 
homebound  teachers  a  10%  in- 
crease. (3)  Provided  that  sick 
leave  counts  toward  the  75%  time 
required  for  increment  purposes, 
and  (4)  Child  Care  teachers  were 
granted  two  possible  increment 
levels  for  outside  teaching  experi- 
ence in  a  comparable  program.  (On 
the  basis  of  one  increment  for  two 
experience  years.) 

Passed  Resolution  45-19S2,  Re- 
solved: That  effective  September 
20,  1963,  the  Board  of  Education 
hereby  adopts  as  its  policy  for  in- 
dustrial accident  and  illness  leaves 
of  absence  allowable  to  its  certifi- 
cated employees  entitled  to  sick 
leave,  the  provisions  of  Section 
13469.1  of  the  Education  Code,  and 
fixes  the  period  of  allowable  leave 
during  the  period  for  which  the 
employee  is  employed  by  the  School 
District,  as  the  same  number  of 
days  for  which  the  employee  is 
receiving  compensation  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Workmen's  Comp- 
ensation Act. 

The  Board  appointed  Milton 
Reiterman  former  head  counselor 
at  Mission  High,  on  leave,  to  posi- 
tion of  Supervisor  AA,  Occupation- 
al Preparation,  a  new  position 
effective  June  1,  1964. 

The  Board  appointed  Harvey  L. 
Christensen,  Abraham  Lincoln 
High,  as  Assistant  Principal  of  the 
Lowell  Summer  High  School.

Sabbatical 
leave  rules 
are  reviewed 

Teachers  who  have  been  granted 
sabbatical  leaves  of  absence  for  the 
1964-65  school  year  may  wish  to 
reconsider  their  applications  in 
view  of  the  regulations  listed  be- 
low, and  request  revision.  Such  re- 
quests must  be  submitted  to  the 
Personnel  Division  in  writing,  prior 
to  the  close  of  school  June  12,  1964. 

The  Board  of  Education,  at  its 
meeting  of  Tuesday,  May  19,  re- 
vised the  salary  schedule  provisions 
relating  to  sabbatical  leave. 

Heretofore,  sabbatical  leave  sal- 
ary was  paid  at  the  rate  of  60%  of 
the  normal  salary,  regardless  of 
the  duration  of  the  leave.  The  re- 
cent action  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion provides  that  full  pay  may  be 
granted  for  sabbatical  leaves  of 
one  semester,  but  that  a  two  se- 
mester leave  shall  be  paid  at  the 
current  rate  of  60%. 

"Split  sabbaticals",  in  which  the 
two  semesters  of  leave  are  separat- 
ed by  a  semester  or  more  of  duty, 
but  both  halves  are  completed 
within  the  three-year  period  will 
be  considered  a  single  sabbatical 
leave  for  salary  purposes,  and  each 
semester  will  be  paid  at  the  rate 
of  60%.  The  decision  regarding  a 
"split  sabbatical"  must  be  made  by 
the  applicant  at  the  time  the  orig- 
inal request  is  submitted,  although 
the  applicant  need  not  specify  the 
particular  dates  for  the  second  half 
of  the  leave. 

October  1,  1964  is  still  the  dead- 
line for  filing  application  for  leaves 
beginning  in  February  1965.

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Workshop  on 
flexible  schedules 

The  Stanford  University  School 
of  Education  will  hold  a  special 
workshop  during  the  week  of  July 
27-31  at  the  University. 

The  focus  of  the  1964  workshop 
will  be  "Flexible  Scheduling  for 
High  Schools  in  Big  Cities."  Over 
the  past  four  years,  a  team  of  edu- 
cationists and  computer  specialists 
at  Stanford  has  developed  a  com- 
puter-based system  that  provides 
for  the  actual  generation  of  sec- 
ondary school  master  schedules  by 
machine.  During  the  current  year, 
five  schools  (including  one  large 
city  high  school)  are  operating  on 
schedules  generated  by  the  Stan- 
ford System.  Next  year,  between 
twenty  and  thirty  schools  will  em- 
ploy the  system  to  prepare  their 
master  schedules.  Use  of  the  sys- 
tem does  not  require  commitment 
to  any  one  curriculum  design  or 
pattern. 

The  application  of  computer  tech- 
nology to  the  generation  of  master 
schedules  in  big  city  secondary 
schools  can  significantly  reduce  the 
amount  of  teacher  and  administra- 
tor time  required  to  prepare  the 
schedule.  Also,  the  speed  and  ac- 
curacy with  which  the  computer 
can  handle  large  numbers  of  com- 
plex variables  make  it  possible  for 
administrative  and  instructional 
personnel  to  concentrate  their  en- 
ergies on  curriculum  purpose  and 
design  rather  than  on  the  mechan- 
ical problems  of  schedule  building. 

Interested  persons  are  asked  to 
apply  directly  to  the  Stanford  Ed- 
ucation Department  for  further  in- 
formation on  the  Workshop,  if  in- 
terested.

The  mathematics  department  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  High  School  and 
the  school's  individual  participants 
did  well  in  the  recent  Mathematical 
Association  of  America  contest.

Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate 
checkup  of  all  pupils  who  have  left 
school  may  be  made,  principals  are 
asked  to  give  their  Supervisors  of 
Attendance,  not  later  than  Septem- 
ber 30,  a  Left  Without  Transfer 
slip  for  every  child  who  was  on  the 
school  roll  on  June  12,  but  who  has 
not  registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils 
who  leave  school  for  any  reason 
without  taking  a  transfer  to  an- 
other school  should  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  Supervisor  of  At- 
tendance as  Left  Without  Transfer. 
Date  of  leaving  should  be  indicated 
on  the  slip.  Before  reporting  these 
pupils  as  Left  Without  Transfer 
they  should  be  checked  as  carefully 
as  possible  by  the  school,  and  when 
reported,  the  Left  Without  Trans- 
fer should  have  as  much  informa- 
tion as  possible  for  the  Supervisor 
of  Attendance. 

School  Lists 

The  principal  of  each  school  will 
send  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
not  later  than  September  30,  1964 
the  complete  enrollment  by  classes 
as  of  September  23,  1964  on  the 
class  list  forms.  (Stock  No.  13-100- 
40  on  the  Printed  Forms  Supplies 
Term  Requisition). 

Arrange  alphabetically,  and  type 
or  write  plainly  in  ink.  Do  not  use 
nicknames.  If  a  teacher  has  more 
than  one  grade,  list  separately.  List 
complete  addresses  for  children 
living  in  projects  —  building,  sec- 
tion, and  apartment  numbers.  For 
children  living  in  apartment  houses, 
rooming  houses,  and  hotels,  list 
apartment  or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils 
who  actually  have  been  in  attend- 
ance at  some  time  since  September 
10,  and  s+ar  the  names  of  those 
who  have  transferred  or  who  have 
left  without  transfer  before  Sep- 
tember 23.  Add  to  the  list  and 
double  star  the  names  of  any  pu- 
pils who  have  not  been  in  attend- 
ance during  this  period  but  who 
had  registered  previously  and  whose 
absence  because  of  sickness  you 
have  verified.  In  order  to  keep 
records  correct,  any  pupil  who  re- 
turns to  school  after  September  23, 
or  enters  after  that  date,  should  be 
reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Attend- 
ance at  once  either  by  a  transfer, 
if  he  has  one,  or  by  an  Entered 
Without  Transfer  slip. 


Birthdate  Data  Requested 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be 
checked  immediately,  principals 
are  requested  to  send  at  once  to 
the  Bureau  of  Attendance  Regis- 
tration of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new 
pupils  entering  San  Francisco 
Schools  for  the  first  time,  and  for 
all  pupils  entering  kindergarten.  If 
parent  does  not  fill  out  one  of 
these,  the  teacher  should  prepare 
the  blank  from  data  on  the  perma- 
nent card. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation: the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon.  If  a  birth 
certificate  is  not  available,  a  hos- 
pital certificate,  baptismal  certifi- 
cate, passport,  affidavit  of  parent 
or  guardian,  or  an  official  notifica- 
tion or  certification  of  the  birth 
registration  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  may  be  used. 
Please  note  that  a  hospital  certifi- 
cate is  now  acceptable  verification. 
The  method  of  verification  should 
be  indicated  by  initials  of  person 
enrolling  pupils. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  December 
2,  1959  (4  years  and  9  months) .  All 
entrants  into  the  first  grade  must 
be  born  not  later  than  December 
2,  1958  (5  years  and  9  months). 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of 
a  school.  Therefore,  no  child  may 
be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without  ac- 
ceptable verification  as  noted 
above. 


PROFESSIONAL 
ORGANIZATIONS 

Membership  in  Professional 
and  Employee  Organizations. 
The  Board  of  Education  has  ap- 
proved the  following  policies  for 
the  district  covering  member- 
ship in  professional  and  em- 
ployee organizations  (Policies, 
S.F.  Bd.  of  Ed.,  P4135,  Art.  4) : 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of 
the  Board  of  Education  shall  have  com- 
plete freedom  in  selecting  the  professional 
or  employee  organizations  which  they 
may  wish  to  join,  without  coercion  of  any 
kind  from  any  administrative  officer  or 
other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to 
any  employee  organization  in  the  schools 
shall  be  fully  and  unreservedly  extended 
to  all  employee  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure 
by  any  principal  or  other  adm"nistrative 
officer  or  other  school  employee  to  in- 
fluence any  teacher  or  other  employee  to 
join  or  refrain  from  joining  any  organiza- 
tion shall  be  deemed  to  be  unprofessional 
conduct. 
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Elementary  school 
reports  due  soon 

Elementary  principals  are  re- 
minded that  quintuplicate  copies  of 
classification  reports  for  elemen- 
tary schools  are  due  on  Monday, 
September  21,  1964,  in  the  office  of 
the  Bureau  of  Personnel,  135  Van 
Ness  Avenue. 

In  typing  classifications,  school 
clerks  are  requested  to: 

1.  Follow  procedures  outlined  on 
back  of  classification  sheet.  Desig- 
nate Mr.,  Mrs.,  or  Miss.  Note  how 
half-grades  are  enclosed  in  brack- 
ets. 

2.  Note,  in  parenthesis,  the  maid- 
en names  of  teachers  who  have 
married  within  the  past  two  years. 

3.  Enter,  under  kindergarten  en- 
rollment, those  eligible  for  first 
grade  in  February  1965,  and  those 
not  eligible  for  first  grade,  showing 
total  enrollment  in  proper  column. 

4.  Enter  the  names  of  all  teachers 
who  are  on  the  faculty  rolls  — 
Regulars,  Probationers,  and  Long- 
term  Substitutes.  Be  sure  to  place 
long-term  substitutes  on  right-hand 
side  in  comments  column  opposite 
names  of  the  teachers  on  leave. 

5.  Put  special  classes  at  the  end  of 
the  list  of  regular  classes. 

6.  In  schools  where  a  Compensa- 
tory class  has  been  established, 
place  the  name  of  the  teacher  last 
on  the  list  of  teachers.  The  name 
will  appear  only  once;  it  should  not 
be  numbered. 

7.  Put  Principals,  Assistant  Prin- 
cipals and  Clerks  at  the  end  of  the 
report.  Do  not  number  these  names. 

8.  INDICATE  IN  COMMENTS 
COLUMN,  BOOMS  THAT  ABE 
NOT  STANDABD  CLASSBOOMS. 

Give  capacity  and  peculiarities  of 
rooms;  i.e.,  auditorium,  teachers' 
lounge,  bookroom,  activity  room, 
science  room,  bungalow,  etc. 

9.  Indicate  the  teacher  who  serves 
in  the  absence  of  Principal  or  As- 
sistant Principal  (T.S.A.P.) 

10.  Remember  that  class  size 
should  approximate  26  for  Grade 
1;  31  for  Grades  2  and  3;  34  for 
Grades  4,  5,  6. 

11.  Where  children  are  being  sent 
by  bus  to  another  school,  give 
name  of  receiving  school,  and  num- 
ber of  children  at  each  half-grade 
level. 

12.  When  children  are  received  by 
bus  from  another  school,  give  the 
name  of  the  sending  school  and  the 
number  of  children  at  each  half- 
grade  level.

Failing  to  complete  the  required 
units  in  the  alloted  time  will  cause 
the  teacher  to  lose  the  normal  sal- 
ary increments  until  such  unit  re- 
quirements have  been  fulfilled. 

Teachers  who  have  reached  their 
fifty-seventh  birthday  are  exempt 
from  these  requirements. 

In-service  courses  satisfy  incre- 
ment requirements  in  the  SFUSD 
as  well  as  offer  educational  experi- 
ences. 

However,  non-college  in-service 
units  are  usable  as  credit  only  with- 
in the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  are  not  transferable  to 
other  school  districts. 
College  Credit  Program 

Teachers  seeking  to  satisfy  in- 
crement requirements,  or  the  fur- 
therance of  post-graduate  study, 
will,  find  the  District's  system  of 
course  notification  advantageous. 

At  one  time  an  attempt  was 
made  in  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools  Bulletin  to  publish  a  com- 
prehensive list  of  courses  offered 
by  the  leading  Bay  Area  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning.  However, 
these  lists  were  not  always  com- 
plete due  to  the  inability  to  publish 
all  courses  offered. 

To  make  it  easier  for  the  individ- 
ual teacher  in  each  school,  Dr. 
Steig's  office  has  sent  packets  of 
college  course  bulletins  to  the  prin- 
cipals of  each  school.  In  the  pack- 
ets are  bulletins  from  The  Univer- 
sity of  California  at  Berkeley  and 
the  U.  C.  Extension,  University  of 
San  Francisco,  Stanford  Univer- 
sity, San  Francisco  College  for 
Women,  and  San  Francisco  State 
College. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  contact 
school  principals  for  these  cata- 
logs.

Start- 
ing date  September  17,  1964.  Her- 
bert Hoover  Junior  High  School  — 
Auditorium.  Instructors  —  mem- 
bers of  the  English  Department, 
San  Francisco  State  College.  Pre- 
registration  not  necessary.  Open  to 
all  interested  teachers. 

This  course  is  based  upon  the  literature 
taught  in  junior  and  senior  high  school.  In- 
structors will  be  members  of  the  English 
department  at  San  Francisco  State  College, 
under  arrangements  made  by  Dr.  Caroline 
Shrodes,  department  chairman.  The  course 
will  begin  with  a  series  of  meetings  on  works 
studied  in  World  Literature.  Following  these 
will  be  a  lecture  on  methods  of  teaching 
poetry  and  another  on  methods  of  teaching 
Action.

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Flu  shots  are 
available 
for  teachers 

A  proven  flu  and  cold  vaccine 
will  be  made  available  to  all  muni- 
cipal working  and  retired  employ- 
ees at  a  nominal  cost  this  fall. 

Medically  supervised  clinics  will 
be  set  up  at  various  locations.  Eli- 
gible to  take  the  shots  will  be  all 
working  and  retired  employees  of 
the  City  and  County  and  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District. 

The  vaccine  to  be  used  is  known 
as  Resprogen,  a  product  of  Parke, 
Davis  and  Company.  Employees  al- 
so may  purchase  it  through  their 
health  plan,  or  through  their  pri- 
vate physician. 

Under  the  projected  program, 
the  total  cost  will  be  $1.50  per  per- 
son per  shot,  to  be  paid  at  the  time 
of  immunization.  Just  one  injection 
is  proposed  for  those  who  have  had 
a  flu  shot  since  July,  1963.  Other- 
wise, two  shots  are  recommended. 

The  first  series  of  immunizations 
are  scheduled  for  the  last  three 
Thursdays  and  Fridays  in  Septem- 
ber; the  second  series  the  first 
three  Thursdays  and  Fridays  in 
November. 

Persons  requiring  two  immuniza- 
tions should  take  the  first  in  Sep- 
tember and  the  second  in  Novem- 
ber. 

Those  with  a  history  of  reactions 
to  eggs  or  egg  products  are  cau- 
tioned not  to  receive  this  immuni- 
zation. 

Any  City  and  County  employee 
and  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  employee  may  go  to  any 
of  the  following  high  schools  for 
immunizations.  All  high  school 
clinics  will  be  held  in  the  school 
cafeterias  from  2:30  p.m.  to  6:30 
p.m.

Elementary  school 
reports  due  soon 

Elementary  principals  are  re- 
minded that  quintuplicate  copies  of 
classification  reports  for  elemen- 
tary schools  are  due  on  Monday, 
September  21,  1964,  in  the  office  of 
the  Bureau  of  Personnel,  135  Van 
Ness  Avenue. 

In  typing  classifications,  school 
clerks  are  requested  to : 

1.  Follow  procedures  outlined  on 
back  of  classification  sheet.  Desig- 
nate Mr.,  Mrs.,  or  Miss.  Note  how 
half-grades  are  enclosed  in  brack- 
ets. 

2.  Note,  in  parenthesis,  the  maid- 
en names  of  teachers  who  have 
married  within  the  past  two  years. 

3.  Enter,  under  kindergarten  en- 
rollment, those  eligible  for  first 
grade  in  February  1965,  and  those 
not  eligible  for  first  grade,  showing 
total  enrollment  in  proper  column. 

4.  Enter  the  names  of  all  teachers 
who  are  on-  the  faculty  rolls  — 
Regulars,  Probationers,  and  Long- 
term  Substitutes.  Be  sure  to  place 
long-term  substitutes  on  right-hand 
side  in  comments  column  opposite 
names  of  the  teachers  on  leave. 

5.  Put  special  classes  at  the  end  of 
the  list  of  regular  classes. 

6.  In  schools  where  a  Compensa- 
tory class  has  been  established, 
place  the  name  of  the  teacher  last 
on  the  list  of  teachers.  The  name 
will  appear  only  once;  it  should  not 
be  numbered. 

7.  Put  Principals,  Assistant  Prin- 
cipals and  Clerks  at  the  end  of  the 
report.  Do  not  number  these  names. 

8.  INDICATE  IN  COMMENTS 
COLUMN,  ROOMS  THAT  ARE 
NOT  STANDARD  CLASSROOMS. 

Give  capacity  and  peculiarities  of 
rooms;  i.e.,  auditorium,  teachers' 
lounge,  bookroom,  activity  room, 
science  room,  bungalow,  etc. 

9.  Indicate  the  teacher  who  serves 
in  the  absence  of  Principal  or  As- 
sistant Principal  (T.S.A.P.) 

10.  Remember  that  class  size 
should  approximate  26  for  Grade 
1;  31  for  Grades  2  and  3;  34  for 
Grades  4,  5,  6. 

11.  Where  children  are  being  sent 
by  bus  to  another  school,  give 
name  of  receiving  school,  and  num- 
ber of  children  at  each  h^i-grade 
level. 

12.  When  children  are  received  by 
bus  from  another  school,  give  the 
name  of  the  sending  school  and  the 
number  of  children  at  each  half- 
grade  level.

Registration  of  Minors 

Principals  are  reminded  that

During  the  summer  of  1964  jun- 
ior volunteers  served  in  54  differ- 
ent organizations  —  the  highest 
number  accepting  teen-agers  from 
the  Volunteer  Bureau  since  the 
program  started.  Recreation  cen- 
ters, day  camps,  nurseries,  public 
health  clinics,  hospitals,  rest  homes 
and  organizations  for  the  handi- 
capped offered  varied  types  of  ac- 
tivities. Hospital  service  was  most 
popular,  followed  by  clerical  work 
and  activities  with  children. 

In  contrast  to  1953  when  the  pro- 
gram was  first  organized  with  55 
junior  volunteers  registering,  this 
summer  291  teen-agers  came  to 
the  Bureau  for  assignments.  This 
figure  does  not  represent  all  who 
served  in  San  Francisco  for  many 
apply  directly  to  agencies.  Due 
largely  to  Volunteer  Bureau  pub- 
licity over  the  years,  the  value  of 
volunteer  service  has  become  rec- 
ognized and  its  appeal  has  grown. 

Some  hospitals  filled  their  quotas 
before  school  closed.  Other  organi- 
zations, such  as  Aid  Retarded  Chil- 
dren's Nursery,  accepted  no  new 
volunteers  because  those  who  serv- 
ed last  year  were  eager  to  return. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  Volunteer 
Bureau  sent  many  new  volunteers 
to  organizations  such  as  the  United 
Crusade,  the  San  Francisco  Tuber- 


culosis Association  and  San  Fran- 
cisco General  Hospital. 

Each  year  the  scope  of  service 
through  the  Bureau  has  increased. 
For  the  first  time  the  Volunteer 
Bureau  sent  teen-agers  to  selected 
nursing  and  convalescent  hospitals. 

To  help  student  become  confident 
and  more  useful,  the  Bureau  pre- 
sented two  courses:  one  in  friendly 
visiting  for  those  interested  in  serv- 
ing convalescent  hospitals  and  an- 
other in  storytelling  to  train  stu- 
dents to  tell  stories  to  young  chil- 
dren. 

There  are  many  values  in  teen- 
agers volunteering.  It  inculcates 
the  habit  of  community  service 
early  which,  hopefully,  will  carry 
over  into  adulthood;  assists  many 
in  finding  vocations  and  provides  a 
productive  use  of  leisure  time. 

The  Volunteer  Bureau  is  sup- 
ported by  the  Adult  Education  Di- 
vision of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools  and  the  United  Crusade.

Under  the  National 
Industrial  Equipment  Reserve  Pro- 
gram in  Washington,  D.  C,  ar- 
rangements were  made  by  Dr.  E. 
D.  Goldman,  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent for  Vocational  and  Adult 
Education  and  his  staff  in  securing 
a  loan  of  51  pieces  of  up-to-date 
machine  shop  equipment. 

Installation 

The  machinery  has  been  receiv- 
ed at  O'Connell  and  is  currently 
being  installed  in  the  two  shops. 
The  new  equipment,  valued  at  ap- 
proximately $325,000  was  given  to 
the  District  on  a  loan  basis  with 
the  stipulation  that  if  any  items 
become  outdated  and/or  useless  in 
the  Instructional  program  at  the 
O'Connell  School,  such  items  will 
be  replaced  by  the  NIER  Program. 

All  equipment  received  was  care- 
fully selected  by  A.  L.  Waltz,  su- 
pervisor, Trade  and  Technical  Ed- 
ucation and  Ed  Drury,  machinist 
instructor  at  the  O'Connell  School. 
They  visited  the  various  bases  to 
inspect  and  select  the  needed  ma- 
chinery. Every  piece  of  equipment 
was  completely  checked,  repaired 
where  necessary  and  subsequently 
inspected  by  the  bases  where  the 
machinery  was  originally  located.

Bond  passage  will  not  raise  tax  rate 


Recent  newspaper  releases  have 
indicated  that  the  proposed  $31.5 
million  in  school  bonds,  along  with 
other  local  bond  issues,  may  add 
25.5  cents  per  $100  of  assessed  val- 
uation to  the  tax  rate  if  approved 
by  the  voters. 

The  Controller's  office  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  is 
obligated  by  law  to  indicate  the 
possible  tax  increase  which  might 
be  incurred  by  the  proposed  bond 
issues  on  the  November  3  ballot. 

However,  all  school  bond  issues 
in  San  Francisco  since  1947  have 
been  financed  entirely  from  funds 
derived  from  the  City  and  County 
sales  tax.  A  Capital  Improvement 
Advisory  Committee  was  created 
under  Section  3.05  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Administrative  Code  to  de- 
termine and  recommend  to  the 
Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors 
coordinated  financing  plans  for  ef- 
fectuating the  future  capital  im- 
provement programs  prepared  an- 
nually by  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission. 


This  committee,  which  is  made 
up  of  chief  administrators  in  the 
City  and  County  government,  has 
certified  that  all  local  bond  issues 
proposed  for  the  November  3,  1964 
election  can  be  financed  within  the 
estimated  City  and  County  sales 
tax  receipts,  provided  the  expendi- 
tures are  extended  over  a  period  of 
not  fewer  than  five  years. 

By  placing  this  building  program 
on  the  November  3  ballot,  the 
Board  of  Education  has  demon- 
strated that  it  is  determined  to 
provide  through  continued  plan- 
ning and  to  the  extent  feasible 
within  financial  limitations,  the 
best  possible  school  facilities.

Twenty-three  high  school  stu- 
dents in  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  have  been  selected 
as  semi-finalists  in  the  annual  Na- 
tional Merit  Scholarship  Awards 
competition. 

The  semifinalist  groups  is  com- 
posed of  the  highest  scoring  stu- 
dents in  each  state  and  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  territories.  Each  semi- 
finalist  has  moved  a  step  closer 
toward  the  goal  of  a  Four-year 
Merit  Scholarship. 

Each  Merit  scholarship  is  a  four- 
year  award  to  cover  the  under- 
graduate college  years.  The  recipi- 
ent's stipend  is  tailored  to  his  need. 
Stipends  average  about  $800  a 
year. 

For  Merit  scholars  who  require 
financial  assistance,  awards  may 
reach  a  maximum  of  $1500  annual- 
ly. Minimum  awards  of  $100  are 
granted  to  students  who  possess 
financial  resources  of  their  own. 

The  amount  of  the  stipend  is 
altered  in  the  event  the  financial 
status  of  the  winner  changes  dur- 
ing the  course  of  his  undergraduate 
work. 

Schools  cannot  be  ranked  for  ex- 
cellence by  the  number  of  semi- 
finalists  or  scholarship  winners 
they  produce,  the  sponsors  warned 
in  its  recent  announcement.  The 
number  depends  not  only  on  the 
level  of  instruction  at  the  school 
but  also  on  the  student's  aptitude,

The  continuing  plan  for  modern  schools 


•    Brundage  collection 

Roger  D.  Broussal  has  been  ap- 
pointed Conservator  of  the  Avery 
Brundage  Collection  of  Oriental 
Art  according  to  Jack  Richard  Mc- 
Gregor, Director,  at  the  M.  H.  de 
Young  Memorial  Museum.  Broussal 
has  been  in  the  museum's  employ 
for  the  past  17  years  and  has  been 
acting  in  this  capacity  for  the  past 
year  and  a  half. 

This  rich  and  comprehensive  col- 
lection of  approximately  5,000 
pieces,  part  of  which  was  lost  in  a 
recent  fire,  includes  ancient  Chi- 
nese bronzes,  ceramics,  jade  and 
paintings;  Japanese  lacquer  and 
ceramics;  Persian  pottery  and 
bronzes,  and  sculpture  from  China, 
India  and  Indonesia. 


(This  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  four 
informational  articles  for  District  per- 
sonnel which  will  appear  in  October  in 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  Bulle- 
tin). 

During  the  depression  of  the 
1930's,  San  Francisco  found  it  al- 
most impossible  to  raise  funds  to 
build  new  schools  or  to  maintain 
existing  ones.  During  World  War 
II,  when  funds  were  available,  the 
city  could  get  neither  priorities  nor 
materials.  Consequently,  the  Board 
of  Education,  for  a  long  period, 
could  do  little  to  maintain  and  im- 
prove old  facilities  or  construct 
new  buildings  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  city's  increasing  population. 

Comprehensive  study 

In  1947,  soon  after  the  end  of 
World  War  II,  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Education  and  the  admin- 
istrative staff  of  the  San  Francisco 
public  schools,  faced  with  rapidly 
increasing  enrollment  and  limited 
facilities,  began  a  comprehensive 
study  in  order  to  develop  a  sound 
program  for  the  modernization  and 
construction  of  public  schools.  This 
has  been,  and  is,  a  continuing  study 
conducted  in  cooperation  with  the 
City  Planning  Commission,  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  Authority,  the 
San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency,  the  San  Francisco  Park 
and  Recreation  Department,  and 
the  Second-District  Parent-  Teach- 
er Association.  It  is  based  on  a 
careful  study  (1)  of  the  child  pop- 
ulation of  each  neighborhood,  (2) 
of  all  school  buildings  now  in  use, 
and  (3)  of  reliable  estimates  of 
future  increases  in  school  popula- 
tion. 

$100,000,000  needed 

Careful  evaluation  of  these  fac- 
tors in  1947  showed  that  more  than 
$100,000,000  would  be  needed  for 
new  construction  and  moderniza- 
tion during  a  period  of  15  to  20 
years.  Although  there  was  no  con- 
troversy over  the  amount  of  this 
proposed  expenditure,  there  was 
strong  public  feeling  against  ap- 
propriating funds  to  be  spent  dur- 
ing such  a  long  period.  Consequent- 
ly, to  meet  the  most  urgent  needs 
indicated  by  the  preceding  study, 
the  Board  of  Education,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, requested  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  to  approve  a  smaller 
school-bond  issue  of  $49,000,000  for 
the  modernization  of  old  schools 
and  the  construction  of  new  ones 
during  a  period  not  shorter  than 
five  years.  The  voters  did  so  in  1948 
by  a  huge  majority  —  235,181  per- 
sons voting  for  the  bonds  and  75,- 
521  against  them. 


Five  year  periods 

At  that  time  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation stated  that  it  would  continue 
its  study  of  the  city's  school-build- 
ing needs,  and  that  additional  bond 
issues  based  on  this  study,  to  cover, 
periods  not  shorter  than  five  years, 
would  be  submitted  to  the  voters 
of  San  Francisco. 

In  1956,  consequently,  the  Board 
of  Education  placed  a  second  bond 
issue  before  the  voters.  The  amount 
recommended  by  the  Board  was 
$31,000,000,  the  sum  considered 
necessary  to  meet  school  building 
needs  for  approximately  seven 
years.  However,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Citizens'  Bond 
Screening  Committee,  a  group  of 
prominent  businessmen  and  pro- 
fessional men  appointed  by  the 
mayor  to  advise  him  regarding  pro- 
posed bond  issues,  the  amount  was 
reduced  to  $27,000,000,  to  be  ex- 
pended during  a  period  of  seven 
years.  The  electorate  approved  the 
1956  school-bond  issue  by  a  vote  of 
217,017  to  39,768  —  the  largest 
vote  in  support  of  a  bond  issue  ever 
cast  until  then  in  the  history  of 
San  Francisco. 

The  next  live  years 

In  endorsing  the  1956  school-bond 
issue,  the  Citizens'  Bond  Screening 
Committee  indicated  that  the  need 
for  modern  public-school  buildings 
in  San  Francisco  was  such  that  the 
Board  of  Education  would  be  re- 
quired to  propose  an  additional 
building  program  within  five  or  six 
years.  The  building  proposed  under 
Proposition  B  is  the  one  anticipated 
by  the  Citizens'  Bond  Screening 
Committee  in  1956. 

Proposition  B 

Proposition  B,  the  bond  issue  to 
be  placed  before  the  electorate  on 
November  3,  is  thus  the  third  chap- 
ter in  the  continuing  study  that 
began  in  1947.  If  this  bond  issue  is 
approved,  the  funds  voted  will  be 
expended  during  a  period  of  five 
years  or  more,  and  will  provide  for 
the  city's  most  imperative  school 
building  needs. 

In  planning  Proposition  B  in  co- 
operation with  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation and  the  five  cooperating 
agencies,  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  his  staff  again  care- 
fully considered  such  key  factors 
as  the  number  and  condition  of  ex- 
isting school  buildings;  their  maxi- 
mum use;  and  trends  in  pupil  en- 
rollments by  grades,  school  levels, 
and  neighborhoods.  The  most  seri- 
ously needed  projects  that  can  be 
accomplished  within  the  limits  of

the  proposed  bond  issue  have  been 
included;  and  these,  in  turn,  have 
been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, the  Citizens'  Bond  Screen- 
ing Committee,  the  Mayor,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  leading 
civic  organizations. 

Experience  with  school-bond  is- 
sues in  San  Francisco  since  1947 
clearly  demonstrate  that  the  com- 
munity favors  issues  providing  for 
the  expenditure  of  funds  during 
periods  of  approximately  five  years. 
Proposition  B  satisfies  this  public 
preference.  The  Superintendent  and 
the  Board  of  Education  during  the 
recent  deliberations  on  the  city's 
school  building  needs  have  made  it 
clear,  however,  that  the  present 
program  does  not  satisfy  all  school- 
building  needs  that  exist  in  San 
Francisco,  and  that  study  of  these 
needs  will  continue  in  order  to  es- 
tablish priorities  for  future  replace- 
ment, relocation,  and  modernization 
of  certain  buildings.

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Teaching  positions  in  the  San 
Francisco  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  are  filled  from  eligibility 
lists  based  on  written  and  oral  ex- 
aminations.

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Proposition  B 
Elementary  school 
construction 

This  is  the  second  of  a  series  of  four 
articles.  The  material  below  describes 
the  new  Elementary  Division  construc- 
tion contemplated  with  the  passage  of 
Proposition  B. 
Proposed  New  Construction 

Bret  Harte  School  Addition: 
Completed  in  1954,  the  Bret  Harte 
School,  located  at  1035  Gilman 
Street,  was  designed  to  accommo- 
date children  living  in  the  area 
bounded  by  the  Bay,  the  hills  to 
the  south,  and  Third  Street.  This 
school  has  18  classrooms,  with 
space  for  600  children.  When  the 
Alice  Griffith  Gardens  public-hous- 
ing project  is  completed,  approxi- 
mately 850  children  of  elementary- 
school  age  will  be  living  in  the  area 
this  school  serves.  Since  more  than 
200  children  are  already  transport- 
ed to  and  from  this  area  to  other 
schools  because  of  lack  of  space  at 
the  Bret  Harte  School,  approxi- 
mately 50  more  will  also  have  to  be 
transported  within  the  next  year  or 
two  if  additional  classrooms  are 
not  provided. 

To  deal  with  this  situation,  Prop- 
osition B  provides  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  10-12  classroom  unit, 
which  would  also  contain  a  child- 
care  center  and  facilities  for  com- 
munity services  to  be  planned  in 
cooperation  with  the  appropriate 
city  departments. 

Burnett  School  Annex:  The  Bur- 
nett School  Annex,  located  at  1551 
Newcomb  Street  (originally  the 
Burnett  School),  was  constructed 
in  1910.  After  the  new  Burnett 
School  was  completed  in  1952,  the 
original  building  was  used  for  aux- 
iliary services.  Subsequently,  when 
population  in  the  area  increased, 
the  annex  was  reconverted  for  in- 
struction. 

Under  Proposition  B  the  antiquat- 
ed Annex  will  be  torn  down,  and  a 
12-classroom  unit  will  be  added  to 
the  present  Burnett  School.  The 
proposed  addition  includes  a  child- 
care  center  and  facilities  for  com- 
munity services  to  be  planned  in 
cooperation  with  the  appropriate 
city  departments. 

The  additional  classrooms  would 
also  supplement  the  facilities  at 
the  Jedediah  Smith  and  the  Sir 
Francis  Drake  Schools  and  thus 
help  provide  for  the  large,  increas- 
ing elementary-school  enrollment 
in  the  Hunters  Point  area. 

Cabrillo  School:  This  14-room 
wood-frame  structure,  built  in  1925 
at  25th  Avenue  at  Cabrillo  Street, 
now    needs    extensive    moderniza-

tion:  the  original  heating  system 
must  be  entirely  replaced,  and  ad- 
ditional classrooms  are  required. 
The  cost  of  modernization  and  ad- 
ditional construction  is  such  that 
it  would  be  neither  practical  nor 
economical.  Under  Proposition  B  a 
new  school  containing  22  class- 
rooms would  replace  the  present 
antiquated  structure;  the  site 
would  also  be  enlarged. 

Diamond  Heights  School:  Since 
the  newly  planned  and  developed 
Diamond  Heights  district  has  no 
schools  an  elementary  school  is 
needed  to  serve  this  area.  As  has 
been  indicated  above,  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District 
also  has  a  commitment  to  the  Fed- 
eral government  for  the  construc- 
tion of  an  elementary  school  in  this 
district.  Although  the  new  struc- 
ture, under  Proposition  B,  would 
be  planned  for  22  classrooms,  it  has 
been  recommended  that  the  initial 
project  consist  of  10  classrooms, 
offices,  and  an  all-purpose  room. 

El  Dorado  School  (Delta  Street 
at  Wilde  Avenue):  The  already 
serious  shortage  of  acceptable  ele- 
mentary-school classrooms  in  the 
Visitacion  Valley  district  will  be- 
come even  more  serious  in  the  next 
few  years  when  the  huge  Eichler 
apartment  developments  will  be 
completed.  Under  Proposition  B 
the  six  temporary  classrooms  now 
used  to  meet  emergency  needs  at 
this  school  would  be  replaced  with 
a  permanent  unit  of  10  classrooms 
and    an    all-purpose    room.    These 


would  be  added  to  the  El  Dorado 
Home  School.  They  would  accom- 
modate 200  additional  pupils  and 
would  also  provide  for  the  increase 
in  enrollment  expected  in  this  dis- 
trict. 

Grattan  School:  The  condition  of 
this  building,  constructed  52  years 
ago  at  Grattan  Street  at  Shrader, 
is  so  poor  that  it  would  be  econom- 
ically unsound  to  attempt  to  mod- 
ernize it.  Moreover,  the  increase  in 
children  of  elementary-school  age 
in  the  Haight-Ashbury  area  has 
made  it  necessary  to  transport  pu- 
pils to  and  from  other  schools  for 
several  years.  Proposition  B  there- 
fore provides  for  the  razing  of  the 
Grattan  School  and  construction  of 
a  completely  new  school  contain- 
ing 22  classrooms  and  other  facili- 
ties and  for  enlargement  of  the 
present  site. 

Paul      Revere      School      Annex: 

Erected  in  1917  at  Folsom  Street 
at  Tompkins  Avenue  in  the  Bernal 
Heights  district,  this  wooden  build- 
ing (originally  the  Paul  Revere 
School)  is  in  such  poor  condition 
that  modernization  would  be  eco- 
nomically unsound.  Moreover,  its 
eight  classrooms  should  be  replaced 
with  a  larger  unit  in  order  to  meet 
present  needs.  It  is  therefore  pro- 
vided, under  Proposition  B,  that  a 
new  school  containing  12  class- 
rooms, offices,  and  an  all-purpose 
room  be  constructed  and  that  the 
present  site  be  enlarged.

The  International  Education  Ex- 
change Board  of  Foreign  Scholar- 
ships award  grants  to  teachers  who 
desire  to  exchange  with  teachers 
of  other  countries.  Interested  teach- 
ers should  apply  to  office  listed  in 
last  paragraph. 

The  awards  are  made  under  the 
provisions  of  Public  Law  87-256, 
The  Mutual  Educational  and  Cul- 
tural Exchange  Act  of  1961  (Ful- 
bright-Hays  Act ) .  Approximately 
500  grants  for  teaching  and  partici- 
pation in  seminars  abroad  were  in- 
cluded in  the  United  States  Inter- 
national Educational  Exchange  Pro- 
gram for  the  academic  year  1964- 
65.  As  provided  by  the  Act,  all  can- 
didates are  selected  by  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Scholarships,  the  mem- 
bers of  which  are  appointed  by  the 
President. 

Teachers  are  recommended  for 
the  Board's  consideration  by  the 
United  States  Office  of  Education, 
which  has  been  designated  to  re- 
ceive and  review  the  applications 
of  candidates  in  this  category.

New  construction  in  the  junior 
high,  senior  high,  city  college,  and 
child  care  center  divisions  are  list- 
ed below: 
Junior  Highs 

Construction  of  two  small  junior 
high  schools  is  proposed  under 
Proposition  B  as  follows: 

Potrero  Hill  Junior  High  School: 
The  Potrero  Hill  district,  located 
in  an  isolated  and  hilly  area  of 
San  Francisco,  has  enough  children 
of  junior-high-school  age  to  require 
a  small  junior  high  school  of  900 
students.  Construction  of  this 
school  will  relieve  serious  over- 
crowding at  the  Everett  and  Hor- 
ace Mann  Junior  High  Schools. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  jun- 
ior high  school  be  constructed  on 
the  site  of  the  existing  Carolina 
Public  Housing  Unit  at  18th  Street 
at  DeHaro.  Negotiations  for  acqui- 
sition of  this  site  are  in  progress 
with  the  San  Francisco  Housing 
Authority. 

Visitacion  Valley  Junior  High 
School:  The  need  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  junior  high  school  in 
the  Visitacion  Valley  community  is 
apparent,  since  the  Burbank,  Pel- 
ton,  and  Portola  Junior  High 
Schools,  which  enroll  students  from 
Visitacion  Valley,  are  now  filled 
beyond  their  capacities.  It  is  pro- 
posed that  a  small  junior  high 
school  with  a  capacity  of  900  stu- 
dents be  constructed  on  a  site  ac- 
quired   for    this    purpose    through 


funds  made  available  through  the 
1948  school-bond  election.  The  site, 
comprising  12  acres,  is  located  at 
Saywer  Avenue  at  Raymond  Av- 
enue in  Visitacion  Valley. 
High  Schools 

Enrollment  in  San  Francisco 
public  high  schools  in  1965  —  only 
one  year  hence — will  exceed  perm- 
anent capacity  by  2,903  students, 
and  combined  permanent  and  tem- 
porary capacity  by  1,817  students. 
Proposition  B  therefore  provides 
for  construction  of  a  new  senior 
high  school. 

The  proposed  new  senior  high 
school,  which  would  have  a  capa- 
city of  2,000  students,  would  be  lo- 
cated at  the  intersection  of  O'- 
Shaughnessy  Boulevard  and  Por- 
tola Drive.  This  school  would  serve 
four  districts  —  Twin  Peaks,  Mira- 
loma,  Diamond  Heights,  and  Eur- 
eka Valley.  The  proposed  location 

—  in  the  Diamond  Heights  district 

—  is  excellent :  the  four  senior  high 
schools  serving  these  districts  are 
each  a  considerable  distance  away, 
and  the  new  school  would  draw 
students  from  all  directions. 

City  College 

City  College  of  San  Francisco  is 
now  functioning  under  crowded 
conditions:  it  has  a  planned  capa- 
city of  7,000  day  students;  its  pres- 
ent (fall,  1964)  enrollment,  how- 
ever, is  7,800.  Its  projected  enroll- 
ment in  1967  —  only  2/2  years 
hence  —  is  9,000.  In  addition,  the 
need  for  laboratories  and  class- 
rooms and  more  space  for  educa- 
tional services  is  imperative  if  the 
College  is  to  continue  to  serve  its

students  and  the  community  as  it 
has  done  in  the  past.  Proposition 
B  therefore  provides  for  construc- 
tion of  two  small  buildings. 

Considerable  space  in  Science 
Hall,  which  was  originally  planned 
primarily  for  instruction  in  engi- 
neering and  sciences,  is  now  used 
for  other  necessary  College  serv- 
ices: registration  of  students,  coun- 
seling and  guidance,  testing,  stu- 
dent health  services,  student-em- 
ployment service,  and  student  wel- 
fare. Student-government  offices 
are  also  located  in  this  building.  It 
would  be  far  less  expensive  to  con- 
vert the  areas  now  used  for  these 
services  into  laboratories,  as  orig- 
inally planned;  than  to  construct  a 
new  science  building  to  provide 
needed  facilities. 

Proposition  B  therefore  provides 
for  construction  of  a  building  of 
approximately  40,000  square  feet 
to  provide  facilities  for  student 
services  and  the  noninstructional 
operations  of  the  College.  Three 
related  subjects  —  graphic  arts 
and  advertising  art  and  design, 
now  taught  in  Science  Hall;  and 
photography,  now  taught  in  Cloud 
Hall  —  would  be  taught  in  the 
second  new  building,  which  would 
have  an  area  of  approximately 
20,000  square  feet. 
Child  Care 

Proposition  B  provides  for  con- 
struction of  two  child-care  centers 
—  one  each  in  the  additions  pro- 
posed for  the  Bret  Harte  School 
and  the  Burnett  School.

Lurie  collection 
goes  to  library 

Louis  Lurie,  San  Francisco's 
most  popular  financier,  theater 
owner,  and  the  most  famous  patron 
of  Jack's  Restaurant,  has  donated 
his  collection  of  materials  on  the 
theater  in  San  Francisco  to  the 
Public  Library,  William  R.  Hol- 
man,  City  Librarian  announced 
recently. 

In  the  course  of  owning  theaters,

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Credit  for  former 
experience 

Newly  appointed  probationary 
teachers 

The  salary  office  has  now  evalu- 
ated and  given  credit  to  certain 
newly  appointed  probationary 
teachers  for  former  teaching  ex- 
perience. In  the  event  you  have  had 
two  or  more  years  regular  full- 
time  teaching  outside  of  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District  and 
have  not  been  given  credit  for 
same  on  the  salary  schedule,  please 
call  Dr.  Steig's  office,  extension 
260  or  261.  Notices  of  outside 
teaching  or  related  experience 
credit  are  being  forwarded  to  the 
newly  appointed  probationary 
teachers.  Maximum  amount  for 
such  experience  is  limited  to  two 
increments. 
Re-employment  of  teachers 

If  teachers  have  previously  serv- 
ed in  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  they  shall  be 
placed  on  their  appropriate  classi- 
fication and  shall  be  allowed  credit 
for  increment  purposes  on  the 
basis  of  one  increment  for  each 
year  of  service  as  a  long-term  sub- 
stitute or  as  a  probationary  or 
permanent  teacher  since  July  1, 
1952,  but  not  to  exceed  the  fourth 
rating.  Service  prior  to  July  1, 
1952,  shall  be  evaluated  on  the 
same  basis  as  that  for  verified  out- 
side teaching  experience.  Any  com- 
bination of  such  teaching  experi- 
ence inside  or  outside  of  San  Fran- 
cisco shall  not  entitle  a  teacher  to 
more  than  the  fourth  rating  at  the 
time  of  appointment. 
Long-term  substitutes 

Long-term  substitutes  are  given 
credit  on  the  basis  of  one  incre- 
ment for  each  year  of  former  long- 
term-substitute  or  regular  teach- 
ing with  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  subsequent  to  July 
1,  1952.  No  increment  credit  shall 
be  granted  for  any  service  prior  to 
July  1,  1952.  Long-term  substitutes 
at  time  of  appointment  may  not 
exceed  the  fourth  step  of  their 
individual  salary  classification. 


In  Memoriam 

Charles  J.  Foehn,  a  union  or- 
ganizer and  for  10  years  a  mem- 
ber of  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Education,  died  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  Hospital  on 
October  10,  1964. 

Mr.  Foehn  was  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Education  from 
1950  to  1960,  and  was  president 
in  1955.  He  was  twice  a  member 
of  the  Grand  Jury,  and  presi- 
dent of  the  Grand  Jurors  Asso- 
ciation of  San  Francisco. 


What  if  Proposition  B  is  not  approved? 

Perhaps  the  need  for  the  facilities  proposed  under  Proposition  B 
can  be  described  most  graphically  on  the  basis  of  what  will  happen 
in  San  Francisco  if  the  electorate  fails  to  approve  Proposition  B  on 
November  3: 

1.  Classes  will  be  enlarged,  and  the  effectiveness  of  teaching  will 
be  reduced. 

2.  Vital  noninstructional  facilities  such  as  libraries  and  cafeterias 
will,  of  necessity,  be  used  to  a  considerable  extent  as  class- 
rooms. Since  they  are  not  designed  for  this  purpose,  the  effec- 
tiveness of  teaching  will  be  reduced. 

3.  Each  semester,  more  and  more  students  will  not  be  permitted 
to  enroll  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  the  city's  tuition- 
free  junior  college.  For  example,  more  than  500  students  were 
turned  away  during  the  present  (fall,  1964)  semester  because 
of  lack  of  space. 

4.  More  temporary  buildings  will  be  erected.  Because  these 
structures  will  be  temporary,  it  is  economically  unsound  to 
provide  more  than  the  minimum  required  to  deal  with  sudden 
shifts  in  enrollment. 

5.  Larger  numbers  of  children  will  be  transported,  on  buses, 
from  home  districts  where  school  facilities  are  lacking  to 
every  section  of  the  city  where  classrooms  may  be  available. 
In  many  instances,  children  will  be  sent  to  distant  sections  of 
the  city.  This  kind  of  transportation  is  expensive  for  the  tax- 
payers. 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that  bus  transportation  cre- 
ates other  problems  in  a  city  of  limited  area,  such  as  San 
Francisco,  where  streets  and  public  vehicles  are  already  hand- 
ling capacity  loads  during  rush  hours. 

6.  Of  necessity,  obsolete  school  buildings  that  should  be  razed  or 
used  for  other  purposes  will  be  kept  in  service,  and  the  effec- 
tiveness of  teaching  will  be  reduced. 

These  conditions  exist  elsewhere  in  California  today  in 
communities  lacking  adequate  school  facilities.  They  will  exist 
in  San  Francisco,  too,  unless  voters  approve  Proposition  B  on 
November  3. 


The  crowded  corridor  shown  above,  during  a  passing  period  between  classes,  is 
indicative  of  the  situation  at  several  junior  and  senior  high  schools  in  the  District 
due  to  overcrowding.  Passage  of  Proposition  B  should  help  to  alleviate  the  situation 
with  the  addition  of  a  new  high  school  and  two  new  junior  highs.

procedures  are 
reviewed 

Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  Personnel 
Coordinator,  has  released  the  fol- 
lowing procedure  for  recommend- 
ing sabbatical  leaves  for  the  1965 
spring  term. 

The  adoption  of  a  more  liberal 
salary  policy  with  respect  to  sab- 
batical leaves  of  one  semester  has 
resulted  in  the  submission  of  more 
applications  than  can  be  approved 
under  Board  of  Education  regula- 
tions. For  this  reason,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  establish  tentative 
and  experimental  standards,  which 
will  be  as  equitable  and  objective 
as  possible,  for  approval  of  sabbat- 
ical leave  applications.  Future  ex- 
perience under  these  procedures 
and  study  of  other  plans  may  de- 
velop more  desirable  means  for  de- 
ciding who  shall  be  granted  leaves 
when  some  must  be  denied. 

In  view  of  the  pressing  need  to 
reach  immediate  decisions  with  re- 
spect to  the  81  applications  pend- 
ing, the  following  procedure  has 
been  put  into  effect  after  consulta- 
tion with  representatives  of  teach- 
er organizations. 
Total  number 

The  total  number  of  full-time 
certificated  employees  in  all  of  the 
instructional  divisions  of  the  Dis- 
trict and  in  the  Child  Care  Centers 
shall  constitute  the  basis  against 
which  the  two  per  cent  limitation 
will  be  applied.  As  of  October  1, 
1964,  this  figure  as  reported  by  the 
Division  of  Fiscal  Control  is  4,468, 
on  which  basis  up  to  90  certificated 
employees  could  he  permitted  to  be 
absent  on  sabbatical  leave. 

No  limitation  by  division  is  re- 
quired. 

Not  more  than  one  sabbatical 
leave  for  each  15  employees,  or 
major  fraction  thereof,  may  be  al- 
lowed in  any  one  school,  nor  shall 
more  than  one  such  leave  be  grant- 
ed to  administrative/supervisory 
employees  for  each  15  such  em- 
ployees, or  major  fraction  thereof. 
Split  Sabbaticals 

Those  applicants  who  are  re- 
questing the  second  half  of  a 
"split"  sabbatical  leave  must  be 
granted  preference  in  the  granting 
of  leaves,  inasmuch  as  a  commit- 
ment was  made  to  them  at  the 
time  the  first  half  of  the  leave  was 
approved.

Board  to  hold 
discussion  meeting 

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation agreed  at  its  meeting  on 
October  20,  1964  to  hold  an  in- 
formal discussion  of  its  racial  poli- 
cies with  all  interested  civic  groups 
at  its  meeting  on  December  15. 

The  spokesman  for  the  civil 
rights  groups  has  been  Mrs.  Paine 
Knickerbocker,  chairman  of  the 
education  committee  of  the  Council 
for  Civic  Unity. 

Board  President  James  Stratten 
said  that  the  board's  human  rela- 
tions officer,  Dr.  William  Cobb, 
would  explain  at  the  meeting  the 
attention  that  has  been  given  to 
racial  factors  in  setting  school  at- 
tendance boundaries  and  selecting 
building  sites. 

Stratten  emphasized  that  the 
board  is  inviting  not  only  the  civil 
rights  groups  but  any  interested 
organizations  to  attend  what  may 
be  the  first  of  a  series  of  discussion 
meetings.

The  Carnegie  Corporation  has 
granted  funds  to  the  Metropolitan 
Studies  Program  of  the  Maxwell 
Graduate  School  of  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity to  investigate  the  problems 
of  education  in  very  large  cities. 
The  purpose  of  the  study  is  to  an- 
alyze the  character  of  the  prob- 
lems which  are  special  to  large 
city  education  systems  and  to  de- 
scribe how  these  various  systems 
are  meeting  these  problems. 

In  consultation  with  the  Car- 
negie Corporation  and  the  U.  S. 
Commissioner  of  Education,  Syra- 
cuse University  has  selected  five 
cities  for  this  study.  In  addition  to 
San  Francisco,  they  will  examine 
New  York,  Chicago,  Atlanta  and 
Boston. 

The  subject  matter  of  the  study 
has  been  divided  into  four  major 
areas.  These  are  fiscal  problems, 
racial  balance  issues,  administra- 
tor-teacher relations,  and  educa- 
tional product. 

A  senior  scholar  has  been  as- 
signed to  each  of  the  five  cities. 
His  purpose  will  not  be  to  give 
advice  or  counsel  as  to  how  these 
problems  ought  to  be  met,  but 
rather  to  analyze  carefully  and 
systematically  how  they  are  in 
fact  being  met. 

To  assist  the  senior  scholars  re- 
sponsible in  each  of  these  subject 
matter  areas  will  be  five  graduate 
students,  each  assigned  to  one  of 


the  cities.  His  assignment  will  be 
for  a  two-year  period,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  assisting  the  senior  people 
on  the  project,  he  will  simultan- 
eously be  preparing  his  own  disser- 
tation on  some  aspect  of  the  educa- 
tional system  in  the  city  to  which 
he  has  been  assigned. 


San  Francisco's  graduate  student 
will  be  Robert  D.  Lee.  He  received 
his  BA  from  Wayne  University  in 
Detroit  and  MA  from  Syracuse 
University  in  the  area  of  school 
government.  He  is  a  Phi  Beta 
Kappa.  He  is  now  located  in  the 
Research  Office,  135  Van  Ness. 


In  addition  to  these  major  sub- 
ject matter  area  studies,  the  Uni- 
versity will  undertake  a  series  of 
case  studies  of  specific  decision  in 
the  subject  matter  areas  of  the 
study.  These  case  assignments, 
however,  will  not  be  made  until 
after  the  project  has  been  under 
way  for  some  months  in  order  that 
the  participants  in  the  project  will 
have  some  better  notion  as  to 
which  decisions  should  be  selected 
for  case  study  purposes  in  relation 
to  the  subject  matter  areas  being 
analyzed. 

The  Board  of  Education  approv- 
ed the  project  on  October  6,  1964. 
Since  this  is  an  analysis  of  what  is 
being  done,  rather  than  a  demon- 
stration project,  the  burden  im- 
posed on  the  District  should  be 
relatively  slight. 


District  gets  Federal  aid  for  projects 


Dr.  Harold  Spears,  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools,  has  been  informed 
by  the  California  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  of  the  approval 
of  seven  projects  submitted  by  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict for  Federal  aid  in  the  first 
distribution  of  funds  under  the 
Vocational  Act  of  1963  —  also 
known  as  Public  Law  88-210. 

The  approved  projects  and  the 
Federal  funds,  which  total  $342,- 
249,  allocated  for  each  are: 

1.  Occupational  Training  for 
High  School  Students  and  Drop- 
outs in  Office  Duplicating  Machine 
Operation. 

2.  High  School  Pre-Occupational 
Training  in  Auto  Mechanics  with 
Emphasis  on  Apprenticeship  Prep- 
aration. 

3.  An  Occupational  Preparation 
Program  with  Industrial-Technical 
Emphasis  in  the  Comprehensive 
High  School. 

4.  Pre  -  Employment  Grocery 
Clerk  Training  for  High  School 
Seniors  and  Adults. 


5.  Training  Potential  and  Actual 
School  Dropouts  for  Civil  Service 
Positions  as  Janitors  and  Porters. 

6.  Occupational  Training  for  the 
Handicapped  through  Workshop 
Experiences  that  will  Contribute 
to  Job  Placement  in  Clerical  Occu- 
pations. 

7.  Strengthening  the  High  School 
Business  Education  Curriculum 
with  Emphasis  on  Training  Stu- 
dents as  Clerk-Typists  and  Sten- 
ographers. 

The  amount  of  Federal  money 
allocated  to  California  and  being 
distributed  at  this  time  is  5  million 
dollars.  About  two  million  dollars 
will  remain  to  be  distributed  in 
December,  and  there  will  be  fur- 
ther applications  from  San  Fran- 
cisco for  consideration  at  that 
time.

ious  by  their  supervisors,  shall  then 
be  placed  in  rank  order  on  a  single 
list  according  to  the  length  of  time 
since  the  termination  of  any  pre- 
vious sabbatical  leave  or,  if  no  pre- 
vious sabbatical  leave  has  been 
granted,  in  order  of  the  length  of 
time  since  the  beginning  of  proba- 
tion. Inasmuch  as  one  year  of  long- 
term  substitute  service  immediate- 
ly preceding  probationary  appoint- 
ment may  be  included  as  part  of 
the  probationary  period,  it  is  un- 
derstood that  such  year  of  service 
shall  be  included  in  establishing 
relative  precedence.  Additional 
years  of  long-term  substitute  serv- 
ice immediately  preceding  proba- 
tionary appointment  will  be  recog- 
nized as  a  part  of  the  qualifying 
years  of  service  in  applying  for  a 
sabbatical  leave,  but  not  in  estab- 
lishing precedence.

Retirement 
plans  should 
be  made  early 

Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  personnel 
coordinator,  announces  that  those 
teachers  who  anticipate  retirement 
at  the  close  of  the  fall  semester, 
1964-65,  should  initiate  action  in 
the  near  future  in  order  that  re- 
tirement payment  may  not  be  de- 
layed unnecessarily. 

It  is  suggested  that  teachers 
seeking  to  initiate  retirement  pro- 
ceedings should,  if  possible,  submit 
a  letter  to  such  effect  by  December 
15,  1964. 

Suggested  Procedure 

Suggestions  outlined  for  teach- 
ers in  handling  retirement  prob- 
lems are  as  follows: 

(1)  Submit  a  letter  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator  indicating  your 
intention  to  retire,  and  the  pro- 
posed date  of  retirement.  Copies  of 
this  letter  should  be  submitted  to 
the  appropriate  assistant  superin- 
tendent. 

(2)  Write  to  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement  System,  1416  -  9th 
Street,  Sacramento,  California,  no- 
tifying that  office  of  your  intention 
to  retire  and  requesting  the  neces- 
sary forms. 

( 3)  Notifying  the  City  Employees' 
Retirement  System,  450  McAllister 
Street,  of  your  intention  to  retire. 

(4)  Make  requests  from  both  the 
state  and  city  retirement  systems 
for  assistance  in  determining  which 
retirement  program  will  be  most 
advantageous  in  your  circumstan- 
ces. 

(51  If  you  determine  that  the 
State  Retirement  System  will  pro- 
vide greater  benefits  in  your  case, 
you  should  submit  a  letter  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator  resigning 
from  the  school  district.  This  is 
necessary  in  order  that  you  may 
withdraw  your  funds  from  the  local 
retirement  system  for  deposit  in 
the  state  Retirement  System. 

(6)  Submit  the  required  forms 
early  in  order  to  expedite  action  in 
each  retirement  system. 

Deadline  important 

Because  processing  of  applica- 
tions takes  some  time,  it  is  impor- 
tant that  they  be  submitted  suffi- 
ciently in  advance  to  enable  a 
proper  consideration  period,  and  to 
be  sure  first  retirement  check  is 
received  on  time.

San  Francisco  is  one  of  24  Cali- 
fornia cities  granted  funds  for  ex- 
perimental two-year  programs  un- 
der Senate  Bill  115.  The  local  pro- 
gram, which  began  in  September 
1963,  provides  funds  for  approxi- 
mately 1500  pupils  enrolled  in 
schools  located  in  neighborhoods 
where  bilingualism  is  prevalent 
and  economic  needs  may  exist.  In- 
cluded in  the  study  are  youth  pre- 
dominantly Chinese,  Negro,  and 
Spanish  -  speaking  backgrounds. 
State  reimbursement  is  $24  per 
pupil  with  the  School  District  con- 
tributing at  least  $12  per  pupil. 
The  yearly  cost  is  $48,600  with  the 
State  paying  $32,000. 

The  program  offers  2nd  and  8th 
grade  pupils  learning  experiences 
outside  the  classroom,  experiences 
planned  to  broaden  their  cultural 
background,  to  increase  their  un- 
derstanding of  the  world  of  work, 
and  to  motivate  and  stimulate 
them  educationally  and  culturally. 

Elementary  school  activities  for 
774  students  are  planned  and  guid- 
ed cooperatively  by  the  regular 
classroom  teachers  and  by  two 
teachers  on  special  assignment, 
Dorothy  Dudley  and  Virginia  New- 
some. 

Elementary  schools  in  the  S.C.- 
E.P. are  Bryant,  Burnett,  Commo- 
dore Stockton,  Hawthorne,  Hunt- 
ers Point  I,  Hunters  Point  II,  Jean 
Parker,  Marshall,  Sanchez,  Sarah 
B.  Cooper,  Sir  Francis  Drake, 
Spring  Valley,  Washington  Irving. 

Parents  are  included  on  the  field 
trips  as  teacher  aides  in  order  to 
keep   them   informed   of   the   pro- 


gram, enlist  their  support,  and  en- 
courage them  to  participate  as  a 
family  unit  as  a  result  of  their 
experiences. 

The  program  provides  opportun- 
ity for  development  of  language 
skills,  increased  motivation,  broad- 
ened cultural  background,  height- 
ened level  of  aspiration,  improved 
image  of  self,  greater  parent  par- 
ticipation, and  increased  use  of 
community  resources.

Youth  and  Student 
Office  seeking  jobs 

Under  the  Manpower  Develop- 
ment and  Training  Act  of  1962, 
the  Department  of  Employment 
was  designated  as  the  agency  to 
help  determine  those  occupations 
in  which  there  were  shortages  of 
workers,  and  then  to  select  unem- 
ployed individuals  without  saleable 
skills  who  could  be  trained  to  work 
in  those  occupations. 

Accordingly,  a  survey  of  San 
Francisco  employers  was  under- 
taken by  the  Youth  and  Student 
Office  of  the  California  State  Em- 
ployment Service,  and  it  was 
found  that  there  was  a  shortage  of 
qualified  trainee  clerk  typists. 

The  Youth  and  Student  Office 
also  found  that  there  were  many 
unemployed  young  women  in  San 
Francisco  who  did  not  have  high 
school  diplomas  and  were  without 
skills.  The  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  then  undertook  to 
train  some  of  these  young  women 
(Continued  on  Page  4)

The  Junior  High  School  Division 
has  been  working  on  the  problem 
of  vocational  profiles  during  the 
last  two  years  in  many  ways.  Sev- 
eral schools  have  held  career  days 
(Pel ton  is  planning  one  for  Decem- 
ber 1),  and  others  have  invited 
speakers  in  to  discuss  specific  pro- 
fessions (Dr.  Spears  recently  dis- 
cussed the  area  of  Journalism  as  a 
profession  at  Francisco). 

Mr.  Irving  Katuna  and  Mr.  Ed- 
ward Bishop,  curriculum  assistants 
at  Benjamin  Franklin  Junior  High 
School,  under  leadership  of  Mr. 
Robert  Marcus,  principal,  have 
gone  one  step  further  in  planning 
a  "profile"  study  in  depth. 

Selected  classes 

Working  with  a  selected  group 
of  three  classes  from  the  H-9 
grade,  they  prepared  a  curriculum 
pamphlet  which  covered  in  detail 
the  life  and  background  of  Munici- 
pal Judge  Joseph  Gamble  Kennedy. 

From  a  study  of  Kennedy  as  a 
man  the  motivational  part  of  the 
project  switched  to  a  review  of  the 
California  Judicial  Branch. 

The  next  major  step  was  to  have 
Judge  Kennedy,  himself,  visit  the 
three  classes  so  that  the  students 
could  see  the  person  they  had  been 
discussing  for  several  days.  A 
question  and  answer  period  brought 
the  students  close  to  Judge  Ken- 
nedy. He,  in  turn,  brought  out  sev- 
eral facts  about  his  life  and  where 
he  had  lived  which  motivated  a 
study  of  geography. 


During  the  next  several  days  the 
classroom  teachers  pulled  together 
the  loose  ends  of  the  interview  ses- 
sion and  highlighted  the  learning 
values  of  the  Judge's  visit. 

The  last  part  of  the  project  will 
encompass  a  field  trip  to  Judge 
Kennedy's  Courtroom  to  see  him 
in  action.

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Junior  Museum 
has  permanent 
fossils  exhibit 

The  Josephine  Randall  Junior 
Museum  located  at  Roosevelt  and 
16th  Street  has  recently  completed 
an  outstanding  permanent  exhibit 
of  fossils,  with  emphasis  on  dino- 
saurs. 

Highlight  of  the  exhibit  are  sev- 
eral huge  dinosaur  bones,  from  the 
famed  Morrison  deposits  of  Utah, 
which  were  obtained  as  a  gift  from 
the  Carnegie  Institute  through  the 
efforts  of  Dr.  William  B.  Sanborn, 
Director,  Division  of  Instructional 
Materials  of  the  District. 

The  permanent  exhibit  has  been 
developed  by  Mr.  Meryl  Carson, 
California  Academy  of  Sciences; 
Mr.  Bert  Walker,  Curator  at  the 
Junior  Museum;  and  Dr.  Sanborn. 

Exhibit  features  the  basic  story 
of  fossils  in  terms  of  the  history  of 
the  earth  with  a  major  exhibit  on 
fossils  and  the  excavating  of  dino- 
saur remains. 

An  outstanding  mural,  located 
above  the  main  fossil  display,  de- 
picts life  through  the  ages.  This 
will  soon  be  augmented  with  a 
tape  recording,  done  by  Dr.  San- 
born, explaining  this  data.

Background  information  on  Federal  Aid 


The  following  information  con- 
tained in  the  recent  Educational 
Press  Association  of  America  Bul- 
letin may  be  of  interest  to  admin- 
istrators and  teachers  as  back- 
ground material  in  the  educational 
field. 

For  the  first  time  in  history, 
Federal  appropriations  to  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Education  passed  the  one 
billion  dollar  mark.  In  fact,  the 
appropriations  for  1965  totalled 
$1,500,000,000.  This  figure  reflected 
the  achievements  of  the  Eighty- 
Eighth  Session,  called  by  President 
Johnson  the  "Education  Congress." 
For,  this  was  the  Congress  that 
passed  (either  in  1963  or  1964)  and 
appropriated  (in  1964)  funds  for 
the  following  measures: 

Higher  education  facilities  con- 
struction, $463,150,000;  National 
Defense  Education  Act,  $348,603,- 
000;  Expansion  and  improvement 
of  vocational  education,  $158,296,- 
000;  Assistance  for  public  library 
services  and  construction,  $55,000,- 
000;  and  Civil  rights  educational 
activities,  $8,000,000. 

In  addition,  Congress  appropri- 
ated huge  sums  for  Federally-im- 
pacted school  districts,  educational 
improvements  for  the  handicapped, 


cooperative  research  and  such  old- 
er programs  as  Smith-Hughes  and 
Morrill  land-grant  colleges.  The 
U.S.  Office  of  Education  itself  was 
given  $19,600,000  for  salaries  and 
expenses. 

President  Johnson  created  a  Fed- 
eral Interagency  Committee  on  Ed- 
ucation in  1964.  Some  educators 
saw  in  this  action  the  prelude  to  a 
U.S.  Department  of  Education. 
Others,  regarded  it  as  a  necessary 
piece  of  machinery  through  which 
the  White  House  would  coordinate 
the  many  new  programs  for  educa- 
tion which  President  Johnson 
seems  determined  to  place  before 
Congress  in  1965. 

One  hard  fact  before  the  Inter- 
agency Committee  was  that  the 
billion  and  a  half  dollars  that  went 
to  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  in 
1964  was  only  part  of  the  money 
Congress  has  spread  among  U.S. 
agencies  for  educational  activities. 
Nearly  all  of  the  Departments  in 
the  Executive  Branch  have  money 
and  authority  to  involve  them- 
selves in  educational  enterprises. 
New  agencies  have  sprung  up, 
notably  the  one  created  by  the 
Economic  Opportunity  (anti-pov-

Fellowships 
are  offered 
to  teachers 

National  Science  Foundation 
Fellowships  for  secondary  school 
social  science  teachers  have  been 
announced.  This  program  is  design- 
ed to  help  secondary  school  teach- 
ers improve  their  competence  and 
effectiveness  by  pursuing  a  pro- 
gram of  graduate  level  work. 

These  fellowships  will  be  award- 
ed to  support  individually  planned 
programs  of  study  in  the  mathe- 
matical, physical,  biological  and 
social  sciences  at  a  level  that  is 
acceptable  by  the  fellowship  insti- 
tution toward  an  advanced  degree 
in  any  of  these  subject  matter  dis- 
ciplines. It  is  not  necessary  that 
the  Fellow  be  pursuing  a  course  of 
study  leading  to  an  advanced  de- 
gree. 

A  National  Science  Foundation 
Fellow  is  required  to  devote  full 
time  to  graduate  study  and  work 
in  a  substantive  subject  matter 
field.  Tenures  of  one,  two  and  three 
summers  —  each  consisting  of 
from  six  to  twelve  weeks  —  will  be 
available. 

Eligibility 

The  term  social  science  as  de- 
fined by  the  National  Science 
Foundation  does  not  include  his- 
tory as  an  eligible  field  of  study 
under  the  Fellowship  program. 
However,  a  secondary  teacher  of 
history  as  well  as  teachers  in  other 
social  studies  fields,  who  wish  to 
pursue  graduate  study  are  eligible 
to  apply  for  a  Fellowship  in  a  field 
supported  by  the  Foundation.  This 
includes  study  in  such  fields  as 
geography,  political  science,  eco- 
nomics, sociology,  anthropology,  or 
psychology  (except  clinical  psy- 
chology). 

An  application  for  a  National 
Science  Foundation  Summer  Fel- 
lowship for  Secondary  School 
Teachers  may  be  submitted  by  any 
individual  who  (a)  is  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States  as  of  March  1, 
1965,  (b)  now  teaches  in  a  second- 
ary school  in  the  United  States,  its 
Territories  or  possessions,  or  in  a 
secondary  school  conducted  else- 
where for  the  benefit  of  United 
States  Citizens,  (c)  will  have  had 
by  July  1,  1965,  not  less  than  3 
years'  experience  as  a  full  time 
secondary  school  teacher,  (d)  holds 
a  baccalaureate  degree  or  its  e- 
quivalent,  and  (e)  intends  to  con- 
tinue teaching.

The  full  page  chart  at  the  right, 
on  page  3  of  the  Bulletin,  gives  a 
detailed  break-down  of  the  seven 
projects  approved  by  the  Califor- 
nia State  Department  of  Education 
as  submitted  by  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  for  Federal 
aid  in  the  first  distribution  of  funds 
under  the  Vocational  Act  of  1963 — 
also  known  as  Public  Law  88-210. 

These  seven  approved  projects 
have  received  S342.249  in  allocated 
funds.  Additional  District  applica- 
tions will  be  considered  by  Sacra- 
mento in  late  December  when  an 
additional  S2.000.000  of  the  State's 
original  7  million  dollar  share  will 
be  distributed  to  approved  projects 
throughout  the  State. 

Dr.  Edward  D.  Goldman,  Assist- 
ant Superintendent  for  Adult  and 
Vocational  Education,  is  in  charge 
of  District  coordination  of  the  pro- 
jects shown  on  the  chart.  Mr.  Mil- 
ton Reiterman,  District  Supervisor 
of  Occupational  Preparation,  will 
serve  in  each  case  as  project  co- 
ordinator, however.

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Sabbatial  leave  Court  visit  is  final  phase  of  profile 

opinions  given 

For  the  benefit  of  teachers  and 
administrators  of  the  District  the 
following  two  cases  pertaining  to 
sabbatical  leave  are  listed  and  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  Irving  G.  Breyer, 
Legal  Adviser  of  the  District,  fol- 
lows. 

The  opinion  below  appeared  in 
the  Agenda  for  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  December  1,  1964  at  the 
request  of  Dr.  Ward  Nichols,  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator.  All  sabbatical 
leave  applications  go  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Office,  135  Van  Ness. 

Case  No.  1  —  Teacher  A  has 
been  granted  sabbatical  leave  for 
the  school  year  1964-65  and  during 
the  Fall  semester  because  of  ill 
health,  injury,  or  dissatisfaction 
with  the  sabbatical  leave  program 
she  decided  that  she  does  not  desire 
to  complete  the  second  semester  of 
leave,  (a)  May  the  teacher  be  per- 
mitted to  abridge  her  leave  to  the 
end  of  the  first  semester  and  re- 
turn to  duty  without  penalty?  (b) 
If  the  answer  to  the  preceding 
question  is  in  the  affirmative,  does 
the  teacher  then  become  entitled 
to  her  full  salary  for  the  one  se- 
mester during  which  she  was  on 
leave  of  absence? 

Case  No.  %  —  Teacher  B  applies 
for  and  is  granted  one  semester  of 
a  'split'  sabbatical  leave  and  car- 
ries out  the  program  which  she 
submitted.  During  this  period  she 
was  paid  at  the  rate  of  60%  of  her 
normal  salary  as  would  be  done  for 
any  sabbatical  leave  granted  for 
the  period  of  a  full  year.  Subse- 
quently Teacher  B  decides  that 
circumstances  are  such  that  she 
does  not  desire  or  cannot  take  the 
second  half  of  the  'split'  sabbatical 
leave  and  fails  to  apply  for  it  with- 
in the  three-year  limitation  estab- 
lished by  the  Education  Code,  (a) 
Is  Teacher  B  is  to  be  penalized  in 
any  way  for  her  failure  to  complete 
the  second  half  of  the  sabbatical 
leave?  (b)  Not  having  taken  ad- 
vantage of  the  second  half  of  the 
sabbatical  leave,  does  Teacher  B 
now  become  entitled  to  full  pay 
during  the  period  of  the  leave 
taken? 
Opinion 

The  following  basic  principles  governing 
sabbatical  leave  are  applicable  to  the  situa- 
tions under  discussion: 

(1)  A  teacher  has  three  alternate  plans  in 
applying  for  sabbatical  leave: 

(a)  one  semester  at  full  salary 

(b)  one  year  at  60%  salary 

(c)  one  year  at  60%  salary  with  the  second 
semester  of  such  leave  to  be  taken  and  com- 
pleted within  three  years  of  the  granting  of 
the  first  semester  of  such  leave. 

(2)  The  granting  of  the  application  by  the 
governing  board  determines  which  of  the 
above-mentioned    plans    is    applicable    to    the

teacher    and    cannot    be    changed    when    the 
person  has  already  commenced  her  leave. 

(3)  A  teacher  who  is  unable  to  fulfill  her 
sabbatical  leave  obligations  because  of  illness 
or  injury  is  entitled  to  be  released  from  her 
obligations  without  penalty.  The  procedure 
which  has  been  followed  is  to  abridge  the 
sabbatical  leave  and  pay  the  employee  under 
the  s!ck  leave  provisions  of  the  Education 
Code  and  board  provisions. 

(4)  Dissatisfaction  with  the  program  by 
the  employee  after  commencement  of  the 
leave  would  not  be  a  proper  ground  for 
terminating  the  leave  and  allowing  the  em- 
ployee to  retain  the  compensation  which  has 
been  advanced  to  her.  It  should  be  kept  in 
mind  that  salary  paid  during  sabbatical  leave 
is  merely  an  advance  which  is  not  earned 
until  the  employee  fulfills  all  of  the  obliga- 
tions of  such  leave  as  provided  under  Section 
13460  Education  Code. 

In  applying  the  above  principles  to  Teacher 
A  is  in  my  opinion  that  if  she  abridges  her 
leave  because  of  illness  or  injury  she  is  en- 
titled to  retain  the  salary  paid  her  which  is 
60%  of  her  yearly  salary  and  not  100%  inas- 
much as  her  application  was  granted  for  one 
year  and  not  for  one  semester. 

However,  if  for  any  reason  other  than  ill- 
ness or  injury  she  dees  not  fulfill  her  sabbiti- 
cal  leave  obligations  then  she  must  return  the 
compensation  advanced  her. 

In  replying  to  your  inquiry  concerning 
Teacher  B  it  is  my  opinion  that  having  ap- 
plied for  and  been  granted  a  leave  for  one 
year  (although  on  a  "split"  basis)  she  must 
fulfill  the  full  obligations  unless  prevented  by 
illness  or  injury  or  return  the  compensation 
which  has  been  advanced  to  her.

Work  experience 
program  provides 
job  experience 

The  age-old  problem  of  youth  — 
"How  to  get  job  experience  when 
experience  is  needed  to  get  work" 
—  is  being  solved  through  the  Dis- 
trict's Work  Experience  Program. 
The  approach  is  to  coordinate  the 
efforts  of  the  school's  placement 
agency,  business,  industry  and  la- 
bor in  order  to  provide  job  training 
for  youth. 
Work  Experience  for  Youth 

One  effective  way  of  making  the 
transition  between  school  and  a  job 
is  to  provide  ,  young  people  with 
actual  experience  in  a  world  of 
work  while  they  are  in  high  school. 
Such  a  community  program  gives 
youth  the  opportunity  to  relate 
themselves  to  the  economy  while 
making  a  personal  contribution  for 
pay  in  business  and  industry.  The 
San  Francisco  District  experience 
is  that  students  who  have  the  op- 
portunity for  work  experience 
while  in  high  school  become  better 
employees  as  a  result  of  their  ac- 
tual on-the-job  experience. 

Eighty  percent  of  those  students 
who  enter  the  work  field  upon 
graduation  go  to  work  for  em- 
ployers whom  they  worked  for  on  a 
part-time  basis  while  still  attend- 
ing high  school. 

Work  experience  programs  in 
San  Francisco  are  planned  cooper- 
atively by  representatives  of  the 
school,  the  community,  the  Cali- 
fornia Department  of  Employment, 
and  community  business  and  labor 
leaders.  They  are  of  several  types. 
Job  Programs 

The  following  program  descrip- 
tions are  not  intended  to  be  comp- 
rehensive, but  rather  to  give  ex- 
amples of  how  San  Francisco  has 
mobilized  community  resources  to 
help  youth  enter  the  world  of  work. 

Type  1  —  Student  Volunteer, 
Unpaid  Community  Service  —  This 
work  experience  affords  many  stu- 
dents the  opportunity  to  develop 
work  skills  and  habits  and  at  the 
same  time  experience  a  satisfac- 
tion of  helping  others.  Students 
serve  in  centers  for  children,  youth, 
the  handicapped  and  the  aged,  hos- 
pitals, and  offices  of  non-profit  or- 
ganizations. They  work  at  such 
tasks  as  assistants  to  nurses,  occu- 
pational therapists,  general  clerks, 
laboratory  assistants,  messengers, 
drivers,  swimming  aides,  social 
service  receptionists,  etc.  Last 
summer  293  students  were  placed 
through  the  Volunteer  Bureau  of 
San  Francisco.

Type  2  —  Out-of-School,  Paid 
General  Work  Experience  Educa- 
tion —  General  Work  Experience 
Education  is  a  program  designed 
to  give  youth  experience  in  part- 
time  employment  performed  dur- 
ing school  hours  or  after  school, 
with  school  supervision  and  school 
credit  for  work  successfully  ac- 
complished. This  gives  the  student 
experience  in  "real"  work  which 
meets  "real"  standards.  570  stu- 
dents per  year  enroll  in  this  pro- 
gram. 

Type  3  —  Paid  Distributive  Edu- 
cation Coop  Program  Subsidized 
from  Federal  Vocation  Education 
Funds  —  The  basis  for  Distributive 
Education  Funds  was  made  possi- 
ble through  the  original  Smith- 
Hughes  Vocational  Education  Act 
which  was  approved  in  1917  and  is 
still  in  effect.  The  objective  of  this 
Act  is  to  provide  education  to  pre- 
pare persons  for  useful  employ- 
ment. 

The  occupations  in  which  stu- 
dents may  work  under  the  dis- 
tributive education  plan  are  limit- 
ed to  those  positions  connected 
with  the  distribution  of  goods  and 
services  to  consumers,  retailers, 
jobbers,  wholesalers,  and  others. 
Such  jobs  as  window  trimming, 
advertising,  retail  selling,  service 
station  operation,  laundry  or  bak- 
ery routes,  insurance  and  many 
similar  categories  are  included  in 
the  distributive  occupations  pro- 
gram. 

Distributive  Education  is  offered 
in  five  District  high  schools.  One 
teacher  is  provided  in  each  school, 
their  programs  being  similar — sales 
classes  in  the  morning  with  the 
afternoon  free  for  coordination  of 
the  student  work  with  business 
firms.  The  program  provides  part- 
time  on-the-job  experience  for  stu- 
dents in  the  distributive  education 
field.  Each  year  approximately  160 
students  receive  this  on-the-job 
supervision,  and  another  360  stu- 
dents receive  preparation  in  the 
classroom. 

Type  4  —  Continuation  Educa- 
tion Program  —  This  program  is 
available  for  students  16-18  years 
of  age  who  find  it  necessary  to  seek 
full-time  employment.  Assignment 
to  Samuel  Gompers  High  School 
provides  opportunity  for  a  four 
hour  per  week  school  attendance. 
This  program  enables  many  poten- 
tial drop-outs  to  continue  their 
schooling  and  meet  their  job  re- 
quirements. The  number  of  work- 
ing students  in  this  program  last 
year  was  208.

Type  5  —  After-school,  Saturday 
and  Vacation  Employment — There 
are  many  students  employed  after 
school  and  on  Saturday.  From  July 
1964  through  November  1964,  1,178 
work  permits  were  issued  through 
the  Bureau  of  Attendance  to 
minors  working  in  San  Francisco. 

The  program  is  administered  by 
the  Department  of  Child  Welfare 
and  cordinated  through  the  Assist- 
ant Superintendent  for  High 
Schools,  and  the  Supervisor  of  Oc- 
cupational Preparation. 
School  Placement  Services 

In  recognition  of  the  job  needs 
of  youth,  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  and  the  Youth  and 
Student  Office,  California  Depart- 
ment of  Employment,  have  direct- 
ed efforts  toward  a  coordinated 
community  approach  to  job  place- 
ment. Three  teachers  who  are  on 
the  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  District,  and  three  em- 
ployment counselors  serve  on  the 
combined  School  Placement  pro- 
ject. Each  of  the  employment 
counselors  spends  part  of  his  week 
in  the  Youth  and  Student  Office, 
where  he  is  kept  informed  of  cur- 
rent labor  market  conditions.  In 
addition,  he  has  access  to  profes- 
sional literature  in  the  field  of  em- 
ployment and  receives  realistic  in- 
formation on  job  requirements  and 
duties.  Morning  staff  meetings, 
field  visits  and  observations  of  stu- 
dents working  on  part-time  jobs 
for  school  credit  provide  additional 
opportunity  for  in-service  training 
and  exchange  of  information.  The 
balance  of  the  counselor's  time  is 
spent  in  the  schools  where,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  placement  of  students 
on  part  -  time,  work  -  experience, 
summer  and  full-time  jobs,  he  is 
available  as  "consultant"  to  teach- 
ers and  students  who  wish  informa- 
tion on  occupations  or  long-range 
employment  trends  and  opportuni- 
ties. Approximately  38%  of  the 
activity  of  the  Youth  and  Student 
Office  is  carried  on  in  the  public 
schools.  Since  the  program  started 
in  April  1943,  of  142,000  place- 
ments, 53,000  were  made  directly 
in  the  schools.  Last  year  1,000 
placements  were  made  by  the 
Youth  and  Student  Office.

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New  changes 
in  sabbatical 
leave  regulation 

After  a  meeting  of  Dr.  Ward  M. 
Nichols,  Coordinator  of  Personnel, 
with  a  committee  of  Central  Office 
staff  personnel,  and  following  a  re- 
view by  representatives  of  profes- 
sional organizations,  the  following 
changes  in  Administrative  Regula- 
tion R  4155  governing  sabbatical 
leaves  were  recommended  to  and 
approved  by  the  Superintendent. 

They  will  be  incorporated  into 
the  official  Administrative  Regula- 
tions of  the  District  in  the  near  fu- 
ture by  the  Legal  Adviser,  Mr.  Irv- 
ing Breyer. 

Copies  of  the  Administrative 
Regulations  are  available  in  each 
school  in  the  principal's  office. 

Administrators  and  teachers 
should  note  carefully  paragraphs 
2a  and  4d  below  which  are  impor- 
tant changes  in  Administrative 
Regulation  R  4155  on  Sabbatical 
Leaves. 

SABBATICAL  LEAVE  REGULATIONS 
2.  Extent  and  Distribution  of  Leaves 

a.  The  number  of  certificated  employees 
absent  on  sabbatical  leave  DURING  ANY 
SCHOOL  YEAR  shall  not  exceed  two  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  certificated  em- 
ployees, NOR  SHALL  MORE  THAN  ONE- 
HALF  OF  SUCH  GRANTS  BE  ALLOTTED 
TO  A  SINGLE  SEMESTER,  EXCEPT  AS 
MODIFIED  IN  SUB-PARAGRAPH  2(e)  OF 
THIS  REGULATION.  NO  LIMITATION 
BY  INSTRUCTIONAL  DIVISION  IS  RE- 
QUIRED. 

b.  Not  more  than  one  sabbatical  leave  for 
each  fifteen  employees,  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  may  be  allowed  in  any  one  school, 
nor  shall  more  than  one  such  leave  be 
granted  to  administrative/supervisory  em- 
ployees for  each  fifteen  such  employees,  or 
major  fraction  thereof. 

c.  Those  applicants  who  are  requesting  the 
second  half  of  a  split  sabbatical  leave  must 
be  granted  precedence  in  the  granting  of 
leaves,  inasmuch  as  a  commitment  was  made 
to  them  at  the  time  the  first  half  of  the  leave 
was  approved. 

d.  The  remaining  applicants,  all  of  whom 
have  been  declared  meritorious  by  their  su- 
pervisors, shall  then  be  placed  in  rank  order 
on  a  s'ngle  list  according  to  the  length  of 
time  since  the  termination  of  any  previous 
sabbatical  leave  or,  if  no  previous  sabbatical 
leave  has  been  granted,  in  order  of  the  length 
of  time  since  the  beginning  of  probation.  In- 
asmuch as  one  year  of  long-term  substitute 
service  immediately  preceding  probationary 
appointment  may  be  included  as  part  of  the 
probationary  period,  it  is  understood  that 
such  year  of  service  shall  be  included  in  es- 
tablishing relative  precedence.  Additional 
years  of  long-term  substitute  service  immedi- 
ately preceding  probationary  appointment 
will  be  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  qualifying 
years  of  service  in  applying  for  sabbatical 
leave,  but  not  in  establishing  precedence. 

e.  In  the  event  the  cut-off  point  falls 
among  two  or  more  applicants,  each  of  whom 
has  equal  precedence,  all  of  such  group  shall 
be  approved. 

Under  the  present  situation,  and 
excepting  for  illness  or  injury,  a 
grantee  who  terminates  his  sabbat-

ical  leave  at  the  end  of  the  first 
semester  of  such  leave,  or  who 
fails  to  take  the  second  half  of  a 
split  sabbatical,  will  be  obliged  to 
repay  his  entire  sabbatical  leave 
salary  even  though  he  has  fully 
discharged  his  obligation  to  the 
date  of  termination.  In  the  belief 
that  there  are  justifiable  circum- 
stances, other  than  the  illness  or 
injury  of  the  grantee,  for  terminat- 
ing a  sabbatical  leave  at  such  a 
time  without  penalty,  the  following 
amendment  of  paragraph  four  is 
suggested : 

SABBATICAL  LEAVE  REGULATIONS 

(contd.) 

4.  Sabbatical  Leave  Applications 

a.  Applications  must  be  submitted  lor  ap- 
proval to  the  principal  of  the  school  in  which 
the  applicant  is  serving.  When  the  applicant's 
services  have  been  very  satisfactory  AND 
THE  PROPOSED  PROGRAM  IS  ACCEPT- 
ABLE, the  princ  pal  will  then  recommend 
approval  on  prepared  forms  and  forward  such 
application  and  his  recommendation  to  the 
assistant  superintendent  in  charge  of  his 
division  for  recommendation  and  forwarding 
to  the  Personnel  Division  pr'or  to  October  1 
or  March  1  of  the  semester  preceding  that  in 
which  the  leave  is  desired.  Applications  filed 
after  such  deadline  may  be  honored  if,  in  the 
Superintendent's  judgment,  circumstances 
justify. 

b.  Sabbatical  leaves  will  be  granted  for  one 
semester  or  for  one  year;  and  shall  begin 
with  the  opening  of  the  semester  only,  unless 
Superintendent  recommends  otherwise  for  the 
good  of  the  school  district. 

c.  If  a  split  sabbatical  leave  is  desired,  it 
must  be  requested  at  the  time  of  application 
for  the  first  semester  of  such  leave.  The  pro- 
gram of  travel  or  study  for  the  second  semes- 
ter of  such  leave  shall  be  included  in  the 
application  for  the  second  semester  of  leave. 

d.  SABBATICAL  LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE 
SHALL  NOT  BE  ABRIDGED,  EXCEPT 
FOR  ILLNESS  OR  INJURY,  DURING 
THE  COURSE  OF  ANY  SEMESTER,  UN- 
DER PENALTY  OF  LOSS  OF  SABBATI- 
CAL LEAVE  SALARY.  PETITION  TO 
ABRIDGE  A  SABBATICAL  LEAVE  AT 
THE  END  OF  THE  FIRST  SEMESTER 
OF  LEAVE,  OR  TO  CANCEL  THE  SEC- 
OND HALF  OF  A  SPLIT  SABBATICAL 
LEAVE,  MAY  BE  SUBMITTED  FOR  CON- 
SIDERATION BY  A  COMMITTEE  WHICH 
SHALL  INCLUDE  THE  ADMINISTRA- 
TORS RECOMMENDING  THE  ORIGINAL 
GRANT.  IF  THE  GRANTEE  HAS  COM- 
PLETED. TO  THE  SATISFACTION  OF 
THIS  COMMITTEE,  ONE-HALF  THE  RE- 
QUIREMENTS OF  THE  ONE-YEAR 
GRANT,  OR  THE  TOTAL  REQUIRE- 
MENTS FOR  THE  FIRST  HALF  OF  A 
SPLIT  SABBATICAL  GRANT,  AND  IF

Each  participant  will  receive 
$300  for  the  four-week  period,  plus 
$60  for  each  dependent  to  a  maxi- 
mum of  four.  A  dependent  is  de- 
fined in  the  same  way  as  for  in- 
come tax  purposes  and  not  need 
accompany  the  participant  to  the 
Institute.  Travel  allowance  to  a 
maximum  of  $100  for  each  partici- 
pant is  also  provided.  (There  is  no 
tuition  charge.) 

Lodgings  and  Meals 

Participants  will  be  housed  in 
college  dormitories  where  there 
are  accommodations  for  individu- 
als, for  married  couples,  and  for  a 
limited  number  of  families  with 
children.  Meals  will  be  served  cafe- 
teria style.  The  total  charge  for 
lodging  and  meals  for  the  four- 
week  period,  July  1  -  July  31,  will 
be  $170  per  person.  A  few  families 
may  be  able  to  secure  accommoda- 
tions outside  the  dormitories.

New  in-service 
spring  courses 
announced 

A  list  of  the  in-service  courses 
which  will  be  available  to  teachers 
of  the  District  during  the  Spring 
semester  of  1965  has  been  compiled 
by  Dr.  Lester  Steig,  salary  coord- 
inator of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District. 

All  regularly  employed  San  Fran- 
cisco teachers  are  required,  by 
Board  of  Education  policy,  to  satis- 
factorily complete  six  semester 
units  of  acceptable  work  in  order 
to  advance  from  one  salary  "incre- 
ment block"  to  another. 

Teachers  in  San  Francisco  Pub- 
lic Schools  have  abundant  oppor- 
tunities for  further  studies,  how- 
ever, because  of  the  District-spon- 
sored In-service  Training  Program ; 
and  the  late  afternoon,  evening 
and  week-end  courses  provided  by 
many  Bay  Area  institutions  of 
higher  learning. 
In-service  program 

Teachers  of  the  District  will  have 
the  benefit  of  over  500  university 
and  college  courses  plus  non-col- 
lege in-service  courses  offered  by 
the  SFUSD  during  the  Spring 
term. 

These  courses  are  designed  with 
the  viewpoint  of  furnishing  teach- 
ers and  administrators  with  the 
newest  techniques  and  information 
in  various  subject  areas. 

Increment  and  clasiflcation  cred- 
its are  given  for  in-service  courses 
satisfactorily  completed. 

Prior  to  starting  the  in-service 
course  or  any  other  college  or  uni- 
versity course  for  a  salary  credit, 
the  teacher  should  file  an  "applica- 
tion for  approval"  form  with  Dr.

Teachers  on  Classification  II 
should  complete  six  units  during  a 
four  year  period. 

Teachers  on  Classification  III 
have  five  complete  school  years  to 
complete  six  units. 

Failing  to  complete  the  required 
units  in  the  allotted  time  will  cause 
the  teacher  to  lose  the  normal  sal- 
ary increments  until  such  unit  re- 
quirements have  been  fulfilled.

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Bicycles  must 
be  licensed 


All  San  Francisco  youngsters  and 
especially  their  parents  are  re- 
minded that  an  ordinance  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
requires  that  all  bicycles  with  a 
wheel  diameter  of  more  than  twen- 
ty inches  must  have  a  bicycle  li- 
cense. 

Registration  dates  for  bicycle  li- 
censes and  licenses  began  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1965  and  may  be  secured 
through  the  License  Bureau,  Room 
105,  City  Hall,  any  week  day  be- 
tween the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  5 
p.m.  The  license  fee  is  fifty  cents 
(.501  per  calendar  year.  If  so  de- 
sired, application  forms  may  be 
secured  from  the  Police  Juvenile 
Bureau  and  mailed  to  the  Tax  Col- 
lector together  with  the  fee. 

Hundreds  of  bicycles  are  stolen 
each  year  and  recovered  by  the 
department  but  they  are  unable  to 
return  them  to  the  proper  owners 
because  they  do  not  have  a  means 
of  determining  ownership. 

Serial  numbers  usually  are  lo- 
cated on  the  main  frame  of  the 
bicycle.

The  Police  Juvenile  Bureau  urges 
all  parents  to  educate  their  young- 
sters in  the  proper  care  and  pro- 
tection of  their  property,  as  it  is  of 
great  concern  to  the  department 
for  the  apparent  lack  of  simple  pre- 
caution on  the  part  of  bicycle  own- 
ers, both  young  and  old.  Figures  of 
the  past  years  reveal  that  a  great 
majority  of  bicycle  thefts  occur  at 
the  residence  or  public  parks  and 
playgrounds  when  left  unattended 
and  unprotected.

tion  or  certification  of  the  birth 
registration  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  may  be  used.  The 
method  of  verification  should  be 
indicated  by  initials  of  person  en- 
rolling pupils. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  May  2,  I960 
(4  years  and  9  months).  All  en- 
trants into  the  first  grade  must  be 
born  not  later  than  May  2,  1959 
( 5  years  and  9  months ) . 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  Child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of  a 
school.  Therefore,  no  child  may  be 
admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without  ac- 
ceptable verification  as  noted 
above. 

Left  Without  Transfers

Barney  Fletcher,  Isaac  Flood,  Jere- 
miah B.  Sanderson,  Grafton  T. 
Brown,  Jacob  Dodson  and  Japes 
P.  Beckwourth  have  not  received 
the  recognition  they  deserve  for 
their  important  contributions  to 
California  history." 

In  an  era  of  intense  civil  rights 
activity  it  is  sometimes  forgotten 
that  three  major  Negro  civil  rights 
conventions  were  held  in  Sacra- 
mento during  the  1855-65  period.

Social  change 
course  taken  by 
1000  teachers 

The  Human  Relations  In-Service 
Course,  "Social  Change:  Implica- 
tion for  Teaching  and  Learning," 
was  initiated  in  the  Spring  term, 
1964.  During  that  time  the  course 
has  been  taken,  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  by  more  than  1000  teachers 
and  administrators. 

At  the  outset  the  subject  matter 
content  of  the  course  was  depend- 
ent on  the  knowledge  and  creativ- 
ity of  the  instructors,  the  interest 
of  the  enrollees,  and  current  hu- 
man relations  events.  At  present, 
in  addition  to  the  above  subject 
matter  content,  the  course  has 
available  to  enrollees  more  than 
70,000  feet  of  taped  lectures,  panel 
discussions,  and  question  -  answer 
sessions  of  previous  meetings.  In 
addition,  more  than  50,000  words 
from  taped  recordings  are  being 
transcribed  for  use  by  course  par- 
ticipants. 

Future  plans 

At  a  later  date  this  material  will 
be  organized  into  Part  I  and  Part 
II,  thus  enabling  interested  teach- 
ers to  secure  four  units  in  Human 
Relations  courses  rather  than  the 
present  two. 

The  course  for  this  term  promises 
to  maintain  its  high  interest  and 
value  levels  inasmuch  as  the  con- 
tinuous service  of  two  highly 
competent  instructors,  Dr.  Staten 
Webster,  Education  Department, 
University  of  California,  Berkeley, 
and  Mr.  Seaton  Manning,  Social 
Science  Department,  San  Fran- 
cisco State  College,  as  well  as  the 
same  group  leaders  for  small  dis- 
cussion groups,  are  available.

Drop-out  toll 

Unemployment  rates  among 
school  drop-outs  is  almost  three 
times  higher  than  that  of  the  total 
labor  force,  says  the  National  In- 
dustrial Conference  Board.

New  Job  Corps 
center  to  start 
soon  at  Parks 

Camp  Parks,  near  Pleasanton  in 
Alameda  County,  will  be  the  site  of 
California's  first  "Job  Corps  Train- 
ing Center"  organized  under  the 
Anti-poverty  program,  according 
to  Sargent  Shriver,  program  direc- 
tor. 

The  center  will  be  operated  un- 
der a  two-year  contract  by  Litton 
Industries  in  cooperation  with  the 
University  of  California  and  will 
house  2000  enrollees  by  late  1966. 
The  camp  director  will  be  Dr.  S. 
Stephen  Uslan. 
Job  Corps  Facts 

The  Job  Corps  is  a  national  vol- 
untary program  that  will  give  poor 
youngsters  a  new  chance  to  help 
themselves. 

Young  people  from  the  ages  of 
16  through  21  who  are  largely  un- 
employable because  they  lack  edu- 
cation and  job  skills  to  move  ahead 
will  be  placed  in  Job  Corps  Centers 
where  they  can  develop  skills  and 
self-confidence.  The  youngsters  are 
to  be  carefully  screened  and  must 
be  willing  to  work  hard  to  improve 
themselves. 

The  purpose  is  to  enable  young- 
sters to  obtain  and  keep  jobs  in 
which  they  can  advance,  return  to 
school,  or  join  the  military  service. 

The  Job  Corps  is  aimed  specific- 
ally at  one  million  young  people 
who  have  not  completed  secondary 
education,  who  have  been  unable 
to  find  a  satisfactory  job,  and 
whose  reading  and  arithmetic  skills 
range  from  the  4th  to  the  7th  grade 
levels.  Some  high  school  graduates 
will  be  enrolled  in  exceptional 
cases. 
The  Corpsmen 

About  40,000  young  men  and 
women,  from  all  sections  of  Ameri- 
ca, can  be  enrolled  in  the  first  year, 
and  100,000  in  the  second  year. 
They  will  come  from  rural  and  ur- 
ban areas.  They  will  include  mem- 
bers of  different  religious,  racial 
and  ethnic  groups.  Criminals,  ad- 
dicts, and  others  with  serious  emo- 
tional or  psychological  disorders 
will  not  be  eligible  for  the  Job 
Corps. 

To  be  enrolled  in  the  Job  Corps, 
they  must  show  promise  of  success 
and  must  want  to  join.  Their  read- 
ing and  other  needs  will  be  diag- 
nosed on  an  individual  basis.  Each 
will  be  assigned,  insofar  as  possi- 
ble, to  training  that  fits  his  inter-

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Gifted  Program  principles  are  reviewed 


On  November  19,  1963,  Dr. 
Spears,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
presented  a  report  to  the  Board  of 
Education  on  "San  Francisco  Pro- 
grams for  Students  of  High  Mental 
Ability",  under  the  heading  "Prin- 
ciples underlying  programs  for 
students  of  high  ability". 

The  report  cites  the  principles 
listed  below  as  basic  in  conducting 
programs  for  students  of  high 
ability : 

1.  The  aim  of  special  programs 
for  high-ability  students  is  to  pro- 
vide challenging  educational  ex- 
periences that  are  appropriate  to 
the  mental  capacity  of  each  indi- 
vidual student. 

2.  The  regular  school  program 
for  all  students  should  not  be  cur- 
tailed in  any  way  as  a  result  of 
special  attention  to  students  of 
high  ability. 

3.  School  marks  given  superior 
students  in  a  special  program  are 
to  be  determined  in  reference  to 
the  general  school  population  pre- 
paring to  attend  college,  not  in  ref- 
erence to  the  highly  selected  group 


in  the  program.  Marks  earned  in 
the  secondary  school  have  major 
importance  in  college  admission 
and  in  the  awarding  of  scholar- 
ships; hence,  in  fairness  to  the 
superior  student,  he  must  be  able 
to  earn  marks  in  a  special  program 
that  are  as  high  as  those  he  could 
earn  in  a  regular  college  prepara- 
tory class. 

4.  Differences  between  the  regu- 
lar instructional  program  and  any 
program  for  superior  students 
should  be  in  terms  of  depth  and 
richness,  not  mere  quantity  of 
work.  Assignments  should  demand 
greater  insight  and  keener  analysis 
on  the  part  of  the  student,  rather 
than  requiring  him  to  cover  more 
pages  or  work  more  problems. 

5.  Although  programs  for  super- 
ior students  usually  fall  within  the 
pattern  of  normal  school  opera- 
tion, school  faculties  are  encour- 
aged to  use  initiative  in  developing 
special  programs  that  may  depart 
radically  from  established  admin- 
istrative and  curriculum  proced- 
ures. 


Electronic  watch  repair  classes  at  John  O'Connell  open  now 


New  electronic  watches,  which 
keep  time  by  counting  the  vibra- 
tions of  a  power-driven  tuning  fork, 
have  wheels  as  small  as  a  pinhead, 
with  teeth  that  cannot  be  seen 
without  the  aid  of  a  microscope. 
These  timepieces  are  so  accurate 
that  selected  movements  are  used 
to  throw  switches  in  satellites  after 
a  time  lapse  of  many  months  or 
years,  operating  within  a  second  or 
two  of  the  predetermined  moment 
of  time. 


Such  dependability  is  causing 
these  timepieces  to  replace  conven- 
tional watches  on  the  wrists  of  the 
consuming  public  at  such  a  rate 
that  suddenly  every  watch  repair- 
man is  faced  with  the  urgency  of 
learning  new  techniques  and  skills.

Journeymen  watch  repairmen 
are  forming  large  waiting  lists  for 
the  classes  being  held  at  the  John 
A.  O'Connell  Evening  School.  Those

fortunate  enough  to  get  into  the 
first  class  are  now  learning  to  make 
adjustments  under  a  microscope, 
adjustments  so  fine  that  they  make 
repair  of  conventional  watches 
with  only  the  aid  of  a  watchmaker's 
loupe  seem,  by  comparison,  very 
coarse. 

Watch  repair  day  classes 

Students  who  complete  the  watch 
repair  class  at  the  John  O'Connell 
Vocational  High  School  and  Tech- 
nical Institute  will  have  learned  to 
do  every  job  that  a  journeyman 
watchmaker  is  expected  to  do  and 
the  student  who  earns  high  grades 
can  turn  out  journeyman-quality 
work.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  a 
certificate  of  completion  is  recog- 
nized by  the  American  Watch- 
makers' Institute,  the  Watchmak- 
ers of  Switzerland,  states  that 
license  watchmakers,  and  many 
watch  manufacturers. 

The  student  who  passes  the 
course  with  high  marks,  makes  a 
good  appearance,  and  has  the  abil- 
ity will  find  many  opportunities  to 
learn  the  jewelry  business.  Such 
students  have  been  very  successful 
in  building  their  own  businesses 
from  small  beginnings. 

However,  it  should  be  noted, 
physical  handicaps  that  might 
make  other  pursuits  impractical  or 
impossible  to  follow  may  not  stand 
in  the  way  of  success  for  the  watch 
repairman. 
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ests    and   aptitudes.   The    enrollee 
and  an  experienced  counselor  will 
decide  together  what  kind  of  Job 
Corps  Center  he  should  enter. 

Types  of  Centers 

Centers  in  rural  areas  composed 
of  100  to  200  corpsmen  will  per- 
form long  -  needed  conservation 
work  on  the  nation's  forests,  parks, 
and  natural  resources.  The  young- 
sters will  work  in  small  groups  un- 
der the  supervision  of  experienced 
members  of  the  Forest  Service, 
National  Park  Serivce,  Bureau  of 
Indian  Affairs,  and  the  Bureaus  of 
Land  Management,  Reclamation, 
and  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife. 

The  Office  of  Economic  Oppor- 
tunity plans  to  open  150  rural  cen- 
ters. A  large  portion  of  the  centers 
will  be  located  in  the  western  half 
of  the  country  because  much  of  the 
federal  land  is  there. 

For  every  100  corpsmen,  there 
will  be  a  staff  of  21  professional 
and  administrative  personnel,  in- 
cluding VISTA  volunteers.  The  Job 
Corps  and  the  Departments  of  Ag- 
ric  Ulure  and  Interior  are  responsi- 
ble for  operation  of  the  camps.  The 
trainees  themselves  will  handle 
most  of  the  administration  and 
maintenance,  and  will  take  part  in 
setting  rules  and  regulations. 
.  Other  Job  Corps  Centers  of  1,000 
to  2,000  corpsmen  will  be  housed  in 
unused  miltary  and  other  govern- 
ment facilities  near  urban  areas 
(such  as  Camp  Parks).  These  cen- 
ters will  offer  more  intensive  and 
more  specialized  vocational  train- 
ing. 

Among  the  occupations  for  which 
youngsters  are  expected  to  be 
trained  are  office  machine  operator; 
shipping;  accounting  and  file  clerk; 
data  processing  machine  operator; 
sales  clerk;  hospital  orderly;  wait- 
er, cook,  and  counter  worker;  cus- 
todial-maintenance jobs;  farm  e- 
quipment  operator;  appliance  and 
automotive  repairman;  laundry  and 
dry  cleaning  work;  meat  cutters; 
machine  tool  operators:  and  so  on. 
Skills  taught  will  vary  from  one 
center  to  the  next.  Some  centers 
will  specialize  in  certain  occupa- 
tional categories. 

Centers  for  Women 

The  women's  program  will  be 
similar  to  the  Job  Corps  Center 
program  for  men.  In  addition  to 
basic  education,  vocational  train- 
ing, and  work  experience,  young 
women  will  be  trained  in  family  re- 
sponsibilities. They  will  be  taught 
how  to  establish  a  stable  home  at- 
mosphere and  to  rear  emotionally

Selection  of  Corpsmen 

The  recruiting  of  Job  Corpsmen 
will  depend  largely  on  referrals  by 
interested  individuals  and  agencies. 
U.S.  Employment  Service  offices, 
churches,  schools,  settlement 
houses,  public  and  private  welfare 
agencies,  boys'  clubs,  selective 
service  boards,  and  others  will  as- 
sist in  the  selection  process. 
Job  Placement 

Congress  has  authorized  that 
Corpsmen  may  spend  a  maximum 
of  two  years  in  the  Job  Corps. 
However,  the  average  corpsman  or 
woman  will  spend  about  a  year  in 
the  corps.  The  corps  cannot  guar- 
antee a  job,  but  employment 
chances  will  be  greatly  increased. 
The  placement  effort  begins  at  the 
time  an  enrollee  enters  the  corps. 
The  Job  Corps  works  closely  with 
industry  and  private  agencies  to 
develop  job  opportunities  specific- 
ally for  corps  graduates. 
Allowances  and  Services 

Congress  has  authorized  that 
corps  members  be  paid  a  "terminal 
allowance"  of  $50  for  every  month 
they  have  spent  in  the  corps.  Up  to 
$25  of  this  amount  may  be  alloted 
to  a  dependent,  and  the  govern- 
ment will  match  such  allotments 
with  an  equal  amount.  The  trainee 
will  receive  daily  pocket  money

Credential  fee 
is  raised  to  $10 

Effective  March  1,  1965  the  cre- 
dential fee  will  be  raised  from  $8  to 
$10.  This  $10  fee  will  be  required 
with  each  application  for  a  creden- 
tial or  child  care  permit  postmark- 
ed March  1  or  later.  Applications 
date-stamped  by  a  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  office  or  post- 
marked prior  to  March  1  will  be 
accepted  with  an  $8  fee.  Only 
course  work  and  experience  com- 
pleted prior  to  March  1,  1965  will 
be  evaluated  in  such  cases. 

The  $10  fee  is  applicable  if  course 
work  or  experience  completed  after 
March  1,  1965  is  to  be  evaluated. 

The  $10  credential  fee  has  been 
adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation with  the  understanding 
that  additional  staff  will  be  em- 
ployed in  the  Certification  Office.

Summer  school 
plans  approved 
by  board 

Summer  school  services  were 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion at  its  meeting  on  Tuesday, 
February  23,  1965. 

This  coming  summer  there  will 
be  classes  at  City  College;  high 
school  classes  will  be  housed  in 
Balboa  High  School  and  George 
Washington  High  School;  and  ele- 
mentary-junior high  school  classes 
in  the  following  locations,  Fran- 
cisco, Herbert  Hoover,  and  Luther 
Burbank  Junior  Highs  and  Anza, 
Bret  Harte,  Frank  McCoppin,  Jean 
Parker,  Le  Conte,  Sheridan,  Sun- 
nyside,  and  Ulloa  Elementary 
Schools. 

In  addition,  summer  service  will 
be  provided  in  Adult  schools,  Sun- 
shine School,  hospitals  and  wards 
of  the  Juevnile  Court,  Child  Guid- 
ance and  Student  Placement  Serv- 
ice and  homebound  children. 

The  summer  high  school  is  basic- 
ally established  to  provide  students 
with  an  opportunity  to  make  up 
deficiencies  or  to  accelerate  their 
progress  through  school.

Editors  Note:  Loretta  Juhas  of  the 
Child  Care  Center  Staff  wrote  the  follow- 
ing description  of  a  recent  project  in 
tempting  children  to  try  new  foods  and 
the  motivation  involved  in'the  project. 

Mealtime  in  the  child  care  cen- 
ters is  an  important  part  of  the 
day,  not  only  for  providing  nourish- 
ment but  also  for  nutrition  educa- 
tion. New  foods  are  introduced  to 
present  a  variety  of  taste  experi- 
ences; to  produce  positive  attitudes 
toward  different  kinds  of  foods 
from  around  the  world,  and  toward 
people  of  other  nationalities.  Fre- 
quently the  lunch  is  tied  in  with 
other  center  activities  such  as  the 
experience  that  the  school-age 
children  at  Excelsior  Child  Care 
Center  had  on  Friday,  February  12. 

The  Swan  Oyster  Depot  gave  the 
Center  a  60  pound  octopus  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  chil- 
dren's current  interest  in  living 
creatures  of  the  sea.  Research  car- 
ried out  during  the  week  prior  to 
preparing  the  octopus  for  cooking 
brought  to  light  many  interesting 
facts  about  this  edible  mollusk. 
One  child,  generally  slow  in  con- 
tributing to  group  discussions,  came 
in  with  this  information:  "  'Octo- 
pus' comes  from  two  Greek  words, 
'octo'  meaning  eight,  and  'pous' 
meaning  foot." 

After  weighing,  measuring  the 
length  of  the  tentacles,  counting 
the  suction  cups  and  dissecting  the 
body,  the  children  cooked  portions 
of  the  octopus  for  lunch.  Their  gen- 
eral opinion,  especially  that  of  the 


cooking  class,  was  that  octopus  is 
very  good  eating. 

In  case  you  ever  happen  to  net 
an  octopus,  here  is  the  recipe  that 
the  children  found  to  be  delicious. 

1  octopus 

wine  vinegar 

oil 

Cut  tentacles  from  the  body. 
Pound  to  tenderize  as  you  would 
pound  abalone.  Place  in  heavy  emp- 
ty pot.  Cover,  and  cook  for  about 
45  minutes.  The  octopus  turns  red 
in  color  and  shrinks  considerably. 
Cut  into  bite-sized  pieces  and  mari- 
nate in  vinegar  and  oil  for  about 
one  hour.  Serve  with  a  flourish.

Teacher-identification  helps  to  prevent  postural  defects 


Observant  teachers  who  detect 
early  postural  difficulties  of  pupils, 
may  assist  in  the  prevention  of 
permanent  malformation. 

Through  identification  and  refer- 
ral, youngsters  may  be  spared  life- 
long posture  problems. 

The  District  -  sponsored  Correc- 
tive Posture  Program  is  now  in 
session. 

Nine  teachers  in  eight  centers, 
which  serve  San  Francisco,  conduct 
the  corrective  program  which  ben- 
efits approximately  200  San  Fran- 
cisco youngsters  each  year.  Classes 
take  place  from  3:30-4:30  p.m., 
each  Monday,  in  schools  selected 
for  location  and  suitable  facilities. 
Teachers  help 

Poor  posture  may  be  remedied  if 
it  is  identified  early.  Corrective 
measures  prevent  the  continuance 
of  the  poor  posture  habit. 

Referral  of  those  in  need  of  such 
instruction  is  made  by  teachers  of 
the  city's  public  and  private 
schools.  These  referrals  are  handled 
through  the  public  health  nurse  in 
each  school  in  San  Francisco. 

The  school  nurse  makes  all  phy- 
sician and  parents  contacts,  as 
well  as  referrals  to  the  centers. 
Children  in  need  of  posture  correc- 
tion may  attend  the  center  which 
is  nearest  to  their  homes. 

Individual  attention  to  the  par- 
ticular postural  problem  affecting 
a  child  is  based  upon  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  referring  physi- 
cian. 

Therapy  is  made  a  pleasure  as 
specially  trained  and  experienced 
teachers  mix  exercises  with  fun. 
Children  enjoy  group  games  and 
races,  as  well  as  the  corrective 
activities. 

"Johnny,  sit  up  straight!"  is  a 
familiar  cry  of  classroom  teachers. 
Such  daily  reminders  do  much  in 
making  children  "good  posture 
minded." 

Teachers  may  assist  by  identify- 
ing children  with  postural  devia- 
tions. 

The  essential  steps  to  be  follow- 
ed are: 

1.  Watch  for  children  who  need 
posture  training  or  correction. 

2.  Refer  them  to  the  nurse  who 
will  make  all  necessary  arrange- 
ments and  enlist  parent  coopera- 
tion. 

3.  Continue  to  show  an  interest 
in  each  child's  progress  after  his 
entrance  in  a  posture  class. 

There  is  real  urgency  in  locating 
children  with  poor  posture  habits 
in  the  formative  years  of  growth. 
Early  detection  and  correction  in- 
sure   better    health    and    prevent 


habits  of  incorrectness  which  may 
permanently  handicap  students. 

Supervisor  Uarda  Schuldt  of  the 
Physical  Education  Department, 
has  stated  that  the  success  of  the 
posture  program  in  San  Francisco 
depends  upon  detection  and  report- 
ing of  posture  faults  by  District 
teachers. 

A  four-point  check  list  of  assist- 
ance in  identifying  students  in  need 
of  the  Monday-afternoon  posture 
correction  program,  is  as  follows : 

1.  Poor  foot  position,  toeing  in  or 
out,  walking  on  edges  of  the  feet, 
et  cetera. 

2.  Shoulders  which  are  hunched, 
rounded,  or  with  one  higher  than 
the  other. 

3.  Sway  back. 

4.  Forward  head. 
Coordinator  George  R.  Canrinus, 

in  charge  of  Health,  Physical  Edu- 
cation, Athletics  and  Recreation, 
requests  that  teachers  continue  to 
take  a  good  look  at  their  pupils.  He 
hopes  that  they  will  note  how  they 
sit,  stand,  and  move,  in  order  to 
detect  possible  posture  faults.

The  move  of 
supplies  is  being  made  during  the 
month  of  March.  This  new  location 
is  the  former  Marine  Corps  Ware- 
house Building  in  the  Islais  Creek 
area  recently  acquired  from  the 
Federal  Government  as  surplus 
property. 

The  warehouse  building  has  been 
extensively  remodeled  and  equip- 
ped with  new  lighting  and  heating. 
In  addition,  the  new  warehouse  has 
been  equipped  with  new  shelving 
and  pallet  racks  for  the  storage  of 
school  supplies  as  well  as  a  con- 
veyor system.  Materials  selected 
for  schools  from  storage  shelves 
will  be  placed  on  an  automatic  con- 
veyor belt  which  will  carry  the 
supplies  to  the  wrapping  and  dis- 
patch area  of  the  warehouse.  This 
conveyor  was  designed  to  facilitate 
handling  of  materials  automatical- 
ly, and  represents  the  "latest"  in 
warehousing  procedures.

Presidential 
scholarship 
program  starts 

President  Johnson  has  announced 
the  second  annual  Presidential 
Scholars  program. 

The  program  was  begun  in  1964. 
In  initiating  it,  President  Johnson 
stated  that  his  purpose  was  "to 
recognize  the  most  precious  re- 
source of  the  United  States  —  the 
brain  power  of  its  young  people  — 
and  to  encourage  the  pursuit  of 
intellectual  attainment  among  all 
of  our  youth." 

The  Presidential  Scholars  are 
students  graduating  from  the  sec- 
ondary schools  of  the  nation,  pub- 
lic and  private.  They  are  chosen 
solely  on  the  basis  of  intellectual 
attainment  and  potential. 

No  applications 

No  applications  by  individual  stu- 
dents or  nominations  by  individuals 
or  schools  will  be  accepted.  The 
Presidential  Scholars  will  be  named 
by  the  President  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  an  independent  Com- 
mission with  Dr.  Milton  S.  Eisen- 
hower serving  as  Chairman.  In 
making  the  recommendations,  the 
Commission  will  call  upon  the  re- 
sources of  all  the  principal  scholar- 
ship agencies  in  the  country. 

The  Presidential  Scholars  will  be 
designated  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year  and  received  by  the  President 
and  Mrs.  Johnson  at  the  White 
House.  They  will  receive  a  medal- 
lion designed  by  the  famous  sculp- 
tor Jacques  Lipchitz  but  no  mone- 
tary reward.  All  will  j  have  been 
assured  of  the  financial  means  to 
go  to  college  by  the  method  of 
selection. 

Two  from  each  state 

Two  Presidential  Scholars  will 
be  named  from  each  state;  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia;  Puerto  Rico; 
and  from  Americans  living  abroad. 
An  additional  fifteen  Presidential 
Scholars  will  be  designated  at 
large. 

In  1964,  64  boys  and  57  girls  were 
named  Presidential  Scholars.  They 
chose  to  go  to  73  colleges  —  14  to 
Harvard;  10  to  Stanford;  and  6  to 
Radcliffe.  Four  each  went  to  Yale 
and  Swarthmore  and  three  each 
to  the  California  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology and  Princeton. 

Thirty-one  of  the  Scholars  de- 
clared their  intention  to  major  in 
mathematics;  13  in  physics;  and  7 
in  chemistry.  The  other  52  Scholars

New  admission  requirements  for  fall 

The  new  admission  requirements  to  go  into  effect  for  fall  1965  admis- 
sion to  the  California  State  Colleges  are  announced  by  Chancellor  Glenn 
S.  Dumke: 

Residents:  An  applicant  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  California  high  school 
or  a  legal  resident  for  tuition  purposes  must  have  a  grade  point  average 
and  total  score  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  (SAT)  which  provides  an 
eligibility  index  placing  him  among  the  upper  one-third  of  the  California 
high  school  graduates.  (For  1965-66  the  minimum  eligibility  index  is  3596 
with  the  SAT.  It  is  computed  by  multiplying  grade  point  average  by  1000 
and  adding  it  to  the  total  SAT  score.) 

The  grade  point  average  is  based  upon  the  last  three  years  and  does  not 
include  physical  education  or  military  science.  The  table  below  does  not 
cover  every  case,  but  gives  several  examples  of  the  test  score  needed  with 
a  given  grade  point  average  to  be  eligible  for  admission.

Non-residents:  An  applicant  who  is  a  non-resident  for  tuition  purposes 
and  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  high  school  in  another  state  or  a  United  States 
possession  must  have  an  eligibility  index  which  would  place  him  among 
the  upper  one-sixth  of  California  high  school  graduates  for  1965-66.  The 
minimum  required  eligibility  index  is  4036  with  the  SAT  and  is  calculated 
as  in  the  previous  section.

Retirement  data  for  District  teachers 


Those  District  teachers  who  an- 
ticipate retirement  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year,  1964-1965,  should 
initiate  action  in  the  near  future  in 
order  that  retirement  payment 
may  not  be  delayed  unnecessarily, 
according  to  Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols, 
personnel  coordinator.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  teachers  seeking  to 
initiate  retirement  proceedings, 
should,  if  possible,  submit  a  letter 
to  such  effect  by  April  30,  1965. 

In  encouraging  such  action,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  has  shown  concern  that 
teachers  make  proper  retirement 
provisions  to  serve  their  own  per- 
sonal welfare. 
Suggested  procedures 

Suggestions  outlined  for  teachers 
in  handling  retirement  problems  are 
as  follows: 

(1)  Submit  a  letter  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator  indicating  your 
intention  to  retire,  and  the  pro- 
posed date  of  retirement.  Copies  of 
this  letter  should  be  submitted  to 
the  appropriate  assistant  superin- 
tendent. 

(2)  Write  to  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement  System,  1416  -  9th 
Street,      Sacramento,      California, 


notifying  that  office  of  your  inten- 
tion to  retire  and  requesting  the 
necessary  forms. 

(3)  Notify  the  City  Employees' 
Retirement  System,  450  McAllis- 
ter Street,  of  your  intention  to  re- 
tire. 

(4)  Request  both  the  state  and 
city  retirement  systems  for  assist- 
ance in  determining  which  retire- 
ment program  will  be  most  advan- 
tageous in  your  circumstances. 

(5)  If  you  determine  that  the 
State  Retirement  System  will  pro- 
vide greater  benefits  in  your  case, 
you  should  submit  a  letter  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator  resigning 
from  the  school  district.  This  is 
necessary  in  order  that  you  may 
withdraw  your  funds  from  the  local 
retirement  system  for  deposit  in 
the  State  Retirement  System. 

(6)  Submit  the  required  forms 
early  in  order  to  expedite  action  in 
each  retirement  system. 

Time  factor 

Because  processing  of  applica- 
tions takes  some  time,  it  is  impor- 
tant that  they  be  submitted  suffici- 
ently in  advance  to  enable  a  proper 
consideration  time,  and  to  be  sure 
first  retirement  check  is  received 
on  time.

Teacher  Recruitment 

On  the  basis  of  a  year's  study  and  the 
testimony  of  numerous  school  officials,  a 
joint  legislative  committee  has  unani- 
mously recommended  restoration  of  out- 
of-state  service  credit  for  teacher  retire- 
ment pay.  The  move,  sponsored  by 
teachers'  groups  and  approved  by  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  Max  Rafjerty,  is 
designed  to  attract  experienced  teachers 
from  out  of  the  State  to  meet  the  needs 
of  California's  zooming  school  popula- 
tion. 

Until  1944,  teachers  coming  into  the 
California  schools  from  other  States 
brought  their  service  credit  with  them. 
In  1963,  efforts  to  restore  such  credit 
were  defeated,  when  inaccurate  acturial 
studies  indicated  that  its  cost  to  the 
State  would  be  exorbitant. 

The  committee's  recent  hearings,  how- 
ever, produced  reliable  testimony  that  a 
restoration  of  such  credit  would  save 
rather  than  cost  the  State  money.  The 
savings  would  result  from  elimination  of 
expenses  now  entailed  in  recruiting  out- 
of-state  teachers,  and  from  the  high- 
salary  inducements  now  required  to  ob- 
tain experienced  teachers.  We  think  the 
credit  should  be  restored.

Galileo  added  to 
summer  program 

At  its  March  16,  1965  meeting, 
the  Board  of  Education  approved  a 
resolution  stating  that  the  Summer 
Special  Day  High  School  Classes 
for  the  fiscal  year  1965-66  be  ex- 
panded to  include  a  third  school 
and  that  the  budget  be  increased  to 
serve  an  enrollment  of  approxi- 
mately 10  per  cent  above  the  pres- 
ent allotment. 

The  new  school  will  be  at  Galileo 
High  School.  Previously  approved 
schools  at  Balboa  and  George 
Washington  provided  a  capacity  of 
about  5,460  students.  The  addition 
of  Galileo  will  raise  this  figure  to 
approximately  6,000  high  school 
students  for  the  summer  1965  pro- 
gram. 


Board  approves 
plans  for 
pre-schooling 

At  its  meeting  of  March  16,  1965 
the  Board  of  Education  unanimous- 
ly approved  a  three-part  pre-school 
program  for  underprivileged  San 
Francisco  children,  which  was  pro- 
posed by  Superintendent  Harold 
Spears,  in  order  that  advanced 
planning  by  the  District  staff  could 
start. 

Part  one 

Part  one  of  the  program  is  for 
an  eight-week  prekindcrgartan  pro- 
gram under  the  Economic  Oppor- 
tunity Act  for  summer  of  1965  for 
approximately  600  children.  Exist- 
ing Child  Care  facilities  and  ele- 
mentary kindergarten  classrooms 
within  the  four  neighborhoods 
marked  as  "target"  areas  in  San 
Francisco's  Economic  Opportunity 
Act  Program  will  be  used.  These 
are  Hunters  Point,  the  Western 
Addition,  the  Mission  and  China- 
town. 

This  section  of  the  local  program 
will  be  part  of  the  nation-wide 
Office  of  Opportunity  Project  Head- 
Start  to  be  launched  this  summer 
by  Director  Sargent  Shriver  in  the 
national  war  on  poverty. 

District  participation  in  this  pro- 
ject is  to  bring  to  those  children 
living  in  these  areas  who  are  eli- 
gible for  kindergarten  in  the  Fall, 
1965,  a  sound  program  designed  to 
meet  the  educational  and  develop- 
mental needs  of  young  children. 
The  objective  of  the  program  is  to 
provide  an  environment  in  which 
teachers,  materials,  and  equipment 
are  geared  to  the  needs  of  children 
who  have  had  little  or  no  opportun- 
ity for  the  kinds  of  experiences 
which  ready  them  for  the  kinder- 
garten and  help  to  insure  a  more 
successful  adjustment  to  school. 

Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  help- 
ing these  children  to  become  more 
confident  and  to  acquire  certain 
simple  skills  in  listening,  in  speak- 
ing, and  in  conveying  ideas  to 
others.  The  activities  provided 
should  encourage  each  child  to 
work  creatively  in  an  environment 
planned  to  stimulate  curiosity  and 
intellectual  growth. 

Part  two 

The  second  plan  is  for  a  thirty- 
six-week  prekindergarten  program 
under  the  Economic  Opportunity 
Act  beginning  in  September  cf 
1965  for  approximately  400  chil-

Bay  Area  Science 
Fair  opens  April  3 

The  Twelfth  Annual  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  Science  Fair  is 
scheduled  to  take  place  from  April 
3  through  April  7,  to  be  held  again 
at  the  California  Academy  of  Sci- 
ences, Golden  Gate  Park,  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  National  Science  Fair 
will  be  held  from  May  5-8  at  St. 
Louis,  Missouri. 

Public  interest  in  the  Science 
Fair  has  been  very  high.  Last  year's 
Fair  again  drew  over  60,000  visi- 
tors in  five  days.  This  figure  when 
combined  with  the  numbers  of  visi- 
tors attending  local  fairs,  preced- 
ing the  Bay  Area  Fair,  indicates 
the  tremendous  amount  of  public 
interest  in  the  Science  Fair. 

Of  greatest  importance  of  course, 
is  the  incentive  the  Fair  provides 
for  scientifically  minded  high  school 
students.  The  contacts  they  make 
with  other  students  with  like  inter- 
ests as  well  as  with  outstanding 
scientists  and  industrialists  of  the 
Bay  Area  are  invaluable. 

Approximately  300  exhibits  will 
be  selected  from  an  expected  5000- 
plus  entries. 

Awards  will  be  given  for  the  best 
biological  and  physical  science  pro- 
jects in  each  grade  level. 

The  Fair  at  Golden  Gate  Park  is 
financed  by  Bay  Area  industry, 
which  is  interested  in  fostering  a 
good  crop  of  future  scientists. 

The  chairman  of  the  advisory 
board  of  directors  of  the  Fair  is 
Frank  Dana,  Executive  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Bank  of  America. 


A  University  of  California  Ex- 
tension lecture  series  on  "The 
Ocean:  A  Last  Frontier"  followed 
by  a  two-week  summer  field  pro- 
gram on  the  Monterey  Peninsula 
offer  a  unique  opportunity  to  study 
the  land  and  life  of  the  Pacific 
coastline  with  a  faculty  of  marine 
scientists  and  others  in  the  natural 
science  fields. 

The  lecture  program  begins 
March  31  at  College  of  Marin  in 
Kentfield  and  April  1  on  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  Berkeley  cam- 
pus. The  series  is  scheduled  weekly 
at  8  p.m.  and  is  planned  to  explore 
the  sea  as  an  environment  for  life, 
the  geology  of  the  California  coast- 
line, plant  and  animal  life,  the 
adaptation  of  organisms,  and  sig- 
nificant discoveries  made  possible 
by  the  study  of  marine  organisms. 

The  field  program  is  scheduled 
June  20  -  July  4  to  provide  on-the- 
spot  study  of  the  tidepools  and  ad- 
jacent shore  areas.  Field  trips  will 
be  supplemented  by  faculty  lec- 
tures, laboratory  work,  films,  and 
color  slides. 

Cadet  H.  Hand,  University  of 
California  professor  of  zoology  and 
director  of  the  Bodega  Marine  Lab- 


oratory, is  program  coordinator, 
and  other  members  of  the  staff  in- 
clude faculty  of  the  University  of 
California,  the  California  Academy 
of  Sciences,  Stanford  University, 
California  State  College,  and  Mon- 
terey Peninsula  College.  The  pro- 
gram is  presented  in  cooperation 
with  Scripps  Institution  of  Ocean- 
ography. 

Registrations  may  be  made  sep- 
arately for  the  lecture  series  and 
the  field  trip.  Fee  for  the  series  of 
10  lectures  is  $18  general  admis- 
sion; $8  students.  Tuition  for  the 
field  program  is  $80.  The  lecture 
series  may  be  taken  for  one  unit  of 
upper-division  credit  in  zoology, 
and  the  summer  field  program  for 
two  units.

dren.  Space  for  these  proposed  EOA 
prekindergarten  classes  would  be 
provided  within  the  present  Child 
Care  facilities  where  space  is  avail- 
able. 

This  program  will  establish  a 
long-range  on-going  project  in 
which  younger  children  would  be 
enrolled  for  a  greater  length  of 
time.  Children  aged  three  and  nine 
months  to  four  years  and  nine 
months  would  be  enrolled  for  a  36- 
week  period  concurrent  with  the 
regular  school  year. 

Financing 

Both  of  the  above  programs 
would  be  financed  almost  entirely 
by  Federal  funds. 

However,  the  two  plans  will  not 
go  into  action  until  Federal  funds 
become  available.  A  change  in  the 
State  law,  now  pending  in  the  Leg- 
islature, is  also  needed  to  allow 
schools  to  lower  their  minimum  en- 
trance age,  now  four  years  and 
nine  months. 

Part  three 

In  the  1964  Building  Program, 
recently  passed  in  the  bond  election 
of  last  November,  facilities  for 
child  care  are  to  be  provided  in  at 
least  three  of  the  new  elementary 
schools  to  be  built. 

Pending  construction  of  these 
new  Child  Care  Centers,  a  study  of 
existing  facilities  shows  the  possi- 
bility of  providing  child  care  serv- 
ices for  approximately  180  nursery 
and  school-age  children,  in  addition 
to  the  present  enrollment  of  about 
1400. 

Financing  for  this  section  of  the 
program  will  become  part  of  the 
regular  school  budget.

Renewal  of 
credentials  is 
essential  now 

Letters  are  being  mailed  to  all 
certificated  personnel  whose  cre- 
dential (or  credentials)  expire  in 
June  of  1965,  according  to  Dr. 
Ward  M.  Nichols,  Coordinator  of 
Personnel. 

It  a  teacher's  present  service  is 
authorized  by  the  credential,  he 
must  make  immediate  application 
for  its  renewal  or  his  salary  must 
be  withheld  effective  June  30,  1965. 

The  California  Education  Code 
requires  that  a  valid  teaching  cre- 
dential authorizing  the  type  of 
service  being  performed  be  on  rec- 
ord in  the  personnel  office  at  all 
times.  (This  applies  to  all  teachers 
on  a  leave  of  any  type) . 
Renewal  date 

A  credential  may  be  renewed  at 
any  time  after  January  1st  of  the 
year  in  which  it  is  to  expire,  pro- 
vided all  renewal  requirements  are 
completed,  evidence  of  such  com- 
pletion is  submitted,  and  the  appli- 
cation for  renewal  is  filed  before 
midnight  of  the  expiration  date  of 
the  credential  to  be  renewed.  (It 
now  takes  from  10  to  12  weeks  to 
receive  the  renewal  credential  af- 
ter application  due  to  back-log  in 
Sacramento). 

The  credential  must  be  renewed 
on  or  before  June  30,  1965  to  avoid 
loss  of  salary. 

How  to  renew 

The  following  documents  must  be 
submitted  in  connection  with  an 
application  for  credential  renewal: 

1.  Credential  application  Form 
41-4  (One  application  for  each  cre- 
dential being  renewed). 

2.  $10.00  fee  in  form  of  money 
order  or  check,  for  each  credential. 
(This  new  fee  became  effective  on 
March  1,  1965). 

3.  Official  verification  of  comple- 
tion of  requirements,  if  any,  listed 
in  the  credential. 

Loss  of  position 

The  letters  referred  to  in  para- 
graph one  of  this  story  notifies  the 
teacher  that  his  employment  "un- 
der this  credential"  is  not  author- 
ized after  June  30,  1965. 

This  means  that  if  the  credential 
is  allowed  to  expire  and  is  the  one 
under  which  the  teacher  is  present- 
ly working,  he  cannot  be  legally 
employed  after  that  date.  Any  cre- 
dentials now  held,  but  allowed  to 
lapse,  will  be  lost  and  can  only  be 
renewed  under  the  new  regulations 
presently  in  effect.

Health  Service 
Plan  I  is  good 
world-wide 

Numerous  inquiries  from  teach- 
ers in  the  Unified  School  District 
with  reference  to  their  health  cov- 
erage while  on  sabbatical  leaves 
and  other  leaves  which  take  them 
out  of  the  State  of  California  and 
often  out  of  the  continental  limits 
of  the  United  States  have  been  re- 
ceived by  the  Health  Service  Sys- 
tem. 

The  Health  Service  Board  an- 
ticipated this  over  a  year  ago  and 
amended  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions governing  the  System  in  1964. 

The  amended  rule  gave  those  in- 
dividuals who  were  covered  in  the 
alternate  plans  (Plan  II  —  Kaiser 
Foundation  Health  Plan  and  Plan 
IV  —  Bay  Medical  Group)  the  op- 
portunity of  transferring  to  Plan  I 
(City  Plan)  prior  to  their  depart- 
ing from  San  Francisco.  The  alter- 
nate plans  cover  only  emergency 
care  when  outside  of  the  50  mile 
radius  of  San  Francisco,  hence 
would  be  of  no  special  use  to 
teachers  traveling  abroad.  Plan  I 
coverage  is  world-wide. 

The  section  of  the  rules  is  quoted 
for  information  of  District  person- 
nel: 

Part  I  —  E  TRANSFERS  (sec- 
tion f)  "A  member  who  is  enrolled 
in  a  plan  other  than  Plan  I  and 
who  is  leaving  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia for  a  period  in  excess  of  five 
(5)  months  may  apply  for  a  trans- 
fer to  Plan  I  for  himself  and  his 
dependents.  Coverage  of  depend- 
ents shall  be  subject  to  provisions 
of  (c)  which  states  evidence  of  in- 
surability must  be  satisfactory. 

Application  must  be  submitted 
to  the  System  in  WRITING  at 
least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the 
member's  departure  from  the 
State.  Transfer  into  Plan  I  shall 
become  effective  on  the  first  date 
of  the  second  month  after  such 
application  is  filed  with  the  Sys- 
tem. Member  shall  remain  in  Plan 
I,  unless  transferred  by  subsequent 
sign-up."

Twenty-two  California  public 
schools  have  recently  been  honored 
for  having  outstanding  programs 
of  physical  education  and  physical 
fitness.  Galileo  High  School  Girls' 
Physical  Education  Department 
and  James  Lick  Junior  High  School 
Boys'  Physical  Education  Depart- 
ment of  the  San  Francisco  School 
District  are  two  of  the  State's 
schools  so  honored. 

The  President's  Council  on  Phys- 
ical Fitness  recently  invited  Cali- 
fornia to  select  individual  schools 
having  high  quality  physical  edu- 
cation programs  to  participate  in 
the  National  Physical  Education 
Centers  Project. 

Mr.  George  Canrinus,  Coordina- 
tor, Health,  Physical  Education, 
Athletics  and  Recreation  made  this 
comment,  "San  Francisco  was  for- 
tunate to  have  two  schools  out  of 
22  selected  for  this  project.  This 
made  it  an  extremely  difficult  job 
to  single  out  programs,  since  we 
have  several  schools  that  we  feel 
might  qualify."

ALL  TEACHERS: 

A  new  credential  structure 
became  operative  on  January  1, 
1964,  with  additional  require- 
ments. 

A  teacher's  salary  must  be 
withheld  effective  June  30,  1965 
if  the  credential  which  author- 
izes the  teacher's  employment 
expires  at  that  time  and  is  not 
renewed  by  the  teacher. 

If  your  credential  is  allowed 
to  expire,  you  will  be  required 
to  meet  the  new  standards  now 
in  effect.  You  may  keep  your 
present  credential  valid  by  com- 
pleting all  renewal  requirements 
indicated  on  the  front  or  reverse 
side  of  the  credential  before  its 
date  of  expiration  and  by  filing 
application  for  renewal  before 
midnight  of  its  expiration  date. 

Credential  fee  is  $10  per  cre- 
dential. 

IT  IS  IMPORTANT  THAT 
YOU  KEEP  YOUR  CREDEN- 
TIALS IN  FORCE  and  record 
them  in  the  Personnel  Office 
when  renewed. 
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Retiring  teachers 
should  seek  aid 

Teachers  who  passed  their  65th 
birthdate  during  the  school  year 
are  facing  compulsory  retirement 
under  the  requirements  of  the  City 
Charter  and  will  be  automatically 
retired  as  of  June  30,  1965. 

After  that  date  retirees  will  not 
have  the  option  of  withdrawing 
from  the  local  retirement  system 
in  order  to  seek  maximum  State 
Teachers  Retirement  System  bene- 
fits. 

Retirement  is  the  individual 
teacher's  responsibility  and  must 
be  initiated  and  carried  through  by 
the  teacher.

Several 
principals  have  requested  that  the 
notice  be  placed  in  the  Bulletin 
prior  to  the  close  of  the  term  in 
order  that  the  process  may  be  fa- 
cilitated at  the  opening  of  school. 
This  notice,  then,  applies  to  regis- 
tration for  September  1965. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation: the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon.  If  a  birth 
certificate  is  not  available,  a  hospi- 
tal certificate,  baptismal  certifi- 
cate, passport,  affidavit  of  parent 
or  guardian,  or  an  official  notifica- 
tion or  certification  of  the  birth 
registration  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  may  be  used. 
Please  note  that  a  hospital  certifi- 
cate is  now  acceptable  verification. 
The  method  of  verification  should 
be  indicated  by  initials  of  person 
enrolling  pupils. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  December 
2,  1960  (4  years  and  9  months).  All 
entrants  into  the  first  grade  must 
be  born  not  later  than  December 
2,  1959  (5  years  and  9  months) . 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of  a 
school.  Therefore  no  child  may  be 
admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without  ac- 
ceptable verification  as  noted 
above.

The  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion has  notified  the  District  that 
the  Basic  Education  Proposals  sub- 
mitted by  the  Adult  Division  under 
the  Economic  Opportunity  Act 
have  been  approved  and  that  $170,- 
000  will  be  available  to  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District 
immediately.  These  funds  are  for 
the  year  1964-65. 

The  State  Department  has  indi- 
cated also  that  approximately 
$400,000  will  be  granted  for  basic 
education  under  this  same  provi- 
sion for  the  school  year  1965-66. 
( Possible  use  of  part  of  this  money 
is  being  considered  for  the  summer, 
also).  The  projects  submitted 
through  the  State  Bureau  of  Adult 
Education  to  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare 
are  designed  to  assist  in  remedying 
the  educational  deficiencies  of  San 
Franciscans  who  have  less  than  an 
eighth-grade  education.

A  recent  survey  revealed  that 
thousands  of  San  Franciscans  need 
help  in  basic  education  from  the 
level  of  illiteracy  to  the  eighth 
grade.  The  four  projects  approved 
are  as  follows: 

Chinatown-North  Beach  Area  — 
contact  teams  of  the  Economic  Op- 
portunity Council  indicate  that 
there  are  at  least  6,000  people  in 
the  Chinatown-North  Beach  area 
who  require  elementary  education.

Additionally,  there  are  greater 
numbers  of  people  who  require  in- 
struction in  speaking,  reading,  and 
writing  the  English  language.  The 
following  courses  will  be  offered: 
English,  Arithmetic,  Civics,  Con- 
temporary History,  Consumer  Edu- 
cation, Speech,  Personal  Health, 
Nutrition  and  Dietetics,  and  First 
Aid  and  Sanitation. 

Mission  District  —  Here  the  same 
program  as  is  offered  in  the 
Chinatown-North  Beach  area  will 
be  set  up.  The  difference  will  be 
that  in  the  Mission  District  the  in- 
struction will  deal  largely  with  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  80,000 
Spanish  speaking  people  now  resi- 
dents of  San  Francisco. 

Western  Addition  —  This  project 
differs  from  the  two  preceding  pro- 
posals because  the  District  will  be 
dealing  essentially  with  native 
born  adults.  The  question  of  Eng- 
lish is  not  of  such  paramount  im- 
portance as  in  the  Mission  District 
and  the  Chinatown-North  Beach 
area.  In  the  Western  Addition 
there  are  14,593  adults  25  years  of 
age  or  older  with  less  than  one 
year  of  formal  schooling,  21,604 
adults  of  the  same  age  range  have 
between  one  and  four  years  of 
schooling,  and  45,600  have  between 
five  and  seven  years  of  schooling. 
The  emphasis  in  the  Western  Addi- 
tion will  necessarily  concentrate 
heavily  on  remedial  English,  arith- 
metic, and  the  other  basic  skills  of 
the  elementary  curriculum. 

Public  Welfare  —  Public  Welfare 
under  the  Economic  Opportunity 
Act  will  assign  to  the  Adult  Divi- 
sion 400  Public  Welfare  recipients, 
all  of  whom  require  basic  elemen- 
tary education. 

The  Adult  Division  is  working 
closely  with  representatives  from 
both  the  Chinatown  area  and  the 
Spanish-American  organizations.  A 
conference  has  already  been  held 
with  leaders  of  these  two  areas  to 
plan  for  the  future.

New  methods  and  tremendous 
technological  developments  have 
greatly  increased  the  need  for  the 
training  of  youth  to  meet  the  de- 
mand for  the  skills  required  by 
American  industry  today.

Exempt  Civil  Serv- 
ice clerks  in  part-time  adult  pro- 
gram terminating  June  11  are 
authorized  to  work  on  June  14  and 
15  provided  Monday  and  Tuesday 
are  their  regular  evenings  of  serv- 
ice. 

All  school  term  clerks,  except 
exempt  Civil  Service  employees  in 
part-time  adult  schools,  are  auth- 
orized to  work  the  week  of  August 
30  through  September  3,  1965,  in- 
clusive. Exempt  Civil  Service  clerks 
in  the  part-time  adult  program  will 
be  authorized  to  work  only  the  eve- 
nings during  the  week  of  August 
30  through  September  3  which  are 
their  regular  evenings  of  service 
for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Will  you  get 
paid  this  July? 

Letters  were  recently  mailed  to 
all  certificated  personnel  whose 
credential  (or  credentials)  expire 
in  June  of  1965. 

If  a  teacher's  present  service  is 
authorized  by  the  credential,  he 
must  make  immediate  application 
for  its  renewal  or  his  salary  must 
be  withheld  effective  June  30,  1965. 

The  California  Education  Code 
requires  that  a  valid  teaching  cre- 
dential authorizing  the  type  of 
service  being  performed  be  on  rec- 
ord in  the  personnel  office  at  all 
times.  (This  applies  to  all  teachers 
on  a  leave  of  any  type.) 

Renewal  date 

A  credential  may  be  renewed  at 
any  time  after  January  1st  of  the 
year  in  which  it  is  to  expire,  pro- 
vided all  renewal  requirements  are 
completed,  evidence  of  such  com- 
pletion is  submitted,  and  the  appli- 
cation for  renewal  is  filed  before 
midnight  of  the  expiration  of  the 
credential  to  be  renewed. 

How  to  renew 

The  following  documents  must 
be  submitted  in  connection  with  an 
application  for  credential  renewal: 

1.  Credential  application  Form 
41-4  (One  application  for  each  cre- 
dential being  renewed). 

2.  $10  fee  in  form  of  money  order 
or  check,  for  each  credential.  (This 
new  fee  became  effective  on  March 
1,  1965). 

3.  Official  verification  of  comple- 
tion of  requirements,  if  any,  listed 
in  the  credential. 

Loss  of  position 

The  letters  referred  to  in  para- 
graph one  of  this  story  notifies  the 
teacher  that  his  employment  "un- 
der this  credential"  is  not  author- 
ized after  June  30,  1965. 

This  means  that  if  the  credential 
is  allowed  to  expire  and  is  the  one 
under  which  the  teacher  is  present- 
ly working,  he  cannot  be  legally 
employed  after  that  date.  Any  cre- 
dentials now  held,  but  allowed  to 
lapse,  will  be  lost  and  can  only  be 
renewed  under  the  new  regulations 
presently  in  effect.

The  San  Francisco  School  Dis- 
trict Neighborhood  Youth  Corps, 
which  is  a  youth  in-school  work- 
training  program  operated  under 
Title  1,  Part  B,  of  the  Economic 
Opportunity  Act  of  1964  called 
Public  Law  88-452,  went  into  oper- 
ation on  June  1,  1965  and  will  con- 
tinue through  to  August  31,  1965 
on  the  present  allotment  of  $43,612 
from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor.
